dish eolor. He held himself very erect. 
The landing of Dreyfus at guiheron 
was almost unnoticed. At 9 o'clock yes- 
terday eveiiiuK th.- giiardianslii|) Caudan 
l>ui to sea to meet the Sfax, which huj 
heen sighted. The unusual bustle at- 
tracted many people to the harbor, but as 
they saw nothing the crowd dispertscd. 
The only persons remaining were those 
who knew where the prisoner was to lie 
landed. 

The wiather was most stormy 
a time it was feared it would b 
sible to effect a landing. For hours the 
lights of the raudan and Sfa.\ wire 
plainly visible, as the vessels pitched and 
rolled. It seemed impossible to approach 
them in the rough sea. 

On the landing stage were M. Vigue, 
the chief of detectives: M. Mennlon, a 
commissary of i)olice, and a fone of gen- 
liarmes and police inspectors. Finally, at 
1 a. m. a cutter manned by ten men and 
in charge of a naval officer put off from 
the Caudan and went alongside the Sfax. 
Then the boat rowed to the shore, where 
Dreyfus was landed at 1:30 a. m. 

A company of infantry was drawn up 
at the landing point. Dreyfus, who had 
lit en bi ought ashore in the boat, wa.s im- 
mediately placed imder the guard of a 
captain of engineers ami a- sergeant ami 
corporal of gendarmes, who formally 
I'.anded the prisoner over to M. Viguo. 
The latter then entered a landau with 
Dreyfus anil they immedi:itely started for 
the railroad station, which was reached 
without incident. 

Dreyfus did not speak .1 word. He ii.r- 
sonally ojiened the door of the compari- 
nieiit of the special •tiain. consisting of 
three carriages and a baggage car. which 
was in waiting. As the train was about 
to start the local health officer refused to 
permit Dreyfu.s to leave, on the g.-ound 
that he had just arrived from the coi- 
j onii s. The matter was quickly arranged, 
however, and the train proceeded. 

Dreyfus was only visible for a moment 
to the reporter.s. 

The train stopped at Rabelais, three 
kilometers from Rennes. There the jiarty 
alighted and ipiickly entered a carriage 
diawn by two splendid hor.ses, which im- 
mediately started at a sharp advance. It 
v.as .5:30 a. m. 

At the level of the street crossing a 
wagonette containing the prefect of lire 
department of Ille Et Vilalne. M. Viguie. j 
and three inspectors, joined the party. An 
amusing incident occurred there. The 
woman in charge of the crossing, when 
told that if she watched she would se.^ 
Dreyfus, asked: "Who Is Dreyfus? I 
have never even heard of him." 

The drive from Rabelais to Rennes was 
taken without incident. Owing to the 
precautions taken, the pri.soner and his 
escort passed unnoticed in front of tiie 
arsenal. Workmen reading the posters 
there did not turn their heads, little ^us. 
pecting who was passing.

PHILADELPHIA MINT. 

Number of Pieces Coined During 
Fiscal Year 90,525,570. 

Phiiadelijhia, July 1.— The reijort of 
the coinage at the United States mint 
in this city during the fiscal vear end- 
ing yesterday shows the lull value lo 
lie $60,794,401. 7It. Of this amount $fi - 
919,180 was in gold, $9,91S,;;n.6.5 in silve",- 
and $9;)«,910.14 in ba.se metal. The num- 
ber of pieces of gold minted was as fol- 
lows: Double eagles, 1,669,368; eagles 
893,142; half eagles, 1,508,022- quarter 
eagles, 24,116; total numbe.- of gold 
pieces, 4,094,648. The silver pieces coined 
were as follows: Dollars, 3,466,709; half 
dollars, 3,306.708; quarter dollars, 11 904 - 
709; dimes, 18,220,709. Of base metal the 
coins minted were as follows: Five 
cents. 11,539,732; cents, 37,992,354. The 
total number of gold pieces was 4,094 64S- 
of silver. 36.898.8.36; of base metal '49- 
532.086. The total number of ' ' 
coined was 90,525,570. 



New York, Jul;- 1.— A special to the 
World from Washington states that, in 
rep-ponse t(j a request for an iterview 
on the Philippine situation, Postinaster 
tieneral Charles Ilmory Smith said: 

"The situation n the Philippines is 
Ihe most importar t and atjsorblng pub- 
lic question just at present. I am well 
aware that there i ^ some restlessness on 
the matter, and ;n some quarters no 
little impatience. There Is a notion 
that the adminis ration should have 
l)''.n more energetic, and when the 
Filipinos piolongec their warfare should 
huve called for and sent forward more 
troops. Hut tho.«e who make this 
criticism do not know that the admin- 
istration has recruited nearly 2000 m,Mi 
a week right stra ght along since con- 
gress adjourned oi March 4. They do 
ni:t knew that with these recruits and 
with the re-enlistments a force of 
nearly 40.000 men has been raised within 
tliat time. 

"They do not know- that the armv bill 
which pas.sed on March 2 practically 
(ompelled the reot gajiization of a nev. 
aimy, nearly a foi rth as large as thai, 
which was rai.sed "or the Spanish war. 
They do not know th.-it under the law- 
authorizing the creation of the army for 
the Spanish war all of the regulars 
above 27,000. as well as all of the volun- 
teers, had to be iiusiered out at the 
ratification of the peace treaty, and th.-il 
while the new army bill provides for a 
force of 65,000 men the whole number 
abt.ve 27.000 had to ije raised afresh. 

"On the ratification cf peace with 
Spain the presidents proldem was to 
reconstruct the army up to the maxi- 
muiii number of regulais permitted. 
VIZ., 65,000 men. He began that work 
immediately. Abott 40,000 men have 
now been added to the force, and fully 
70 jier cent were in the service during 
the Sjianish war. This fact signifies 
two things: 

First— That those who served had no 
teri-ors from whai they had gone 
through and were ready to serve again. 
"Secohd— That tie force thus t*-- 
t-ralTPcf ha9*t>ffrdtn* "rtureft tft the Bers^t*<? 
and is able to stanc its hardship.s. 

"Besides, no man led man is t.aken 
The highest physical standard is en- 
foreed. No person applying with any 
jdiysi -al defect or weakness is accepteil. 
In this way the largest efficiency is ob- 
tained. It might hi.ve been possible to 
call for volunteers, to have a rush, t.> 
have put them into ca.-np, to have had 
the hurry and the jossibilities cf mis- 
take which came with the sharp action 
at the beginning o;' the Spanish war, 
hut even if this had been done, troops 
could net actually hi.ve been .sent to the 
Philippines faster than they have been, 
and they would not lave been anything 
like as effective. 

"Within two weets .tOOO additional 
men will be in the Philippines, or on 
their way. and by Aug. 1, before the 
close of the rainy season, there will be 
35,000 regulars or mire at the disposal 
of Otis; and with ths force he will cer- 
tainly be able to cope with the situation. 
If there should be leed for more by 
September they will be there. 

"Gen. Otis has mar aged affairs in the 
Philippines with ski 1 and judgment. 
He has never indicated a belief that he 
needed more than 30,000 effective 
troops. 

"There is no trouble in the Philippines 
outside the island of Luzon. Aggressive 
fighting i.s now restri, ted for about three 
months because of th» rainy .season, but 
as soon as aggre-ssive operations can be 
resumed short work \»-ill be made of the 
conflict. 

"Without underesti nating the difTi- 
eulties, it may be accepted that our gov- 
ernment will be equal to the demands of 
t'ne situation."

TieiSTS AT liT M'KIVE.S. 

Heretofore the state of New Jersey 
has had the unenviable honor of incor- 
porating nearly all the great trusts 
ov.ing to the advantages offered ,to 
them In the shape of omnibus charters. 
The state of Delaware, however, now 
proposes to get some of the profits at- 
tending the incorporation of these gi- 
gantic aggregations of capital— a fact 
which is not creditable to the little 
state. It would have done much better 
to have permitted New Jersey to re- 
tain the dishonorable notoriety and its 
ill-gotten fee.s. 

The last session of the Delaware legis- 
lature passed an act which is all that 
the most voracious trust could ask as 
it not only cuts the price of trust cnar- 
ters below the New Jersey rate, but 
guarantees to give more in return In 
the shape of special privileges and en- 
larged powers. The new Corporation 
Trust company of Delaware seems tu 
be a concern organized for the express 
purpose of promoting trusts, and it has 
issued a secret circular in which it .^tis 
forth the advantages of coming to 
Delaware to get trust charters. There 
are so many prominent citizens of 
Delaware in this cut price trust com- 
pany that one might suspect that the 
.state is apartner in the venture, as 
Louisiana used to be in the big lottery. 
The probability is. however, that the 
Delaware cut-price trust scheme is a 
private enterprise. The secret circu- 
lar which appeals to all who intend to 
apply for trust charters explains how 
much better it is to purchase those 
charters from Delaware than from New 
Jersey. It is pointed out that the sa- 
lient features of the law in the two 
states are the same, but the Dela>vafc 
law possesses very decided advantages 
from a trust standpoint. 

For instance, the original fee for in- 
corporation is only three-quarters of 
that in New Jersey, and the annual lax 
is about half. Delaware is a small state 
and does not need a very large revenue, 
the circular says. The other "advan- 
tages" are even more extraordinary. 
They are thus set forth: 

Stockholders and directors may hold 
their meetings wherever they please. 
and need never meet in the state of 
Delaware. (New Jorsey stockholders 
must meet in that state.) The ori- 
ginal and transfer books (which in New- 
Jersey corporations must be kept in the 
state), may be kept in or out of Dela- 
ware, in the discretion of the company. 
The examination of the books by in- 
termeddlers is much more difficult un-

It is hardly likely 
that the anniversary will continue to be 
( bserved every year forever, as the 
correspondent suggests, for the simple 
season that our brief national annals 
are already .so full of glorious victories 
that it would be necessary to stretch 
the calendar in order to observe them 
all. But this year, for many reasons, 
I he destroyer of Cervera's fleet is en- 
titled to a national outpouring of ad- 
mirati )n and gratitude. The battle ,f 
.Santiago was the greatest of the entiie 
Spanish war. and the victory was as 
( omplete as Dewey's own. It could not 
have been more so, for neither left any- 
thing whatever to be done except to 
taise the wrecks of the enemy's ships.' • 
The Herald endorses the Journals

Cervera a year ago. and of its gallant 
commander.

Up to date it is said that only $10,"X)i) 
has been subscribed. For instance, in 
the large and wealthy city of New- 
Haven only $182 has been subscribed 
for the Dewey fund and the Register in 
speaking of the matter says: "in a 
canvass among the prominent residents 
of New Haven, the principal reasoji ap- 
pealed to be that Admiral Dewey, hav- 
ing no family, would naturally have no 
need for a domestic establishment iliat 
would cost him many hundreds of dol- 
lars a year to sustain. Others held that 
it was not definitely known that ouch 
a gift would be acceptable to the ad- 
miral. Then again the question as to 
his wish to live in Washington or at 
his old home in Vermont was dis- 
cussed. It was also argued that should 
the admiral desire to live in Washing- 
ton, his salary of $13,000, which he .vi'll 
receive as long as he lives, will be suf- 
ficient to enable him to live as he 
pleased. Perhaps the most sensible rea- 
son; however, is one advanced by a 
prominent merchant in this town who 
explains as follows: "What Dew.-y 
needs is rest, not a home. If he is pre- 
sented with a home, he will be obliged 
to sustain it, and thereby go through 
the battle with society, which is wor^e 
than the battles for his country. if 
they want to give him anything, let 
them give him the money and let him 
buy a home where he pleases.'

CHANGES TURNED DOWN. 

Board Demands Original Contract 
With Mr. Wieland. 

The contract between O. W. Wieland 
and the city for a ferry service at tiic 
canal was signed yesterday by Mr. Wie- 
land and the board of public works. The 
contract differs from the wording of Mr. 
VVieland's proposition and the resolu- 
tion of the council accepting it. in that 
the contrat^t provides for a round trip 
every haif hour during the night, where- 
as the proposition and resolution stated 
that a trij) was to be made one way 
every half hour. Mr. Wieland's propo- 
sition was understood by the council, 
however, to mean a round trio every 
half hour, and such was the understand- 
ing in the negotiations with Mr. Wio- 
Innd. and the board had the contia'^t 
changed so that it would be according 
to that understanding. There was an 
argument between Mr. Wieland and the 
board relative to the specification in the 
contract as to the carrying capacity of 
the boat to be furnished. Mr. Wieland 
wanted to have it specified that seventv. 
five persons should be the minimum ca- 
pacity, and that the boat to be supplied 
in place of the Hull in case the later 
should not prove satisfaclorv should 
have a carrying capacity similar to the 
Hull. These changes had been intro- 
duced in the contract by Alderman Neff, 
who seemed to be acting as Mr. Wie- 
land's attorney, and the latter. The 
board was firm, however, in insistinp 
that the specification as to carrying 
capacity should be according to the un- 
derstanding all through the negotia- 
tions, at least 150 persons, and the al- 
terations in the contract on this point 
were struck out after considerable dis- 
cussion.

Oetty.sburg. P.i.. Juiy 1.— The e(|Ues- 
trian statue of Maj. ^Wu. John F. liev- 
nolds. who commanded the First e<iri>s 
of the Army «.f the Potomac, was un- 
veiled today 'vith ai>propiiate cei-e- 
monies, on the spot where the distin- 
guished soldier uas killed bv a sharp- 
shooters bullet on the first day of the 
battle of (iettysbur,g. 

The ceremonies began with music bv 
the Carlisle Imlian School ban.l. Thv' 
statue was unveiled by Master- Charles 
P. Reynolds Evans, grand-nephew ef 
<;en. Reynolds, and at the same time i 
major general's salute was tired by Bat- 
tery M. .Seventh rnite<l States artillery 

Hng. (Jen. J. P. S. Cobin presented the 
statue to C.overnor Stone, who received 
it on behalf of the commonwealth. The 
oration wtis delivered by Cen. Henrv H. 
Huidekoper. who was colonel of the Fif- 
teenth Pennsylvania volunteers during' 
the civil war. He i)aid a glowing tribute 
to the general and other officers who 
participated in the battle of Gettysbur-? 
and reviewed the career of Gen. Rey- 
nolds t othe time of his death. 

The statue is of hercdc pi-oportions.

Presidents Hill and Lament 

Taiic Witli Secretary of 

War Alger. 

Washington, Juiy 1.— Secretary Algi r 
today gave a hearing to President 
James J. Hill, of the Great North*r;i 
railway, and President Daniel H. • L.a- 
mont. of the Northern Pacific railway, 
regarding liarbor lines at Seattle and 
Tacoma, in Washington state. There 
is some disagreement between the state 
authorities and private parties and 
owneis of lands along the water fronts 
of these cities. whi(-h has been l>rou.<hl 
before the war department in an ap- 
plication for the establishment of har- 
bor lines. It is claimed by the .state 
harlior commission that the generil 
government has no authority to estal>- 
lish such lines, as the state owns :h' 
tide lines and has the authority to es- 
tablish its lines. 

The claim is made by the property 
owners along the water fronts that the 
state has established lines in 60 feet of 
water, while piers cannot be built out 
so far, and that ;{() feet depth is suffi- 
cient. The state gives the property 
ownei-s an opportunity to lea.se the land 
between the :!0-foot der.th and 60-fo.jt 
depth, but if they do not lea.se it. clainrs 
the right to lease to other parties. Th.^ 
property owners ask that the govern- 
ment establish lines at about the ;!0-fo:>t 
depth, and this was the request which 
was being considered today. Surveys 
have been made of the harbor by the en- 
gineeis and maps made, which w eie ex- 
amined by the secretary.

A DEADLYJAMILY FEUD. 

Organized Bands of Assassins Are Hired to 

Do the Killing in Kentucky and 

Feuds Cost Money* 
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BAKER-HOWARD FIGHT, 



Manchester. Ky.. June 29.— The 
Baker- Howard feud has now reached a 
stage where it is dimcuil to piedii't the 
outeonie. It is coneeded that the How- 
ards, with their allies, the Whites, are 
decidedly str.mser than the Bakers, liul 
the Bakers and their friends are the 
more numerous, and ihey may be abl- 
to maintain a feudal w;ir against their 
enemies. Sueh a war. however, in- 
volves the expenditure of much money. 
It is staled on good authority that Ful- 
ton French and Joe Eversole spent 
about $ir.O,iH»o on the French-Eversole 
feud, of which JlO.OtK) was paid out l)y 
French, as he had to hire all his lij^ht- 
ing men while Eversole had many cio.so 
who fought for him without 
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The wages paid those "fighting rnen" 
Was $1 per day and •found." This came 
out in the testimony. By "found" is 
meant guns, pistols and ammunition, 
together with bacon and bread. 

The.se men. in siiuads of three, luilt 
'•blinds' along the highways triveleil 
by their opponents, and sometimes they 
Waited for ilays before any niember of 
the opposition faction attempted to 
pass. It frequently happened that a 
squad lay out for a week or more with- 
out seeing the enemy and frequeniiv 
had to move haJf a dozen times and 
make new -bMnds"" before they got a 
chame to fire a shot. The "blinds" are 
screens -made of branches of trees well 
filleil with leaves. They are usually con- 
stiiKted about forty to sixty yards 
from the road, and ne\^ limbs with 
fresh leaves have to be cut every three 
or four days for the practiced "eye of 
the mountaineer can tell dead leaves 
at a great distance and thus liie 
• blind" could be detected. 

The Bakers have no money with 
which to pay nun to engage in this sort 
of work. F:ven the lawyers who prose- 
cuted Jim Howard for killing old man 
George Baker were not paid' for thoir 
services and they sued for the m<:ncv 
and got judgment only to find that the 
Bakers, who employed them, had no 
Valuable property subject to ittach- 
ment. The Howards and Whites, on 
the other haml. are al)undantly able to 
buy guns, pistols and ammunition foi' 
tlieir men and to i»rovide them .vith 
provisions besides paying their p°r 
diem. To equip lOo men with Win- 
chester rifles and revolvers of 4.-, cali- 
i>er would cost, with the necessarv im- 
nninition. not less than $:'.0OO. an<l it 
would require $700 a week to pay their 
y^ „'■•>. to say nothing of the cost of 
Keepiiii; them supplied with bac 
bread. Therefore, it would 

carr>- on a feudal war. with 
on a side for three months not 
than $12,000. As the Bakers are 
practically bankrupt, and as none 
their active friends will put up 
nece.ssary money, it looks as if this 
cimie to to be a ime-sided fight. With 
Wil,.y and Jim Baker in the BarViur- 
ville jail, old George Baker and Tom 
Baker dead. Doc Baker and his cou- 
sms. Bob and Carlo Baker and Chris 
Johnson. Tom Baker's brother-in-law. 
at London, twenty-four miles .iwav. 
there seems little likelihood of ihc 
Bakers offering a very stubborn re- 
sistance just now. 

The Howards and Whites have al- 
ready not less than fifty men. w?il 
armed and equipped, at their comm-nd. 
Many of these men have been sworn in 
as deputy sheriffs by Bev. White, and 
a more accomplished lot of pistol and 
Winchester users is seldom seen. Many 
of them have been under fire in moun- 
tain tights and not a few of them have 
been wounded in open encounters. 

Sheriff Bev. White, who is the r.>cog- 
nlzed leader of the Howard faction 
since Milton Howard was killed bv th*^ 
Bakers, began his career as a pisiol 
user when he was not over ir> years old 
There was a general fight in Manchester 
and a man was stabl)ing his otep- 
father in the back when Bev.. who had 
a small 23-caliber pistol, began blazing 
away at the knife user. l)ut onlv lif: 
him once. Befoi-e this Hght was " over 
Bev's step-father and a man named 
Stivers were killed and another man 
badly wounded. Bev. escaped unhurt. 

Daugh White, the circuit clerk, who 
is now also acting in the capacity of 
deputy sheriff, is one of the most deter- 
mined pistol users in Clay countv 
When he and Bev. White's brocheV. 
John G. White, got into the fight with 
the Hockers and Littles at the court 
house door several years ago. Daugh 
was shot in the hip by Jack Hockc-r. 
Jack tried to go up the steps as Daugh 
sank to the door, but before Hocker 
had reached the first landing Daugh 
raised himself on his elbow and .^hot, 
killing Hocker. his body falling on the 
landing. Sid Baker, the son-in-Iav. of 
A. •Bal" Howard, has also smolled 
powder from a hostile pistol. He had a 
shooting bout v.ith Charlie Wooten. in 
which the latter was so badly wounded 
that he can never recover. Sid is one of 
Fiev. White's deputies. George. Doc 
and Chad Hall are also deputies. They 
came from Perry county, where the 
French- Kversole feud raged for twelve 
years and cost between thirty and forty 
lives. The Halls belonged to the 
French faction and had the reputation 
of being dangerous fighting men. Felix 
Davison, another deputy, is a desperate 
fighter with either pistol or knife. On 
one occasion he cut David Do|in in 
eleven places with a large knife. for 
which he w;is heavily fined. Dave Chad- 
well, still another of Bev. White's depu- 
ties, was in a four-cornered fight in 
which one man on either side was 
killed and it is said that Chadwell got 
his man on that occasion. 

Bev. Whites latest shooting affair 
was in the yard of Mrs. Lucas, an old 
woman who kept a hotel. but was 
forced to leave town and go to the 
country. It was last summer. She liad 
sworn in court at Barboursville that 
Will White, who was shot and kill?d by 
Tom Baker, had in her presence threat- 
ened to kill the Bakers. This testimonv 
was given at Tom Baker's trial -nd i"t 
was only a few days later that Bev. 
"White came to her house and abused 
her. saying that she had sworn to lies 
about his brother. She denied she had 
told a falsehood and then Bev. began 
shooting in the air above her head. The 



old woman is as courageous as an 
Amazon and she told White he could 
not scare her by shooting off a revol- 
ver above her head. He then began fir- 
ing into the ground near her feet. She 
went into the house and shut the d(,or. 
and he fired through the windows .sev- 
eral times. He then fired several bullets 
into the postofiice whiih was in one 
<orner of Mr.s. Lucas" yard, breaking 
one of the lock boxes. For shooting in- 
to the postofiice and destr«)ying gt)V- 
ernment piopeny he was reported to 
the I'nited States district attorney ov 
Jason Bowling and this is no doubt ine 
reason Bowling ran away from home 
last week and went to the town of Lon- 
don. The Whites haii been told that h^ 
had informed on Beverly . ml they \.ere 
preparing to make it disagreeable for 
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The Bakers and the Whites 
best of friends ten years ago. 
Ing attorney who practices at 
said today: "The Whites 
Bakers are not hereditary 
the feud has none of the elements of 
the C< i-sican vendetta, as so many able 
writers have tried to make it appear. 
The two families were the best of 
friends when Garrard Baker, a cousin 
< f Turn Baker's father, was wavlaid 
and killed by Tom Wilson ten years 
ago. 1 was employed to defend Wilson 
along with Judge James Black of Bar- 
boursville. The feeling against Wilson 
ran high. It retjuired three trials to 
• iispose of the case. In the first two the 
juries hung. By this time every man in 
Clay county had form«'d an oi'inion as 
the trials were largely attended. A jurv 
had to be secured from an adjoining 
county for the third trial, and we had 
the .satisfat tion of seeing our client 
acquitted, much to the disgust of the 
Whites and other friends of the Bakers. 
Some of these men even went so far as 
to abuse Judge Black and myself in a 
violent manner, and they scored the 
judge for sending out of the countv for 
a jury. The feeling again.-u Wil.son was 
.•-o strcmg that he left Clay countv and 
Went to Maiiison. where he lived" until 
last year, when he came ba.-k to Clay 
and in less than a month he was killed 
from ambush by John Baker, a son of 
the man he killed nine years before. 
Had John killed Wilson immediatelv 
after he was actjuitted for murdering 
his father the Whites would have 
lushed to his rescue, but owing to the 
changes of the past year they "were so 
an.\ious to kill Bakers that when John 
Jtaker was re. .-ntly ^vaylaid and sh't I,) 
pieces the crime was laid at the door cf 
the Whit-s. • 

Another leading attorney, who f,)r ob- 
vious rea.sons does not wish his name 
used said, in a cunver.sation with the 
Star's c. rrespondent: "The man who 
killed Tom Baker from Bob White's 
house wa.s the most nervy man I ever 
heard . f. He must have " known tha: 
• letection meant death or a life ^erm 'n 
the i).nitenliary. and 1 do not believe a 
man would take such an awful :isk f.r 
money. There must have b.-eu sone> 
other motive than money. Then wh.) 
(lid if.' Certainly a man who dreaded 
Tom Baker and who wanted to get u- 
venge on him. Tom was the nio.st di:i- 
geivus man on the Bakei- side, and the 
Whiles and Howards breath.- easier 
now that he is dead. I Itelieve the 
Whites will not try to kill anv mor- 
Bakers unless the latter kill some mem- 
ber of the White faction. 

An att<jrney who had a long talk with 
Tom Haker a short while before he w 
shot said Tom made this statement 
him: 

"If I can get two or three of 
Whites and Jim Howard I w.mld be 
willing for them to burn me at the 
stake." The attorney sai<i he believcvl 
Tom ISaker was the coolest man he ever 
saw in the pre.-ence of danger; that the 
Howards and Whites were aware of 
this fact, and for that reason the most 
desperate chances were taken to slav 
him. even while a prisoner under the 
protection of 100 state troops. 

A man well acquainted in the adjoin- 
ing counties of Laurel. Jackson. Leslie. 
Owshe. Letcher ami Knott savs that 
the killing of Tom Baker is just "the be- 
.i^mning f the feud: that his relatives 
and friends fr.jm those upper countir^^ 
will come armed into Clay county and 
some moonlight night they may have a 
pitched battle in the streets of Man- 
chester, in the same manner that the 
Strcngs and Amys fought in Breathitt 
county. 

When asked how the state of anarchy 
in Clay county can be abolished the 
lawyers here cannot answer. One judge 
who is familiar with all the facts and 
c( nditions in the feud .said: "Governir 
Bradley will have to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature and induce it to 
pass a law empowering him to use the 
state guards in any manner he s-^es fit 
I nder the present laws the troops have 
to be subordinate to the local authori- 
ties, and as those authorities in Cla.\ 
county are themselves memliers of the 
feud, a provision will have to be made 
by the legislature for such an emei- 
gency as this. Then the local authori- 
ties cannot thwart the ends of justice 
and the law can be enforced. ^Vith the'' 
law strictly enforced the feud cannot 
live." 

One of the romances of the Baker- 
Huward feud culminated in th« 
marriage of Tom Baker"s oldest sister 
Iby. to Christopher H. Jackson, son of 
W. S. Jack.son, of London. Ky.. and a 
brother-in-law to Cooper Eversole, son 
of Judge Eversole. 

Young Jackson is descended from 
Col. Jarvis Jackson, who came to Laurel 
county when it was first founded, ninety 
years ago, and who presented to the 
county the site of the town of London. 
The county could not erect public build- 
ings on account of a lack of funds so 
the general told the magistrate that he 
would build a court house and a school 
house if they would deed the town lots 
back to him. which was done. He 
built a substantial brick house which 
stood until torn down a few years ago 
to make room for a modern building, 
and the old Laurel academy, as the 
school was called, is still standing, a 
fine old fashioned brick structure. 

When Iby Baker was of school age 
her father, George W. Baker, who was 
murdered by Jim Howard, was 
a prosperous lawyer at Manchester 
As Iby was his first girl, and excep- 
tionally brigth and pretty, he deter- 
mined to give her a good education. He 
therefore sent her to Laurel academy 
and while a pupil there she met and 
loved the rather good-looking seJon of

While she was engaged in sch.jol 
work the man she loved was arrested 
loi forgery and indicted on several 
counts.

Lately he has been living with John F 
«..v Img. He telis his story freely and 
It bears the stamp of truth. Cp to a 
time within the past thrc-e months 
Ulomberg never knew anything about 
his parents. It appears that he was 
raised in an orphan asylum in Swed.-n 
He was born in the capital of that coun- 
try. 

At odd times he speculated consider- 
ably .,n the mystery surrounding his 
childhood, and in a desultory way :it- 
tt;nij)ted to asc-ertain something about 
Ills j.areiits.

One negro woman was killed bv -i 
bullet wound through her heart. The 
negroes were brought by Sam T. 
Brush, superintendent of the St. Louis 
and Big Muddy mines near Carterville, 
to work in his mine there, where there 
is now a strike. The minej^, fifty in 
number, were armed with rifles and 
were hidden in grass behind the coun- 
try road. 

When the train stopped the leader, 
who was an Italian, got on the plat- 
form and comanded the negroes to get 
out. Conductor Bryan interfered. but 
was stopped by a revolver thrust in 
his face. The train began to move and 
the miners poured in a withering fire. 
Conductor Bryan yelled to the negroes 
to throw themselves on the floor. All 
escaped serious wounds, save the wo- 
man, who was killed instantly. 

Half a mile further on the negroes 
were unloaded and placed in charge of 
guards. They were then marched to 
the mine.

They are 
led on crabs, fish and meats of anv kind 
but are small eaters, and it is seklo.m 
that a terraiiin will attack anyihimr 
larger than a fly rr bug or verv smuil 
fish. Mr. LaValette has terrapins of 
all sizes, from the largest to the tiip- 
little fellows not y« t quite one vear old 
and not larger that, a silver haff dollar 
I heir growth is remarkably slow and 
It IS estimatc-d that at least thirtv or 
forty years is required for a terrapin 'o 
attain its full gro vth. The diamon.i- 
back— said to be the finest known— sel- 
dom grows to be over nine inches in 
length, measured by the stomach or 
under shell. It is the opinion of Mr. 
LaValette that no man can accuratelv 
estimate the numb.T of years it tak.s 
for a terrapin to get its full growth, 
but believes it cannot be less than 
thirty-five or forty yc^ars. 

Notwithstanding the fact that everv 
pen appeared to bo full of terrapins of 
all sizes. Mr. LaValette said that he 
did not think he had more than 15.000 
in stock: that orders were heavy last 
winter, and the severe weather last 
February had killed a large number. 
The terrapin is by nature a cold-blcjoded 
rejptile, and with th > coming of the first 
frosts he bc-gins tc locate him.self for 
the winter, and it s necessary on this 
farm to keep a close eye on the weather 
and u.se artificial moans for keening th" 
terrapins from freezing. The favorite 
place for the hibernation of the verv 
large size is a few irches below the soft 
oozy mud at the heal of a three or four- 
fathom V-shaped channel in the bed of 
a creek about the same distance from 
shore to shore. Thousands of such 
creeks penetrate the shores and islands 
of the Chesapeake, and those Ic^ss fre- 
quented by man are instinctively select- 
ed by the terrapin for its haunts. No 
matter how long they may remain hi- 
bernated, they never lo.se an ounce in 
weight, and come out as gay as a 
cricket in the warm spring, though for 
months they have not tasted food nor 
water. The time of hibernation usuaiiv 
lasts about six mon hs, beginning with 
approaching frcjsty weather in the fail 
and continuing unti: warm spring wea- 
ther. They bury a few inches in the 
mud and leave at t le snot where thev 
disappear a mound in the middle of 
which a hole can be discerned. It is 
the mound and the hole which 
first attract the ittention of the 
fisherman. They receive no nourish- 
ment whatever whil? in this condition. 
At least 90 per cent of those taken from 
the beds of deep cieeks will measure 
from 6V2 to 81/4 inches, with an average 
weight of 2% pound)!, and are females, 
while 80 per cent of hose bedded in the 
marshes have an average weight of % 
of a pound and measure less than five 
inches. The males invariably bed In 
the marshes and anong the rushes of 
very shallow ponds, only venturing in 
cold water during the summer and 
warmest spring antl fall months, in 
which time they lead a migratory life in 
search of food, consiistlng principally of 
small fish and soft-nhell crabs. There 
being an abundance of these in the bay, 
the few remaining terrapins have no 
difliculty in finding all the food thev 
wish, and have plenty of time for lazing 
in the grass and mud. 

At this season of the year terrapins 
are caught occasionally in dredges and 



causing 
pins to come from their places of hiber- 
nation under the impression th.it warm 
weather had set in and that it was safe 
for thi'm to venture- out. Thousands are 
burned to death in this way. and then- 
are stringent laws against firing the 
marshes, but the hunters get out of it 
by testifying that the flu 
dental. 

While the people of the "Wastern shore 
are noted for their honestv. terrapins 
are so valuable that Mr. LaVaietie has 
a one-ruom house in 
terrapin farm, built

the house at night, and it would be un- 
healthy for anyone to go foraging 
that locality. Large; rats gi\ .■ 
trouble than thieves, as they 
' .casionally get in the pens and kill 
and c-at the young terrapins. Rats will 
also dig up and destroy the eggs, .ind 
as a lerraidn does not deposit e.ggs but 
once a year the breaking up of a 
"hatching" is regarded as a heavy loss. 
LaValette says it is a great error to 
state that terrapins place eggs in dry 
sand and that they are hatched by the 
sun's heat. He showed the writer a nest 
of egg.=, and these were in wet sand. 
covere.i at a depth of five or six inches. 
Incuiiation is brought about by atmo- 
spheric conditions, and it recjuires from 
loity to furty-two days for the c-ggs to 
hatch. The eggs re.semble those of the 
snake, having no shell, but a thin, t(n!gii 
skin, and are about the size of the cfjg 
of the American |»artridge, thouch ii.n 
so well shaped. It is from three to five 
da.\s after the little fellows are re- 
leased from the eggs before they are 
sullii ieiiily strong to go waddling ab lut, 
and it is always necessary to keep a 
close watch to prevent their being killed 
by rats, crabs and large fish. The 
young receive but little attention from 
the mother, and almost from the very 
first are left to look out for themselves 
and gel along as best they ean. Mr. 
LaValette has separate pens for the 
very young, where it is almost impos- 
sible for anything to get to and destrov 
them. After a few months the little 
terrapins sport around in the shallow 
water and crawl out in the sandi^anks 
as ffisky as colls in a jtasture. Eggs 
are alwajs deposited in the months of 
May and June, the female terrapin 
crawling out on the sand, and when she 
finds a suitable location she .scratches 
out a hole to the depth of five inches, 
lays her eggs, and then carefullv covers 
them over, drawing her stomach over 
the sand in such a manner as to hide 
all traces of the nest. This being done, 
the terrapin goes back into the water or 
grass, and as far as is knov.n she never 
returns to the nest until time for the 
f ggs to hatch. A terrapin does not be- 
gin to deposit eggs until she is 4 vears 
old. 

About fifty years ago Capt. John W. 
Ktheridge .sold in Norfolk ab.mt 3000 
fine diamrnd-backs for $400. and a little 
later he shipped to Baltimore about the 
same number, receiving over $:{50. This, 
it is said, was the beginning of the 
onslaught cm terrapins, and from Cape 
Fc-ar to Baltimore men are engaged in 
the w.jrk of terrapin hunting. It is 
known that terrapins formerlv lived in 
c.jlonies, but constant dredging caused 
them to scatter, and from that lime un- 
til the pre.sent the catch has grown 
smaller each year. According to Mr. 
LaValette the annual shipments from 
the eastern shore of Maryland will not 
exceed $40,000. It has not been more 
than twenty years since those who were 
familiar with the facts began to realize 
that there was danger of a terrapin 
famine— that the reptiles would scxm be 
almo.'.-t exterminated. The prices then 
ranged from $18 to $20 per dozen, while 
ten yeans previous they were only worth 
half that amount. The demand was 
rapidly becoming greater than the 
supply, thus leaving no doubt that It 
•Aould only require a short time before 
none but the very rich could afford to 
enjoy the succulent meat. Naturally 
with the increase in price there were 
thousands engaged in the work of 
hunting them, and it was found expedi- 
ent for the states of Maryland and 
Virginia to enact laws governing the 
taking of terrapins and the sizes which 
should be sold in season. These laws 
have been added to. enforced as rigidf'- 
as possible, but the scarcity of the 
Chesapeake diamond-back grows more 
apparent each year, and even now it re- 
quires many days of laborious and 
tedious work, and many miles of walk- 
ing over soft boggy marshes, prodding 
in deep, narrow channels with long- 
shafted tongs by men experienced and 
familiar with the terrapin's cunning 
habits, before one is taken from its 
hiding place. Prior to 1870 the salt and 
brackish waters of the bav fairly 
teemed with., this nearly exte"rminated 
and hence valuable reptile. They were 
taken by the dozens at a single haul of 
a long net. but the market value wa.s 
so small as to reader them almost 
worthless, except for local use, and in

Among the elegant gowns for summer 
afternoon wear is one of white China 
^lepe. It has a tablier of coarse gui- 
pur*^'. which also forms the deep yoke 
and .-leeves. The neckband, epaulets 
and bil) are of jetted white satin, mixed 
with an applique of black velvet, which 
g'ves a very striking effect. An odd 
combination in another .gown is jwrnpa- 
di ur white taffeta, dotted with small 
sprays of llowers. made up with plain 
white taffeta, which forms th'-ee deep 
flounces. c«mmencing at either side of 
the front. These are .set on with a pip- 
ing of plain silk matching the yellow in 
the [>attern and finlshetl on tlie edge 
with moisson guipure. Cut. as they 
aie. to round up and cross in the middle 
of th'^ back, the style is at least very 
unusual. The crossed draped bodice is 
of the ilowered taffeta, finely tucked, 
i'Uil finished with a frill of yellow chif- 
fon and a band of guipure.

Fancy buttons are one of the features 
of the new silk gowns, and they are set 
with real jewels In .somv. cases.

The vest of tucked white lawn 
has an outer vest of embroidery, which 
makes it very effective. Pale blue 
pique forms another costume made with 
a wide band of white pique- at the hem 
striped with the blue. The bodice has a 
druble collar, one of white and a finish 
of lace on the wide white band at the 
front, carried through a buckle with a 
soft end. 

Among the new blouse waists of silk 
is fme tucked in diamond form and 
trimmed with Mechlin lace run through 
with satin rilibon. Another tucked silk 
waist shows a corselet belt of cream 
la.-^e, and a wide collar of closely corded 
pipings in three shades of the color of 
the bodice is the special feature of still 
another bodice. Silk, covered with an 
api)lique of lace, forms the yoke, fast- 
ened with a double row of small black 
velvet buttons. 

Fans are simply beyond description if 
any attempt is m.-jde to give an idea 
of the variety to be found in the shops, 
for there is everything between the 
cheapest paper and real lace with jewels 
which fancy can devise. Lace and 
chiffon fans with tiny frills of lace 
carried down each fold are one of the 
dainty novelties, while another is real 
la-e applique on a background of black 
net showered with steel paillettes. The 
sticks are of real tortolseshell, and 
when the fan is spread it takes the form 
of a full-blown rose of lace. Lace ap- 
plique in the form of various flowers is 
one of the prettiest features of the new 
fans, and the black background of net 



rapins were fed to swine or cooked for 
tattening fowls.

Ijack and tho.se of North Carolina and 
Mississippi. Ordinary mortals do not 
know the difference. Of course it is not 
infrequently the case that other ter- 
rapins are palmed off by unscrupulous 
caterers for the genuine Chesapeake 
diamond-back, and it is also true thai 
the male terrapins are substituted for 
females by placing eggs in them when 
I served. Those thoroughly up on ter- 
rapin, however, can readily detect the 
fraud. The terrapin season is from 
November to May. Inclusive. It is 
claimed by some that penned terrapin 
are not as succulent as those freshly 
caught, but it is reasonalde to imagine 
that the "stall fed" terrapin is good 
enough and costly enough. The small 
species are divided into two classes: 
"Heifers" and "bulls. ' The under 
shells of the heifers never measure m 'i • 
than five inches in length, and buiU 
fiom five to five and one-half. Meas- 
urement is alwa.vs m.ide from the col- 
lar bone under the stomach to the tail. 
The larger the terrapin the greater the 
value per pound. For instance, a ter- 
rapin measuring T^ii inches, and weigh- 
ing C4 ounces, is worth, sav. $2.06 .i>er 
l)ound, or $S.:iO— $»S.40 per dozen. Tli- 
diamond-back terraiun is always high, 
and brings a iriuch larger price than 
anv other. The outluok is that the 
loice will be much larger than ever this 
coming season. The largest shipment 
ever made by Mr. LaV'alelte was in 
ISlio. w hen Jay Gould gave a banquet at 
Uelinonico's. It reijuired twenty-eight 
barrels to make the shipment, and the 
bill was something over |1000. Th» 
New York chamber of commerce dinner 
to Whitelaw Keid in 1S92 destroyed a 
large number of Chesapeake diamond- 
backs, as did the banquet to Grover 
Cleveland in ISIt-'. 
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to respond and was greeted with a 
storm of apjilause. showing how eoni- 
pletely she had won her way into lii^ 
hearts of the Twentieth Cenlurv dub 
women, that her efforts in this work 
had not been in vain. .She spoke with 
much earnestness, outlining her idea, 
"Ueiiiocracy.

The subjett which is most imperative 

in its demands for consideration upon 
the women of our town is what is called 
"The Servant Question." Many aiv 
asking how we shall deal with it'.' It 
should in fact be denominated "Servant 
(.Questions. " for the subject is hyuia- 
headed. 1 know that the great <ry is: 
"How ale we to get any servants at 
air.'" I'.ut just as important as this is 
the querry: "How aiv we to get trained 
servants that will do our work intelli- 
gently?" All branches of gen- 
eral housework do not demand 
an equal amount o'f mental acute- 
ness. the cliarwoman less, the laundress 
more, the housemaid, the waitress, tiie 
cook, each requiring a greater degree 
of accurate judgment and careful 
mana.gement. The general house ser- 
vant, where but one is kept, needs the 
greatest amount of all. for like St. 
I'aul. she must be all things to all men. 
And yet it is into this inii)orlant ofiice 
that the most unuaineil are thrust. 
I;ouseholrls that emjjloy but one ser- 
vant are far more numerous than those 
which can afford to demand specialist 
work in the home. Given then. COO 
homes to supply with servants, and ."00 
girls read.v to earn their own living, 
fifty of whom, say. are competent, what 
is the result'.' A general determination 
on the part of each employer to secure 
a competent domestic, and a necessity 
on the part of the 4.'i0 of employin.;? the 
unskilled. Of course there is .some 
compensation then for these latter in 
regard to wages. But no. not at all. 
Kach raw recruit expects to receive, 
and does receive, an equal amount vvith 
tho.se who understand their business. 
Now the question arises, can this un- 
just method of doing things be oon- 
trolled? Can there be a scale of \.a-:re.^ 
arranged by which all would abide.' 
The apprentice to a seamstress, or a 
milliner works for little or nothing ua- 
til she is of real service. A <-ook may 
cimie to your kitchen and experiment 
with your material (and your diges- 
tion) until, either she learns her trade 
or is discharged. And a careless girl 
will destroy more in a week than could 
be paid for by a month's wages. A boy 
learning the carjienter's Hade exp,v>is 
to earn barely enough for his board, .-^o 
does a novice in a dry goods establish- 
nieiit. but the hou.se workers demand 
full wages from the start. 

There is. of course, a reason for thi.-;, 
and one not far to seek. In the latter 
case the employei-s as a rule, are either 
inc.jmpetent to teach the uninitia'ril or 
to indolent to do so. The dressniauer 
or milliner carefully teaches her ap- 
prentice, giving her unimportant woik 
to d(j first, gradually adding more and 
mole difficult parts of the labor and al- 
lowing the pupil the i>rivilege of Watch- 
ing an expert, day afler day. in ner 
<lever manipulations, in what lau ^t 
some day be her duty. The house- 
worker finds herself at the out.set ex- 
pected to take up duties that per- 
haps she has never before heard of. 
with merely one or two instructions, 
perhaps imperfectly given. In fact t,he 
has in a large measure to learn her 
own trade, and be discharged with a 
poor recommendation if she fails to do 
so in a short time. 

Two remedies suggest themselves for 
this state of things: First, a training 
school for servants. Second, a training 
school for mistresses. 

This may sound a trifie sarcastic, but 
why not take it in earnest? The 
school for the mistress truly must 
largely be in her own home, where 
<^verj- girl should, along with her 
school duties, be taught the j)raciical 
side of home keeping, consideration for 
those employed in the house, and true 
househol economy. This, "however, is 
too large and important a topic to iie 
dealt with here. Why. however, should 
not our woman's clubs take up the lirsi 
idea mentioned, and by united "ft'ort 
open a house that would serve several 
purposes, viz.. a temporarv home for 
girls coming here in search of work, a 
resting place with cheap board f.ir 
girls who nepil a rest and have no home 
here; a cooking school and an Intelli- 
gence office. In such a place as this 
while waiting for a situation, a raw 
lecruit could receive some training in 
housework, waitress duties or cooking, 
a certain course being established 
through which one must pass to sec;ire 
certain wages. Here. too. young ladies 
might come for lessons in cooking, as 
a part of their equipment, for the 
housekeeping ihey may soon undertake 
and here a lady may send a girl in iior 
employ to be taught certain branches 
of cooking, etc., in which she may he 
deficient. It would cost monev and ef- 
fort, but would it not be worth "the cost? 
• • • 

Another sign of the coming of the new- 
era— when the reign of alcohol will be 
no more— is the fact that everv stat" in 
the United States, but four. Virginia, 
I'tah, Georgia and Arkansas, requires 
that the nature and effects of alcohol 
drinks and other narcotics in connec- 
tion with physiology and hygiene 
.should be taught all pupils in our pub

In- 
tense cold burns like heat, and liqui.l 
air has even b.-en used to cauterize ul- 
cers. 

You need not fear to touch it. YiUi 
nia.v thrust your hand into a basin of it 
with perfect safety, just as you mav 
touch hot iron with your moist-n-'d 
linger, provided the hand is instantlv 
withdrawn. If spilled on your clotnes 
It will not harm even the finest fab- 
rics. 

But never Venture to put liquid air \v 
.%our mouth— if you wish to live Vnd 
in taking uv a dish containing it u.se a 
handkerchief ,,r holder of some sort 
exactly as if it were hot. 

In another respect liquid air is like 



dance over the fioor in bright globules 
and fill the room for a moment with a 
cloud of mist, but it will wet nothing 
and do no injury even to the most 
dainty U|)holsteiy. 

It will not only cool the air, but will 
make it puie and bracing, like a sweet 
mountain breeze, for there is always 
some e.xcess of oxygen in liquid air. 

This is the simplest method of cool- 
ing a room, and is effective.

Such a mix- 
ture is violently explosive, thougn 
only till the liquid gas has evaporated: 
and it will not explode unless fire is 
put to it. 

These things remembered liquid air is 
more innocent than spring water. If 
a can full were up.set on your parlor 
carpet there would be no harm done. 

And now. assuming that a 2-gai!on 
can has been delivered at your door, 
what can you do with if.' 

Of course the most obvious use is for 
cooling things— any sort of refriger- 
ation. 

A Ixjw-I full set in your refrigerator 
will do all the work of a big cake of 
ice, but much better.- It will slowiy 
waste away, but the product is noth- 
ing but air— and cold. It is absolutely 
dry. There will be no drip. In fact, any 
c-ioset or cupboard can be used as a re- 
frigerator with liquid air, only it ,vill 
wilsle a little faster. 

You want a glass of ice water. I'our 
the water into the tumbler and drop in- 
to it half a teaspoonful or less of liquid 
air. Then watch it a moment, for it 
IS a beautiful experiment. After danc- 
ing and bubbling and .showing all man- 
ner of jewel tints for about a minute 
the iHiuid air disappears. Your glass 
of water is now cooled and has a lump 
ot ice in it. 

To cool an oyster let one drop of the 
liquid fall on it. Too much would freeze 
It harder than fiint. Should you hap- 
pen to put too much on a lump of but- 
ter you could pound it into vellow 
powder with a hammer, though it 
would soon thaw. 

Many kinds oi food and drink are 
much improved after being thus frozen 
and thawed. 

To make ice cream pour a little liijuid 
air into the cieam or custard and stir 
vigorously. 

Yfjii can cool wine or beer almost in- 
stantly by jiouring a thin stream ov.-r 
the surface of the bottle. This you can 
do as you sit at the table. It will "not 
soil the cloth. Too much would freeze 
the liquor and break the bottle.

After reviewing the case, 
in which he stated that the people of 
Cass Lake went upon the lands unJer 
the impression that they were to be of- 
fered for sale on May 10. Judge Mo^'ris 
pointed out in strong language the 
great injustice that would be done if 
these citizens were forced to vacate on 
the short notice given. Morris urged 
the secretary to extend the time at 
least till congress should meet. This 
the secretary did not seem inclined to 
do. Morris then suggested an exten- 
sion of at least sixty days. The secre- 
tary would not. however, make any 
promises, but agreed to give the matter 
careful and thorough considerat'on. 
agreeing to render a decision in a vtry 
few days. 

During his talk with the secretary. 
Judge Morris urged that the dead and

The president of the commission thinks 
this declaration fairly expresses thf sen- 
timent of the people In the southern 
islands of the archipelajT'*. Man.v of the 
towns there are in the hands of small 
bauiis iif Tatfalos. and thi> people fear to 
endoise American rule until they are cer- 
tain that Airulnaldo must be beaten. Let 
them once be convinied of this and tlie 
allegiance of the southern islands. Mr. 
Schurman thinks, can be secured by dip- 
lomacy. 

The I'nited States gunboat Benninj^ton 
took Mr. Schurmaii tu Mindanao and the 
Islands of the Sulu anii Viscaya groups. 
He traveled throuKh the islands of Negros 
with Cf>l. Smith and a partj:. of natives. 
In several of the principal towns he was 
tender>-d baniiuets and he had an hour's 
conference with the youns sultan of Suiu, 
who recelveil him in the royal audience 
chamber, surrounded by a body guard of 
lier<-e looking Moros. 

Mr. Schiirnum told the sultan that the 
T'liited Slatts has aci|uired the sovereign- 
ty of the Philippines from Spain, but had 
no wish to sul).iugate the population ni.pr 
to interfere with their customs or re- 
ligion. On the contrary, the great desire 
of the American government was to help 
the people of the islands to tievelop their 
country. 

The sultan replied that he earnestly de- 
sired peace and was anxious to continue 
the existing treaties. 

On the return voyage, the president of 
the commission visited the town of E5or- 
neo. capital of British North Borneo, 
where he was cordlallv received bv the 
f'ritish officials, who ;U¥orded him every 
facility in his study of the local govern- 
m'-nt and the customs of the people. The 
population he found much like that of the 
Southern Philippine Islands. The gov- 
ernment Is at present In a rather el'-mcn- 
tary state, but a more compute organiza- 
tion i.s being developed as rapldlv as is 
practicable. 

Saturday Gen. I«iwton and Profes^.sor 
Worcester, of the commission, visited 
the principal towns in the province of 
Oavite, out of which the natives were 
recently driven. Their chief purpose was 
to direct the elections of the presidents 
of Imus. Bacour, Paranaque and Las 
Plnas. I'nder the municipal svstem thus 
Inaugurated, the presidents or "the nuivors 
of the towns are empowered to appoint 
minor officials and to lew taxes, which 
ar.' to be expended solelv In public im- 
provements. 

Before acting Gen. r>awton and Mr. 
Worcester had consulted with the leading 
men in each town and selected candidates 
whose honesty and friendliness to Ameri- 
can rule Were beyond (piestion. Wher- 
ever they went the Americans were heart- 
ily cheered by the people. 

Today the public schools in Manilla 
will oi>en. and it Is .said, there will l)e 
:,tnxt children in attendance. The teachers 
include Ainerlians. Spaniards and Fili- 
idnos. One of the instructors is th.- widow 
of the Filipino patriot. Dr. Rizal. who 
prepared the statutes of the ^'hili'ipine 
league and who, when about to board a 
steamer at Barcelona in the autumn of 
1>96 was arrested by the Spanish authori- 
ties and sent to Manilla where he was 
tried by court-martial on a charge of 
having organized the uprising of the Phil- 
ippines, .sentenced to death and shot on 
Dec. 2;* of that year. English will be 
taught in the schools one hour each dav 
I he prescribed holidavs incluile the 
twenty church days observed in Manilla

THE WORST^IS OVER. 

Deplorable Condition of Affairs on 
Brazos River Bottoms. 

Austin, Tex.. July 3.— Reports from 
the Brazos botti nis reveal a deplorable 
condition. The waters are still very 
high, but are slowly receding, and it i.> 
believed that the worst Is over in that 
particular section of the state. 

The International & Oreat Northern 
railroad this morning started out a 
large wrecking force to work in the 
water between here and Hearne to re- 
place the track and l)rldges, and they 
announce that they expect to have a 
train operating by tomorrow at the 
latest. 

They have several bridges to be re- 
placed and much of their track has been 
under water. The Houston & Te a- 
Central does not expect to get their 
trains running for six days yet. 

Their track is four feet under water 
for much of Its way from Hearne down, 
and as they have had a number of 
bridges washed away and cannot get 
at the tracks to replace them owing to 
the raging torrents thev will have ^ (-f 
necessity, to wait until the waters sub- 
side. 

The estimated damage to the country 
contrlhutary to the Hrazos valley of 
S4. 000.000 is none too high, as reports 
re<'eived today and tonight merely con- 
firm the tale of loss anil suffeiinv;- re- 
ported yesterday. 

It is not believed that the loss of life 
will be anywhere near as large as re- 
ported, and will be prin ipallv among 
the negroes. 

Reports from along the bottoms state 
that hundreds of people have been 
rescued during the past two days bv 
means of imprcvised rafts, and that iii 
each ea.«e of known drjwning s im'^ 
party has Indiscreetly ui>.sei a raft aft-r 
getting (m it w:th the result that the 
entire load was thrown into the ragiii.' 
torrents. 

In this way have six of the twelve 
persons known to have been drowned 
met their fate. 

The lushing waters are rapidlv ac- 
cumulating hundreds of dead horsi-s 
and cattle at the mouth of the Braz^< 
Reports from there are to the effect that 
they are floating out into the gulf there 
by the hundreds, and many hundreds 
are stranded in the eddies along the low- 
lands adjacent. 

There were heavy rains again yester- 
day to the south r.nd west of here, and 
the rivers in that section are booming 
all night, but no fatalities have been 
reported. There was no additional 
rainfall reported along the Brazos, how- 
ever, and it is hoped that the worst is 
ovet- with there, though it will take a 
week for the waters to recede.

The siKnilloance 
"f the transaction la somewhat of a 
mystery: and the fact that its moaning 
is only sue.ssed at neutralizes its effect 
on values. The unprecedented length <jf 
the Ua.se. H99 years, and the guarantee- 
ing of S per cent dividends on the stock 
fer that I'diod. excite considerable 
comn-.eiit: and it is not easy to conceive 
what reasons may have led to these ex- 
traordinary conditions. Among railroad 
rapitalists, the deal excites"" the less 
surl■,ri^■e. becaus.' the opinion ha.s been 
gaining grouml that there is no real 
remedy for dcdtruotive comi>etiiion 
among the r. ads except through a series 
cf consolidations that will create a 
series of :i<nalgamated groujis out of the 
several lines connecting the Atlantic 
Seaboard with the West. Discussion of 
this •■uesti.m has developed into a gen- 
eral plan o( provincial federation of 
road.<. embracing < n the one hand the 
Erie, Delaware & Lackawanna and the 
Delaware i*i Hudson in alliance with the 
New York Central; and, on the other 
hand, an alliance of the Lehigh Valley 
& Reading ci.mpanies in conjunction 
with the Pennsjivania companv: whiif 
the Baltimore * Ohio might unite its 
interests with the Southern comoination 
of roads. The.se con.solidatiims are not 
expected to be early achievements nor 
to be prem.aturely forced, but to wait 
for convenient conditions for their con- 
summation. But the scheme has gained 
su( h a firm position in the convictions 
*n lailnad in^n that it is verv naturally 
reasoned that \V. K. Vandi-rbilts re- 
p. rted acquisition is a first step in this 
direction, its object being to bring one 
of the principal New Kngfand lines Inl . 
• harmonious c..-c.peration with the New 
Y. rk Central. There appears to be 
Ron:e reason to suppose that a similar 
ariangenrt'nt is under contemplation as 
between the Vanderbilt roads and Xew 
York. Xew Havin & Hartford: which 
receives some plausi!»ility from the sup- 
posed achievem.ent effected in connec- 
tion with the Boston & Albany. 

These are symptoms of a new drift in 
the railroad interest which cannot but 
attract attention. They are streaks ol 
light upon the horinon of a vast invest- 
ment interest which has been long be- 
clouded by adverse conditions that have 
stui bornly defied remedy. The fai ts 
may not have any immediate conspiL-. 
u. u« effect upi n the stock market at 
large, but they introduce a new and 
vi;. important fundamental fr.nor 
among the inHuences giving stability to 
thv trunk line securities and helping 
their advance to a foremost position 
am.ng our permanent investments. 

The stock market last week had an 
improving tendency with an important 
increa-^e of commission buying, the 
str-ngth and activity being "mainly in 
the railroad i)n perties. Sati.-fact irv 
railroad earnings, more favora;)le crop 
reii rts and the near-by payments of 
July dividends were the encouraging 
features. London buying was also a 
fact- r en the bull side, which was the 
means of reducing the sterling rate of 
exchange to a p..int Indicating that 
gold exports have a!)Out culminated f-n- 
the present at least. To the r.-turn of 
the senii r Vanderbilts from Europe 
\vho.-;e infiuence was at once ruT-ed in 
advancing the properties of their rai!- 
i.jad system, i.-^ due the credit of 
Avrenching the mai-ket from the hands 
of the bear traders. The advance and 
strength i.f thc-se stocks lead to the be- 
lief, referred to above, that an import- 
ant scheme of ccnnection between th • 
Xew York Central, the Boston & Albanv 
and the Fitchburg roads is near at 
hand, frcm which Xew York Central 
will derive great benefit. While Xorth- 
west and Omaha may not be taken in 
on the >ame basis at present, owing to 
the fact that they are controlled by 
ownership ,if a majority of the stock by 
the Vanderbilt family, to all intents and 
purposes they are under the control of 
New York Central, and the same may 
be as.'^umed as the case with Union Pa- 
cific, thus giving a direct and perma- 
nent system of transportation from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific under one cen- 
tralized influence and policy of manage- 
ment. This means a great deal in up- 
holding the various securities of the 
properties so represented, and the gen- 
eral market at the same time is ma- 
terially lienefited in tone thereby.

SPLITTING BANKMOTES. 

Process Is Simple Enough When 
You Know How. 

Some years ago. s;;ys the Chlcigo 
Chronicle, the commercial world was 
taken aghast by the announcement ihat 
a certain scientific man could actually 
split a bank note so exactly into halves 
that it was impossible to distinguish 
the separate pieces of naoer from genu- 
ine notes. The authorities, of the I3ank 
of England took alarm, for it appeared 
that this invention would speedily oixm 
the way to a new kind of fraud. Tiie 
imitation of the engraved plate, 'low- 
ever. well performed, was always dis- 
coverable by experienced eyes, and » e 
must be a good forger, indeed, who 
could prepare the paper on which the 
plate was printed so as to imitate the 
peculiar water marks on the Bank of 
England notes with anything like suc- 
ces.s. But here was a serious di.scov ^ry 
which set at naught the precautions of 
papermakcrs, engiaveis and printers. 
It was really a serious matter. A long 
correspondence ensued l)etween the pro- 
fH-ietor of the .secret and the officials of 
the bank, the former asking a large .sum 
of money for his knowledge, and the 
latter requiring actual proof of his 
ability to perform the alleged feat 

Paragraphs began to appear in the 
iiewspapers, and publio attention was 
drawn to what seemetl a very extraoi- 
dinaiy fciclthat the thin tissue of pa- 
per of which a bank note is compo.sed 
could really be divide.l into two loaves. 
It became necessary t<j test the truth of 
this remarkable di.scovery and so it 
was arranged that trial should be made 
with an actual note of the Bank of 
England. Preliminaries were settled 
and a note, properly marked, so that it 
niight be identified, was submitted to 
the inventor. In the course of two or 
three days back came the note to tiie 
owners, actually split in two. It was 
eagerly examined, but in a little time 
the bank officials ceased to feci any 
alarm, and confidence in the commer- 
cial world was quite restored 

It was true the bank note 'was com- 
pletely split, but it was also true that 
on only one half of it was the printed 
mpression sufficiently plain to allow of 
its being circulated. Any attempt to 
pa.ss the other, or ba.k half of the note, 
would It was declared, be immediately 
detected. 

Still the discovery was curious, and 
might lead to disagreeable con.se- 
quences should any person attempt to 
increase his wealth by means of 
split bank notes. Another kind of ink 
was therefore ordered for the future to 
be used in the printing of the hank .se- 
curities so that in case any one chose 
to try the experiment the one half 
would be left blank.

Oen. Hairs brigade. 

Mr. McCutcheon adds: "There should 
be at feast 7r.,000 troops in the Philip- 
pines in order that every important 
town should be garrisoned, and thul the 
entire valley through which the railway 
runs, as far north as Dagui.an. may he 
conquered and occupied, and all impoii- 
ant fiorts should be occupied to protect 
the inhabitants and restore conimen e. 
Outrages against persons and property 
have been numerous in those parts, and 
many claims, in consequence, are being 
prepared against the United States 
government by citizens of foreign na- 
tions. 

•The sentiment among the volunteer 
.soldiers here is almost unanimous f.r 
immediate return to the United States. 
Some soldiei-s who have signified their 
desire to embark in business in Manilla 
have been refused per jn its by the mili- 
tary government. The war against the 
int'ui-gents is uniHipular with the troops, 
who show no enthusiasm in their work 
and little pride in the victories which 
they have won. The native residents of 
Manilla complain bitterly of petty ex- 
tortions and blackmail, which is prac- 
ticed by some of the American soldiers, 
and which the authorities seem unable 
to suppress. The non-combatants in this 
city are largely InHuenced in favor of 
the insurgents because of acts of tyr- 
anny by American .soldiers. The i.'^o- 
lated outrages which are reported from 
time to time are not infjetjuently in- 
spired by similar isolated acts by such 
of our unruly men as are not held under 
strict discipline." 

This is a gloomy picture and it is 
drawn by a correspondent who is entire- 
ly trustworthy. The facts thus stated 
show that the war is far from ended, 
and the Iowa newspaper that recently 
expressed the opinion that the war will 
last ten years seems to have some 
ground for its assertion. It will lao» 
that long if the present method of con- 
ducting the campaign be continued. For 
this state of affairs the administration 
at VVashin^on must be held responsible.

John F. Bass, in a special letter on 
the Santa Cruz e.\pe<lition. in Harper'.-? 
"Weekly, reports Gen. Lawton as saying 
that If the insurgents continued to fight 
it would take 100.000 American troops 
to pacify the islands. "By this he 
meant." says Mr. Bass, "that it would 
be necessary to leave a garrison in every 
town we occupied. There are not 
enough soldiers to enable Gen. Otis to 
carry on the war with that effective ra- 
pidity which is the only humane way to 
make war. We cannot at present spare 
a single man for garrison duty in Santa 
Cruz or any other town we take, vy^ 
have only enough forces left to continue 
moving against the insurgi^nt army in 
the North. It looks as if the war may 
continue another year." 

This view of the situation in con- 
firmed by John T. McCutcheon, the spe- 
cial correspondent of the Chicago Rec- 
ord in the Philippine island* who ha.« 
been there since Admiral Dewey saile-l 
into Manilla bay and destroyed the 
Spani.'^h fleet. Mr. McCutcheon .says 
that while Gen. Otis in his official re- 
ports asserts that the situation there is 
promising, in reality there has been 
little change in the last month. He says 
the officers in the field know that the 
Filipino troops are agressive and full of 
spirit. The thoughtful men in Manilla 
know that the rigid press censorship and 
the Washington bulletins do not in the 
least strike terror to the bosom of 
Aguinaldo and his men. Able manage- 
ment of the campaign is the only thing 
which can do that. The outlook at the 
present time, Mr. McCutcheon asserts. 
is more gloomy for the speedy ending 
of the war than ever before. The plan 
of making raids on the country and then 
withdrawing the troops again, leaving 
the natives who have shown them 
friendship to be terrorized and perse- 
cuted by the returning insurgents, is 
proving very harmful. It alienates the 
entire population, thus strengthening 
the insurgents. The insurgents still 
have a good organization, and their r^" 
sources are not materially Impaired. 
The failure to sweep the fertile rice 
country above San Fernando to the 
coast has left immense resources in 
the hands of the enemy. Therefore they 
can continue the war indefinitely while 
left in possession of this valley and of 
important ports of the island. The only 
true method of pacifying the country is 
to garrison all the important towns, it 
will take many more thousands of 
troops to do that. There seems now a 
strong probability that Morong, on the 
north shore of Laguna de Bay, will be

City Treasurer Voss Submits 

June Report of Receipts 

and Expenditures. 



There were i.iily two June's in the his- 
tory of the local weather offUe. whose ob- 
servations extend over a period of twen- 
ty-nine years, when the preoipilation was 
greater than that of last month. During 
the month the precipitation amoiinteil to 
T.M inches, and the average for the month 
is 4. is inches. The Junes which exceeded 
last month were that of ls7t, with lO.Slt 
inches, and tliat of ISSO. with 10.40 inches. 
Since then, however, and that was nine- 
teen years ago, there has not been a June 
so wet as the one just passed. There were 
eighteen days in the month with .01 of an 
Im^h or more, which is little better than 
every other day. There were only nine 
clear days In the month, and there were 
eleven cloudy days and nine partly cloudv 
days. 

The temperature was only an average 
one, for it was just exactly the mean for 
the twenty-nine years covered by the 
wt atlur ottice reports. The average tem- 
peratur of the month fur this iKTiod is 
6» degrees, .incl that was al.so the mean 
temperature of the mimth just |>asseii. 
The prevailing direction of the wind was 
from the northeast, of course, and the 
total movement' was 7110 miles. The 
greatest velocity reached by the wind was 
36 miles from the northeast. June H. 

The highest tcmi)erature reached during 
the month was S2 degrees. June 1!(, and the 
lowest was aw degrees, June 14. The great- 
est range of temperature was y" degrees 
June 4. and tlie least range was 5 degrees' 
June 2.

FELL TO DEATH. 

Little Thomas Perry Killed 

Saturday Night on Ninth 

Avenue Bridge. 

Thomas Perry, Jr., the 7-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Perry, of 17 = 
Tenth avenue east, fell from the foot 
bridge over the Duluth & Iron Range 
tracks at the foot of Ninth avenue east, 
Saturday evening, and was killed. 

The boy who was killed and a little 
brother were crossing the bridge to- 
gether-, and when they reached a point 
almost over the tracks where the 
middle guard rail has been broken out. 
Thomas stumbled and shot head first 
through the opening where the rail is 
out. falling head first to the ground, -i 
distance f»f about thirty-five feet, strik- 
ing midv.ay between the north rail and 
.the retaining wall, crushing in the back 
of his head. He appeared to be alive 
when the bystanders reached him. 

Dr. Routh was summoned, univing in 
a very few minutes, at which time there 
seemed to be still a fluttering of life. 
but it was impossible to revive the boy. 
and he expired within a few moments 
alter the doctor reached him. On ex- 
amination it was thought that the neck 
might have been broken also. 

It was said that the children were 
hand in hand when the one who was 
killed stumbled, and that the other one 
came near going through the bridge 
with him. being caught by a bystander. 

The father of the bov is a freight 
handler. 

The funeral was held at 2 o'clock thi.* 
atternoon from the residence of the par- 
ents. It is the general opinion that had 
the rail of the bridge not been broken, 
the boy would not have gone through and 
there i.3 severe criticism of the negli- 
gence t.n the |)art of the authorities whose 
business it is to keep the bridge in repair. 

OLD TIMER GONE. 

Neis Hail Died at St. Lulce's Hospital 
Last Nigiit. 

Nels Hall died at St. Luke's hospital 
shortly after midnight last night. Deaii-. 
was caused by a cancer of the hip froivi 
which he has long suffered. By his 
death i~>uluth has lo.L tnr of her be.>^t 
knowi and most highly nrspected citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Hall was 65 years oIJ. Ho was a 
native of Sweden and first came to th" 
head of the lakes in 1867. In 1870 Mr. 
Hall was married to Miss S'ophia Peter- 
son, of this city. The deceased leav.'s 
two children. Charles and Loui.se 
Charles Hall is now in Alaska. The 
last heard from him was In Septembe.- 
189S. 

Mr. Hall was for many years one of 
Duluths most energetic real estate men 
and made a great deal of money during 
the boom days of real estate. For years 
he has been one of the leading members 
of the Swedish Lutheran church. 



At the meeting of the board of edu- 
cation Saturday night McCordic & 
Crosby, attorneys for the board, ^ave 
an opinion on the forfeited tax law . > 
the effect that it is doubtful whether 
any sales under it will be upheld by 
the supreme court. 

The matter came up on some oiYers 
l>y inirchasers of lots in the forfeited 
tax sale to sell them to the board. E. P. 
Alexander offered to sell two lots ifi.l 
ill by him for $;o. ;,n.l F. W. K'ugUv of- 
fered three lots in West Duluth for n^O. 
l.otli tif these prooo^.ils »v<:e accejiieil. 
J. J. Uaskerville, who bought six lot.«. 
wanted the full amount of taxes .;:;d 
assessments for his lots, though they 
had cost him only y small amount at 
the sale, and his offer was rejected. 
The taxes on these lots amounted to 
a I tout |3(»u. 

The attorneys advised this action, tiut 
they stated that they believed the as- 
sessments to have been illegally levied, 
as the property belonged to the nuMic 
and should be exempt. A fight will 
probably be made on the Fiaskerviilp 
property on this ground, and a test oi" 
the sale made. In speaking of the law 
in their opinion given to the board, tiic 
attorneys .said: "We wish further to 
say that it is dougiful in our minds 
whether any sales under the forfeited 
tax .<!ale law will be upheld by the .su- 
preme Court." 

The board passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the letting of a contract to 
the American Heating company for a 
new steam heating plant in the Madi- 
son school to cost $2060. 

President Salter brought up the ques- 
tion of the acceptance of the Sj)ani3h 
cannon from the park commissioners. 
The l)oaid. without much discussion, 
decided to accept the trophy, jirovlded 
it does not have to pay the freight up- 
on it from Washington or the cartage 
from the car. The board is willing to 
mount the gun in fr.mt of the High 
School, but it is not willing to go to 
any further expen.se. It is figured that 
It will cost about $100 for a suital)!,' 
mounting and the board does not wish 
to go beyond that. 

On recommendation of the commitite 
on buildings and grounds the iioard 
provided for improvements and repairs 
to schools amounting to $4000. over nali' 
of which goes into the Madison school's 
new heating plant. 'I'he current bills 
were paid, and a resolution was pa.=:seil 
allowing all of the janitors and engi- 
neers two weeks' vacation. A resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of 
judges and clerks and the designation 
of polling places for the coming scliool 
election was also passed.

Coroner's Jury Finds He 

Killed Berg, and He Will 

Be Tried. 

The Cloquet Pine Knot publishes th:; 
following story of the death of Gus Berg, 
which was briefly referred to by The 
Herald Saturday afternoon: 

Wednesday afternoon news was brought 
into Mahtowa that Gus Berg, who had 
been living on a claim .six miles from the 
village, had been found on the road dead 
not far from his claim, having apiiarentlc 
committed suicide. A volunteer partv at 
once started from Mahtowa. and at" th.- 
point inriicate<l found the bodv. The dead 
man lay face downward and there wa.s a 
l.uncture nearly in the center of the back 
ot the head. Upon being turned over it 
became evident that the hole was made 
by a bullet, which, going through the 
head carne out at the right jaw, shatter- 
ing it. A hundred feet awav lav a rifle 
buch a wound, in the opinion of tho.se who 
round the body, could not be self-inflicted 
and must have proved almost instantiv 
tatal. The remain.s were brought to Mali"- 
lowa. and the coroner .sent for. who upun 
imiiiiring into the circum.stances, decidnl 
that an UKiuest was neces.sary. 

A jury was impanneled and on Thurs- 
day afternoon began its intiuirv Into the 
cau.se.s ot Bergs death. The evidence sub- 
mitted resulted in the arrest of one Joseph 
King on suspicion. He was committed to 
the county jail at Carlton, where the in- 
quest, adjourned from Mahtowa, was re- 
sumed Friday. 

Suspicion, it is said, points strongly to 
King, who was on very unfriendiv teVms 
with the dead man, and wno reported the 
hnding of the body. The nature and sit- 
uation of the wound proves almost be- 
yond a doubt that Berg's death was the 
result of a cowardly and premeditated 
murder, and that the placing of the gun 
near the body was merely an attempt to 
suggest suicide. 

Berg was a single man who has lived 
around Mahtowa for years. King who 
now lies In jail charged with his murder 
has also lived In the same neighborhood 
for some time, and ft! said to be of a vio- 
lent and revengeful disposition. Whether 
he has been implicated in a foul crime or 
is the innocent victim of suspicious cir- 
cumstances, is imr)osslble as yet to say 

The coroners jury that was empanelled 
brought in a verdict to the effect that 
Berg came to his death at the hands of 
King, and the latter will have to remain 
in custody until the fall term of court 
when he will probably be indicted and 
tried.

a.ssurance that he would be able to get a 
boat for the day. and he asked that ih.- 
board be given autlioritv to get one. The 
request was granted arid the board wa.> 
directed to charge tli< c<j3t up to Mr. 
\\ leland. When it was pr<jposed to make 
ilr. Wieland pay for the boat, his attor- 
ney. Alderman Neff. jumped up and wani- 
eu to know if it woidd not be all right if 
Mr. Wieland wa.; prepaivd to furiiLsh anv 
kind of a service. "Anv kind of a service'"' 
aid not seem to strike the other aldermen 
as being what is wanted to transfer the 
crowds that will want to cross the canal 
on toe P'ourth. and by silence the attor- 
iiey-alderman was :;iven to understand 
that his client woulu be required to pro- 
vide for an adecpiate service.

PATRIOTISM. 

Rev. Milne Explains Difference 

Between Right and Wrong 

Kinds. 

•If ever a cry came from the devil, it 
wa.q the slogan, 'Remember ths 
Maine.' " 

The above words were uttered by Rov. 
Alexaniler Milne in the course of a ser- 
mon on "Patriotism" at Pilgrim Con- 
gregational church last night, in whic'i 
he developed the difference between lli» 
ratriotism that is bent toward aggran- 
dizement and that which is intended to 
observe in a nation's life the will of 
<;od. He said that that spirit of bitter- 
ness which led to the cry •ftemembc" 
the Maine" was not the right kind of 
patriotism, and while he believed th.it 
the late war was begun in a spirit of 
compassion for the down-trodden Cu- 
bans and not out of revenge, it cou'd 
not be denied that the latter feeling ha 1 
a good deal to do with it. 

The speaker developed his theme in- 
terestingly, speaking of Adam as th- 
natural man and Christ as the perfec- 
tion of the spiritual man. with ih" 
natural qualities of Adam brought to 
their ripest fruit and the spiritual quali- 
ties added. Adam was the orophecy 
Christ the fulfillment of the prophecy' 
Continuing, the speaker said: 

"What is patriotism'.' We turn to our 
dictionaries and find it defined as love 
of ones country and zeal in defending 
and advancing its interests. The defini- 
tion is true as far as it goes. Love of 
country, like the love of a child, mav 
be simply instinctive, or it mav crowd 
into it all the tender hopes and purpo.-es 
such as the noblest mother might bear 
her child. Patriotism has its basis in 
the natural instinctiveness of man." 

The love of j)lace in the lower animals 
IS analogous with the natural patriot- 
ism. The lf)ve of place of the savage is 
a little higher than that of the animals. 
In the spiritual man, who.se patriotism 
wishes to see the will of God exempli- 
fied in the life of his country, it is 
glorified. • He said that on.- thing that 
should be done is to stop inculcating 
patriotism. That might seem para- 
doxical, but there is plenty of patriotism 
n(jw in this country, more tlian in any 
other in the world. What should be done 
IS to spiritualize the patriotism that 
already exists and make it go in the 
right direction. 

"Not for revenge." he concluded, "not 
for territorial aggrandizement, not for 
military glory, not for the honor of a 
stronger place among nations, but for 
humanity, for justice, for freedom, for 
religion, for God."

Washington, July o— Xotwith.standing 
the strong protests received at the in- 
terior department ajjainst the recent or- 
der directing the nsmoval of squatters 
on the Cass Lake reservation, Secretary 
Hitchcock is determined to make no 
modification of the order. The secre- 
tary is reported to be indignant at a 
letter received frcm Representative 
Morris, wherein th^ latter protests in 
vigorous language at the action of the 
department in ordering off the reserva- 
tion persons who are said to have n) 
right there without consulting with the 
Minnesota delegation. Judge Morris is 
expected here today. 

Letters have been received from Sen- 
ators Davis and Nelson and other mem- 
bers of the Minnes)ta delegation, and 
considerable feeling has been created in 
the department over the matter. The 
secretary has confidence in Inspectors 
Xessler and Jenkins and Agent Mercei- 
at Leech lake, and refused to believe 
that these officials have been inspired 
by anything save the good of the ser- 
vice and the welfare of the Indians. The 
information received from the outside, 
however, is not comjiiementarv to Xess- 
ler or Jenkins, and the statement is 
made that the who e question will be 
ventilated in congress. At the Indian 
office it is said that the removal of all 
whites on the reservations within the 
Leech lake lines has been urged by tho 
Indians for some time, and, while it is

There were only two Junes in the his- 
tory of the local weather office, whose ob- 
ser%ations txten«l over a period of twen- 
ty-nine years, when the precipitation was 
greater than that of last month. During 
the month the precipitation amounted to 
7.10 inches, ami the average for the month 
is 4.5a inches. The Junes which exceeueil 
last month were that of isVt, with lO.sy 
inches, and tliat of IhiO. willi 10.40 inclies. 
Since then, however, and that was nine- 
teen years ago. there has not been a June 
so wet as tile i>ne just passed. There were 
eighteen days in the month with .01 of an 
Inch or more, which is liltie better than 
every other tiay. There were only nine 
clear ilays in the montli. and there were 
eleven cloudy ilays and nine partly clouds 
days. 

The temperature was only an average 
one. for it was just exactly the mean for 
the twenty-nine years covered by the 
weatlier ottlce reports. The average teni- 
peratur of the month fwr this period is 
5S degrees, and that was also the me.m 
temperature of the month just [jassed. 
The prevailing direction of the wind was 
from the northeast, of course, and the 
total movement' was TllO miles. The 
greatest velirc-ity reached by the wind was 
M miles from the northeast, June 11. 

The highest temi>erature reached during 
the month was S2 degrees. June 111. and the 
lowest was J'.« degrees, June 14. The great- 
est range of temperature was 37 degrees. 
June 4. and tlic least range was 5 degrees.

FELL TO DEATH, 

LiHIe Thomas Perry Killed 

Saturday Night on Ninth 

Avenue Bridge. 

Thomas Perry. Jr., tlie 7-year-oUl son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Perry, of 17 = 
Tenth avenue east, fell from the fool 
bridge over the Duluth & Iron Range 
tracks at the foot of Ninth avenue east, 
Saturday evening, and was killed. 

The boy who was killed and a littl'> 
brother were crossing the l)ridge to- 
geth<?i-. and when they reached a point 
almost over the tracks where tlie 
middle guard rail has been broken out. 
Thomas stumbled and shoe head first 
through the opening where the rail is 
out. falling head first to the ground, a 
distance of about thirty-five feet, strik- 
ing midway between the north rail and 
the retaining wall, crushing in the back 
of his head. He appeared to be alive 
when the bystanders reached him. 

Dr. Routh was summoned, arriving in 
a very few minutes, at which time there 
seemed to be still a fluttering of life. 
but it was impossible to revive the boy. 
and he expired within a few moments 
alter the doctor reached him. On ex- 
amination it was thought that the neck 
might have been broken also. 

It was said that the children were 
hand in hand when the one who was 
killed stumbled, and that the other one 
came near going through the bridge 
with him, being caught l)y a bystander. 

The father of the boy is a freight 
handler. 

The funeral was held at 2 o'clock this 
aftern<X)n from the residence of the par- 
ents. It is the general opinion that had 
the rail of the bridge not been broken, 
the boy would not have gone through, and 
there i.3 .severe criticism of the negli- 
gence on the part of the authorities whose 
business it is to keep the bridgf in repair, 

OLD TIMER GONE. 

Nels Hall Died at St. Luke's Hospital 
Last Night. 

Nels Hall died at St. Luke's hospital 
shortly after midnight last night. Deaii: 
was caused by a cancer of ihe hip fror.i 
which he has long suffered. By his 
death l>uluth has lo.l cne o( her best 
knowi and most highly respected citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Hall was 65 years old. Ho was a 
native of Sweden and first came to th" 
head of the lakes in 1867. In 1870 Mr. 
Hall was married to Miss Sophia Peter- 
son, of this city. The deceased leav..>s 
two children. Charles and Louise. 
Charles Hall is now in Alaska. The 
last heard from him was in Septembe.- 
1S9S. 

Mr. Hall was for rriany years one of 
Duluth's most energetic real estate men 
and made a great deal of money during 
the boom days of real estate. For years 
he has been one of the leading members 
of the Swedish Lutheran church. 



At the meeting of the board of edu-

The attorneys advised this action. i)ut 
they stated that they believed the as- 
.sessments to have been illegally levied, 
as the property belonged to the nubln; 
and should be exempt. A fight will 
probaljly ]>e made on the Basker»ilii- 
property on this ground, and a test '>: 
the sale made. In speaking of the law 
in their opinion given to the l)oard. liie 
attorneys .said: "We wish further u> 
say that it is dougtfui in our minds 
whether any sales under the forfeited 
tax .'Jale law will be upheld by the su- 
preme court." 

The board pas.sed a resolution au- 
thorizing the letting of a contract to 
the American Heating company for a 
new steam heating plant in the Madi- 
son school to cost $2060. 

President Salter brought up the ques- 
tion of the acceptance of the Spanish 
cannon from the park commissiiMiers.

new heating plant. 'I'he current bills 
were paid, and a resolution was pa.=!sed 
allowing all of the janitors and engi- 
neers two weeks' vacation. A resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of 
judges and clerks and the designacion 
of polling places for the coming school 
election was also passed.

KING IS HELD, 

Coroner's Jury Finds He 

Killed Berg, and He Will 

Be Tried. 

The Cloquet Pine Knot publishes •h:; 
following story of the death of Gus Berg, 
which was briefly referred to by The 
Herald Saturday afternoon: 

Wednesday afternoon news was brou.ght 
into Mahtowa that Gus Berg, who had 
been living on a claim six miles from the 
village, had been found on the road dead 
not far from his claim, having apparently 
commuted suicide. A volunteer party at 
once started from Mahtowa, and at" the 
point indicated found the bodv. The dea.l 
man lay face downward and there was a 
puncture nearly in the center of the back 
ot the head. I'pon being turned over, it 
became evident that the hole was made 
by a bullet, which, going through the 
head came out at the right jaw, shatter- 
ing it. A hundred feet away lav a rifle, 
buch a wound, in the opinion of those who 
found the body, could not be self-inflicted 
and must have proved almost instantly 
fatal. The remains were brouglit to Mali- 
lovva. and the coroner sent for. who upon 
intiuiring into the circumstances, decid.-d 
that an inquest was necessary. 

A jury was Impanneled and on Thurs- 
day afternoon began Its ln(|Uirv into the 
cau.ses of Bergs death. The evidence sub- 
mitted resulted in the arrest of one Joseph 
King on suspicion. He was committed to 
the county jail at Carlton, where the In- 
quest, adjourned from Mahtowa, was re- 
sumed Friday. 

Suspicion, it is said, points strongly to 
King, who was on very unfriendly terms 
with the dead man. and who reported the 
finding of the bod.v. The nature and sit- 
uation of the wound proves almost be- 
yond a doubt that Berg's death was the 
result of a cowardly and premeditated 
murder, and that the placing of the gun 
near the body was merely an attempt to 
suggest suicide. 

Berg was a single man who has lived 
around Mahtowa for years. King, who 
now lies In jail charged with his murder, 
has also lived In the same neighborhood 
for some time, and f5 said to be of a vio- 
lent and revengeful disposition. Whether 
he has been implicated In a foul crime or 
is the innocent victim of suspicious clr. 
cumstances. Is impossible as yet to say. 

The coroners jury that was" empanelled 
brought in a verdict to the effect that 
Berg came to his death at the hands of 
King, and the latter will have to remain 
in custody until the fall term of court, 
when he will probably be indicted and 
tried.

a.ssurance that he would be able to get a 
boat for the day. and he asked that the 
board be given authority to get one.

PATRIOTISM. 

Rev. Milne Explains Difference 

Between Right and Wrong 

Kinds. 

"If ever a cry came from the devil, it 
was the slogan. "Remember ths 
Maine.' " 

The above word:i were uttered by Rev. 
Alexander Milne in the course of a ser- 
mon on •■Patriotism" at Pilgrim Con- 
gregational church last night, in which 
he developed the difference between tli" 
ratnotlsm that Is bent toward aggran- 
dizement and that which Is intended lo 
observe in a nation's life the will of 
'^od. He said that that spirit of bitter- 
ne.ss which led to the cry 'Bemembc" 
the Maine" was not the right kind of 
patriotism, and while he believed that 
the late war was begun in a spirit of 
compassion for the down-trodden Cu- 
bans and not out of revenge. It could 
not be denied that th^ latter feeling ha 1 
a good deal to do with it. 

The speaker developed his theme in- 
terestingly, speaking of Adam as th^- 
natural man and Christ as the perfec- 
tion of the spiritual man. with th" 
natural qualities of Adam brought to 
their ripest fruit and the spiritual quali- 
ties added. Adam was the orophecy, 
Christ the fulfillment of the prophecy. 
Continuing, the speaker .said: 

"What is patriotism? We turn to our 
dictionaries and find it defined as love 
of one's country and zeal in defending 
and advancing its interests. The defini- 
tion is true as far as it goes. I.,ove of 
lountry. like the love of a child, mav 
be simply instinctive, or It may crowd 
into It all the tender hopes and i»urpo.ses 
such as the noblest mother might bear 
her child. Patriotism has its basis in 
the natural instinctiveness of man." 

The love of place In the lower animals 
Is analogous with the natural patriot- 
ism. The love of place of the .savage is 
a little higher than that of the animals. 
In the spiritual man. whose patriotism 
wishes to see the will of God exempli- 
fied in the life of his country, it Is 
glorified. • He said that on-i thing that 
should lie done is to stop Inculcating 
patriotism. That might seem para- 
doxical, but there Is plenty of patriotism 
now In this country, more than in any 
other in the world. What should be done 
is to spiritualize the patriotism that 
already exists and make It go in the 
right direction. 

"Not for revenge." he concluded, "not 
for territorial aggrandizement, not for 
military glory, not for the honor of a 
stronger place among nations, but for 
humanity, for justice, for freedom, for 
religion, for God."

1 found trade conditions retlecled 
in the activity displayed along the docks 
and wharves. New boats and docka.ge 
fa< ill ties are being built in almost 
every city of importance on Lake Super- 
ioi."

There arc 
now on the sea en loute to Manilla f'>ur 
transports, with a capiicily for 16G olli- 
cers and 4200 unlisted men. 'At San 
Francisco are two transports with a 
capacity for 55 officers and 2300 enlislcii 
men.

The SHuation Is Very Grave 

In Belgium For the 

Monarchy. 

Xew York. July 3.— A dispatch to th" 
Herald from Ih'u.^sels says: The situa- 
tion in Uelgium is very grave. Social- 
ists and Iladicals, composing the opposi- 
ti.in. nov.' demand universal suffrag;- 
and will be satisfied with nolliing else. 
All depends on what the government 
will dc en Tuesday. If they fail to bring 
in a bill granting universal suffrage, it 
is feared that there will be a revolution, 
with consequences of a far-reachin?;

The government is in a difficult posi- 
tion.

a large Socialist Republican majority in 
the legislative liody that the monarchy 
would be just as much in danger.

MUST BE LICENSED, 

Supreme Court Renders Decision as 
to Private Elevators. 

St. Paul, July 4. — The sujut'ine court 
das decided that private elevator.s and 
-;rain warehouses in this state must 
lake out a license from the railroad 
.varehouse commission. 

The decision was handed down by 
•Justice Canty. The judgment of the dis- 
uict court is reversed and a new trial 
j;ranted. 

The new trial is of comparatively- 
small importance, however. It is the 
right (jf the railroad and warehouse 
commission to license private grain 
houses that has been in dispute for 
many years. 

The test case was brought against the 
"W. W. Cargill company, operating au 
elevator at Caledonia, where the com- 
l)any handled no grain save that pur- 
<-hased outright at the elevator. The- 
district court held that such elevators 
were not required to tal«e out licenses, 
but the supreme court holds that this 
business is of such a public character 
and sufficiently affected witli public in- 
terest to admit of a license being re- 
<iuired. 

Justice Canty reversed the judgment 
. f the trial court in the case of W. G. 
Hierr, respondent, vs. Margareth:t, 
Meihofer, appellatit. Xichclas & Dean 
had a judgment for $293.34 against John 
Meihofer and levied on some land he

Our enemies sometimes 
luuiit us with the fact that we lack co- 
herence, and when in power we split up 
and begin to tight among ourselves, 
whereas, they always present a solid 
front. There is some truth in this accu- 
sation, but it is easily explained. The 
Democratic party Is a national party— 
the only national party. It knows no 
Fast and West, n'l North and no South; 
and In framing tariff laws and other 
nuasures it consults llie interests of every 
part of our common country. This neccs- 
saiily brings about more or less of con- 
teniion and strife; whereas, the Republi- 
ea.'i party when In power frames the laws 
to suit only those who contributed to its 
campaign fund, and there is one-third of 
our great country south of the I^otomac 
with 25,U<«MHHt of peoi)le for which the Re- 
publican party neither cares nor legis- 
lates, except to legislate adversely. L'nity 
and coherence are not hard to accomplish 
under these circumstances. Thank God 
we do not belong to a i)arty which con- 
sults only the cami)aign I'ontributors in 
fr.iming the laws, and Ignores and treats 
unjustly one-third of our great country. 
There is nothing about our party we sire 
l)rouder of than its broad nationality, and 
absence of sectionalism therein. 

Right here I will state our party has i-o 
crusade or unho'.y war to make against 
wealth. Nor have we ever <Iesired to 
jjiiild up a party of sansculottes. In many 
sections of our country, notably in my 
own. the men of wealth in nearly every 
instance are Demcjcrats. and we have no 
idea or thought of driving these men from 
the party or exciiiding them from party 
councils. We would that :ill men weie 
Democrats, and we welcome the rich and 
the poor. All that we insist upon is that 
til'- wealthy and the poor should be treat- 
ed with even justice, and stand equal be- 
fore the law; but because one man Is 
ri( h glveH him n(» right to think for the 
many or to write the laws ffir them. W.' 
must be pardoned If we do not alw.iys 
.agree with our rich men. and events 
sometimes prove that we are right and 
f>icy are wrong. It has only been a few 
ye.lVs when those of us who did not be- 
lieve in high tariff laws, or that the for- 
eigner paid the duty, or that you could 
make a people rich and prosperous by 
taxing them were desi.gnated by our rich 
manufacturers with the gentle names of 
doctrinaire, fool and idiot. Notwithstanil- 
ing our vehement protests and warning.-:, 
an infamous tariff law was by thini 
caused to be enacte<l which they had pur- 
chased before the election by camiiaign 
contributions, and which breeds an an- 
nual deficit of $70,1)00.000 and Innumernble 
trusts at home, and constant Irritation 
and reiiiliation abroad; within two years 
thereafter we hear the wails of Carnegie, 
llavemever tuul other manufacturers 
I)raylng'the Democratic party to deliver 
them from the body of that death which 
tliey had deliberately fa»tened upon them- 
selves and the people of the United State?;. 
1 know of no more striking illustration 
of their utterable folly than in my own 
s'ate of Alabama where there is a high 
dut.v on pig Iron to protect the Ameri<an 
manufacturer iigalnst European compe- 
tition, while the Alabama furnaces arc 
expoi'ing and selllns more than 80 per 
cent of their output In the open markets 
of Europe, and have been for Heyprul 
vears. 

A great duty confronts us, that of drlv- 
ing from i)ower the party which con- 
temptuously Ignores the right of the great 
mass of the people and makes laws for 
the favored few. And to win this vic- 
tory all that Is necessary Is that we 
should come together In the old time 
spirit of mutual concessions, and toleru- 
tion for each others views; when we 
stand thus shoulder to shoulder and our 
Ret)ubllcan enemy gives us battle we us- 
ually leave him very much in the condi- 
tion" of those Spaniards who went up 
apralnst Dewey's gun« at Manilla and 
Schley's at Santiago. But 10 get together 
with the old time spirit and with the old 
time enthusiasm, we must tight the CQm» 
ing campaign on living issues. The Arn- 
er?can jieople are so constlttited, whether 
hapolly or unhappily, that they pre»er to 
settip the questions Immednately i"n front 
of them rather than thos^ w'bich may 
.Trise in the future. Happily ff>r ua there 
art' issues right in front of us uioti which 
we can all be united. One of t\fne la the 
tariff with its monstrosities iUid absur- 
ditles. The need of tariff reforra was 
never Tiiore urgent than it is .'od»y, and 
every one knows we must l(f>k to tbe 
Democratic party for relief. 

Each generation has its ovn problem 
to solve. Shall we solve thl? question of 
trusts, or shall we transmit t to oui' rhil- 
dren as an insoluble yuestio* to be dealt 



with by them? However fortunate w 
may be situated, what future can Wf 
promise ftur children who must necessar. 
ily become the employes of trusts where 
advancement must depend upon servility, 
which is the very antithesis of manhood 
and Individuality'.' 

Fellow citizens, there are other ques- 
tions which will engage our attention, and 
one is the right to raise large armies to 
siil>due colonies, govern them without 
iheir consent, and inject our civilization 
an<l Christianity Into the natives by ball 
and ba>-onet. If we must do these things, 
lei us at least not be hypocrils and not 
profane our holy religion by professing to 
do these things in Its name. It will not 
do foi' us to inveigh against trusts, which 
is nothing l)ut industrial Imperialism, and 
not ci)ndemn colonial Imperialism. They 
are both founded uiKin the same principle, 
which Democrats must ever condemn, 
that is. the right of the strong to crush 
the weak. While we all take a just prid" 
ill the strength of our government and its 
teats of arms b.v land and sea. we must 
remember. "O, it is excellent to have a 
giant's strength, but It Is tyrannous to 
use it like a giant. " 

We are approaching the great battle of 
litint with stout hi'arts, with unanimity of 
purpose and .a conscious rectitude t)f our 
cause. Since the last prt>sidential election 
we have passed through a glorious ami 
suci'c'ssful war, in which Democrats 
shared the honors e(pially with the others, 
lait not the scandals. Thank heaven tliat 
while w.' furidsbi il our full <iuot:i of men 
and III roes, we are Kuiltle.ss of the death 
i>( those thousands of bi-ave boys who 
miserably perisheil throut;h the Incom- 
petency and \enality of those in aiitimr- 
ity. In this war all sectional lines were 
completely obliterated, ^^■e now have no 
North aiid no South— no l^ast and no 
West — one <M)innioii country whi<'li is the 
luide of all. We belong to a party us 
broad and catholic as our cotiiitry itself. 
It believes the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence is more than .a curious jiarchment, 
and the hiothi-rhood of ni:iii more than ;i 
pleasing licticn. It believes that corporate 
Wealth is 110 sulisiitute for individual 
maiiliood, and that (iod never gave the 
few the divine righf >o tax the many. 
EX-CONtlRESSMAX CARITH. 

He was followed b.v ex-Congressman 
Asher G. Caruth, of Kentucky, who .said 
in part: 

After siteaklng of the day 

then being celebrated through(jut 
the I'nlon and the lessons 

taught by the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, Mr. Caruth announced his all>'K- 
iance to the printiples of that great doc- 
ument, the charter of Amt-rican libeity, 
and sounded a not of warning against 
any departure from the theories of gov- 
ernment therein contained. Proud as he 
was of the glorious achievements of our 
army and navy, he would think that those 
victories were dearly purchased If they 
had to be paid for by a ileparture from 
the fundamental ideas on which the I'nion 
has bo'ti formed and hati urowii so great 
and might.\-. He thought the doctrine of 
human liberty announcetl in the declara- 
tion which Jefferson wrote and Adams 
advocated, intended for all time, and he 
stood ready to say with the latter, "sink 
or swim, live or die, survive or perish, I 
am for the declaration. It is my living 
sentiment, indepeiulence now, and Indi'- 
pendenee fori'ver." 

He announced his adherence to the the- 
ory of the Monroe doctrine and his oppo- 
sition to imperialism. In speaking of the 
territ<u\v accpiired under the treaty of 
Paris, he e.\pressed regret al the acqui- 
tion of the Philippim-s, but trusted tliat 
when the Hag lloaled In peace over these 
possessions, we would with wise states- 
manship regulate the affaiis in those far 
away isles of the Pacittt-, so that the peo- 
ple would l)e learned the less(jns of self- 
government, and could be entrusted with 
the management c)f their own affairs. 
Coming down to and speaking of the Issue 
of the campaign of IIKWJ, Mr. Caruth said: 

"ISiM'. is in our rear; 1900 is in front of 
us. It Is useless for us to talk of the 
causes of the defeat In lS9t!. A\'e know tliat 
we cast nearly 1,0<n1,0(h» more Democratic 
votes than were ever given to our can- 
didates for jiresident before, and yet we 
lost. Ever.vthiiiK that :'il.'iH;enuity could 
contrive, every expedient which despera- 
tion Could suggest Were used in order to 
corrui>t the franchise and to secure the 
presidency of the republic. It is not nec- 
essary to particularize, but the "voting- 
est" peoide in the I'nlon seemed to live 
in Ohio, where one out of every three of 
the population was a voter In 1^96, a pro- 
Iiortion startling, previously unheard of 
and grossly untrue. Take old Kentucky, 
my state, which save Rryan in l>iJH> 217.0<t0 
to 175.000 votes given Cleveland in 1HH2, .nn 
increase of 4'2,000. ,ind yet. In 1S92, we 
carried the state by 4O.0c«l, and lost It by 
2M In ]S%. It was the desperate effort 
on the part of the monied and corpor.-ite 
powers of this country to accomplish the 
defeat of the will of the jieople by false 
clamor and failincr in that, bv a false 
count. Hut ISlttj lies In the past, and no 
'regret, rcjientancc or repining' can bring 
It back again. 

'Let us cease to lament for that we can- 
not help, 

.Vnd study help for that which we la- 
ment.' 

"Wki is before us, and to that year we 
must turn for succor. 

"We cannot, men of Tammany, expect 
that 6.5("1,(K)«i voters of this country will 
ignore the principles for which they cast 
their suffrages less than three short years 
.igo. Although defeat came to them, 
T)emocrats over this country believe, or 
at least a majority of them believe, and 
Democracy is but the will of the 
majorit.v, that the platform laid 
tatives of the I'nitcd States in the scs- 
dowii in Chicago in 1S!m! states the car- 
dinal doctrines of the Democratic faith, 
and on that platform thev propose to 
tiKht the battle of liXNI. Although you ni.ny 
not be In thorough accord with the i)rin- 
clples of faith therein enumerated, those 
principles are so far better and so much 
more preferable to those of the Republi- 
can party that I believe the people will 
nilly around our standard and carry it to 
triumphant vic-tor.v. 

"Hut there Is cine issue." said Mr. 
Caruth, "which has become more perma- 
nent in the years that have gone since 
Is'J*;, than it was when the great popular 
convention assembled at Chicago and 
constructed the Democratic platform, and 
upon that suliject we must speak with 
no uncertain voice in 1!«ni. The evil of 
which we comidain is th(» natural off- 
spring of the miscalled .American policy 
of the Republican party. The evil is upon 
us. because, as a nation we have been 
false to the i>riiiciples of equality pro- 
claimed In the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. It Is because wo have not Riven 
'ei|ual rights to till men and exclusive 
privileges to no man.' We fostered man- 
ufacturers and encouraged 'infant indus- 
tries' until. warmed into life and 
strength, they have turned to strike with 
their poisonous stings the generous bosom 
which nourished them. All through a life 
co-extensive with the life of the republic. 
Democracy has sounded a warning to the 
people, yet inch by inch, step by step, the 
so-called doctrine of 'protection' has ad- 
vanced. Its advocates won their way by 
Insidious picas and false rei»resentations, 
but now, conscious of strength, they bold- 
ly throw off the mask and demand 'pro- 
tection for protection's sake.' 

"On the floor of the house of represen- 
tatives of the I'nlted States in the .sec- 
Hion in which both the McKlnlev tariff 
bill and tho anti-trust me.asure were 
passed. I heard the Hon. William I.,. Wil- 
son, a Democratic leader, a thoughtful 
and scholarly student of public affairs, 
warn the country that the McKinley bill 
would be a brooder of trusts and "com- 
bines. He said In illustration of the dan- 
ger. "I remember an old rhyme which 
runs something like this: 
T heard a linn In the lol)l)v roar. 
Pray. Mr. Speaker, shall we shut the 

door. 
And keep him there, or shall we let him 

in. 
To try if we can turn him out again?' 

"This is your position in regard to 
trusts, instead of keeping the lion out. 
Hrother McKinley comes opening the door 
and says: 'Let him In, and then we are 
going to chase him around and try to 
get him out again.' 

"The Republicans not only opened the 
door, but they coaxed him in, and, 
nieasjd with his quarters, he has stayed 
in and become more fierce, terrible and 
destructive than any loin ever was be- 
fore. 

"The greedy, protected industries of 
America first demanded a 'home market.' 
and this was secured by legislative enact- 
ments, under which the products of the 
manufacturers of other countries were

Americans In Holland Do 

Honor to Memory of 

Hugo Grotius. 



A NOBLE RESPONSE 



Dr. De Beaufort Makes a 

Stirring Reply to Mr. 

White's Address.

Delft. Holland, July 4.— There was a 
pietur. S(|Ue and Impressive ceremony at 
the Nieuve kirck this morning. The churcli 
was filled with delegates, diplomats, high 
officials and ladles. The ceremony began 
with a chorus singing Mendelssohn".^ 
"How I.ovcdy are the Messeliuers that 
HriiiK i:s Good Tidings of Peace." after 
which A. P. C. \ai\ KariK'beck, the for- 
mer minister, and the head of the Dutch 
delegates to the i).ace conference, who 
presideil at today's ceremony, briefly 

outlined its nature. He said: 

"Nowhere has the conference met with 
heiutier sympathy than In the I'aiteti 
Slates and it is a token of this feeling 
and adinowledgement of the rrception 
of the conference by the Netherlands 
that the American delegates in the nann> 
<d" their government desire to pay tributt 
to the mc-moiy of Hugo Grotius. In order 
to give this "additional slgnllicaiicc- they 
have chosen for its accomidishmeiit their 
great national feast day." 

After the national hymn of tin- Neth- 
erlands had been sung Aiidiew D. White, 
rnlted States ambassador to German.\- 
and head of the American delegation to 
the peace conference, in a long, sc-'nolarly 
adilress. i).iid an clocpieiu tribute to Oro- 
tiits, "to carry out whose Ideas are as- 
sembled delef»;ites from all nations." Mr. 
\\'liile adiled: "l feel that my own coun- 
try unites not only in her gratitude but 
in that of the eivHized world." 

After tracing Grotius and -the effect oT 
his ideas Mr. White said: "From thi.^ 
tomb of Grotius I si-em to hear a mes- 
sage to gcj on with the work of strength- 
ening i>eace and buniaiilzing war and. 
above all. to give the world at least a bo- 
ginniiiK of an effective, practical scheme' 
of arbitration." 

At the end of his address Mr. White laid 
on the tomb of Grotius. In behalf of his 
eeilleagues. a wrtath cif silver oak anei 
laurel leaves, bearing the inscription "Tei 
the memor.v ejf Hugo Grotius, on tlie oc- 
casieni eif the i>eace c-onference at The 
Hague In reverence and gratitude from 
the I'nlted States." 

The wreath was three feet in diameter 
an<l was in a liig be;tcli case ornamented 
with silver, bearing the inscriiition: "To 
the government of the Netherlands from 
the I'nlted States on the occasion of the 
c-onference. imi." 

The names of the delegates to the peace 
conference followed. 

The address of acceptance was made bv 
Dr. W. H. De'Hm^ufort. the minister o"f 
fore-ign affair.s aneTjiresldent of the minis- 
terial council of the Netherlands. He 
said: 

"Today's ceremony will make a deep 
lnii)ressIon throughout the country. We 
Hollanders are proud of our country. Its 
Blorioijs history and the memcjry of our 
Kreat men. Wc are pleased to see them 
appreciated by foreigners and the c'ti- 
zens of a country for which we have- 
much resfiect ami regard. We are clo.se- 
ly connected with the historical tradi- 
tions of America The first settlers on 
the- banks of the Hudson were Holliindcrs, 
and we shall always remember witii a 
e-ertain pride that It was a Dutch captain 
whe» first saluted the Stars and Stripes. 
Today we salute your star sfiangled Iian- 
iier in our cjwn country. Your cenintry 
Is one of the largest in the world, ours 
is ine of the smallest, but we have one 
thing in common, which it that we both 
won our country and its peace by our 
own valor." 

In conclusion, he said that today's cere- 
mony and wreath would act as a stimulus 
to future generations in their exertions 
in behalf of still further reforms in in- 
ternational law, anil that the wreath 
would be an everlasting emblem of the 
historical friendship of America and Hol- 
land. 

President Seth Imw of Columbia univer- 
sity and a deleg.ate to the conference in 
returning thanks, said: "We do not make 
IlBrht of wh.U we owe to England, but 
we gladly admit that we owe in a large 
measure to the Dutch ifiany of the things 
which we couit as most precious in our 
heritage."

But no notice v.as taken of 
the matter at the time by the officials 
on either side or by G. Jordon, the com- 
petitor most effected. I am sure from 
experience with Yale in 1S94 and I8&6, 
that her standard of amateurism is 
thoroughly satisfactory and I should 
be ver y.sorry to say a word against her 
amateur status or anything agaiiist 
Hardvard students. In fact, much 
could be said commending the efforts 
of the American college faculties to 
put amateurism on a .sound basis.''

STOMACH PHOTOGRAPH. 

Interior of a Man's Stomach Is 
Scientifically Explored. 

Chicago, July 4.— Photographing the 
interior of a man's stomach, an experi- 
ment which has hitherto besn attended 
with some failures as to cause it to be 
considered almost among the impossi- 
bilities, has been successfully performed 
in this city. The inner 'vads of the 
stomach of James C. Foster, a wealth.v 
lumberman of Cleveland, was suc-cess- 
fully photographed, with the re suit that 
a large tumor was discovered to have 
formed in the organ whi:n, icv'ording 
to the physicians in atten l.ane-e, weiuld 
have caused his death in a shoit ;ime. 
Mr. Forster has left f jr ''lev. lanel, taK- 
ing the photograph with him, and -with 
it as a guide will be operated uuon at 
the Presbyterian hospital. 

The apparatus used in taking the pic- 
ture consists of a rubber tube one^- 
eighth of an inch in diameicr and .about 
three feet long. At the end of tho tub- 
is a rubber bulb, the walls of which .aii' 
thin as possible, to make them give tiift 
bulb when inilated the .-pper; ranee ot 
a toy balloon. The interior of the bulb 
is c-oated with a photograjdiic emulsio.i 
and ads as the plate on whiol; the jdc- 
ture is taken. The patient is made te> 
swallow the bulb, which is ihen in- 
rtated by means of air blown in tlie tube 
until the bulb entirely fills :h..' sioniach. 
its flexible sides conforming to the walls 
of the stomach. An .K-ray expeisure is 
then made, the tube witnirawn and the 
picture on the thin rubber bulb is de- 
veloped as in ordinary photogr.iphs.

July 4.— (Special to The 
Herald.)— British lolonies furnish a 
market for more than one-third of 
(^leat Britain's surplus products and 
supply one-fifth of the material which 
she purchases from abroad. Of her to- 
tal domestic exportations in IS97, which 
amounted to £2;]4, 220.000 sterling in 
value, E,S0,67r.,0O0. or 34.4 per cent, w.mU 
to her colonies, and the percentage of 
her exports which the colonies take ap- 
pears to be gaining. A recently puo- 
lished statement by the British Board 
of Trade Journal, just received l)y the 
treasury bureau of statistics. shows 
that of the total exports of British 
produie and manufactures from the 
rnited Kingdom. .'Jl per cent went to the 
liritish colonies in ISg.'i, :?."» per cent in 

1596 and 34.4 per cent in 18»7. 
On the other hand. Great Britain an- 
nually purchases frijm her colonies 
about $450,000,000 worth of their i.io- 
ductiuns, the imports from the British 
colonies into the I'nited Kingdom in 
189.-. being ,£9r.,r,30.0(H) sterling, in 1S96 
£93.208,000 sterling, and in 1S97 £94,0lH - 
000 sterling. Naturally the bulk of her 
importations fK.m the colonies is a; - 
tides of food and raw materials for use 
in manufacturing. Food products in 

1597 were £34.711,000 sterling of the 
£94.011.'K)0 of importations from the 
colonies into Great Britain, while raw 
materials for textile manufactures im- 
ported from the colonies amounted to 
£26.09,s.O(iO pounds st.-rling. other raw 
materials to £2.^..314.<I0() sterjim;-. while 
nianufactures imported from the I'.rit- 
ish Colonies were only .C7,cS96.ooo .vi, r- 
ling. Thus the peoj.le of the I'nited 
Kingdom in buying the food products 
and material for manufactures for 
which they are compelled to .send money 
abroad, are now able to expend <.veV 
$40ii,0.)0,000 annually among their own 
people in other parts of the world, peo- 
ple who represent British blood and 
British capital, for it is asserted on 
high auth(.rity that i.iobably $2 'M)0 - 
'M»0,000 of British capital is invested in 
various ways in the colonies, and the 
purchases in tho.ses markets bv the 
people of the I'nited Kingdom thus con- 
tribute to the prosperity of her .iwn 
citizens whose money is thus involved. 

In other countries which have colo- 
niol possessions, a considerable per- 
centage of their commerce is also with 
the colonies, though not to as great an 
extent as that of Great Britain. France 
purchased 10 per ce.it of her total im- 
ports from her colonies in 1S97, H«.i- 
land purchased 14.7 per cent of ner 
imports from her colonies in 1897 while 
the proportion which the German colo- 
nies furnished of the imports into Ger- 
many IS comparatively small, in most 
case.s the colonies being new and bttle 
developed.

Soren Listoe. formerly a Scan- 
dinavian editor and politician in St. 
i^aul. Minn., is now United States con- 
•sul at Rotterdam. He has just .sent 
the state department an interesting ac- 
count of the way in which debts are 
collected in the Netherlands. Col Lis- 
toe says: 

There are two methods of collecting 
otjtstanding debts in the Netherlands 
viz.: 

(1) Before the "kantongerecht (court 
of jiistice of the peace for a district com- 
prising several municipalities) when the 
amount to be collected is less than '00 
guilders ($80). 

,S'uf . "ff,o''« the "arrondlssement 
lochtsbank (superior court of a large 
district) for amounts aljove 200 guilders 
Frequently, when a bad debt has to be 
col ected, it Is advantageous to demand

a debtor is desirous of avoiding insol- 
vency and is in a position to nrevent if

, to demand the Insolvency of the debtor 
m order to prevent some creditors b"lng 



more benefited than others, and to se- 
cure a just and even liquidation of the 
financial obligations of the debtor The 
legal manner of collecting bad debts U 
therefore by suit in the kantongerecht 
or arrondis.sement rechtsbank, but fic- 
fiuently the purpo.se is reached sooner 
by the intermediation of t rust worth" 
representatives. Paragraphs 97 to 12»i 
of the wetboek van burgelijke regts- 
vor.iering (civil code) deal with suits 
brought before the kantongerecht- par- 
agraphs 126 to 321 of the same code with 
suits brought before the arrondlssement 
rechtsbank. Information (.n the sub- 
ject is, however, found through the 
whole code: paragraphs 4,{0 t.. 611 f<.r 
instance, relate to the several manners 
ot executing judgments. 

To give a correct estimate of the ex- 
penses entailed in suing debtors is im- 
possible, as in every cause the exi)enses 
vary on account r>f attending circum- 
stances. For suits brought before the 
arrnndi.s.senient rechtsbank for amounts 
ot 200 guilders or more, figures can not 
be given. Expenses for suits brought 
before the kantongerecht for amounts 
le.ss than 200 guilders are usually not 
very heavy, being generally from $1' 
to $20. including the executicm. If, how- 
ever the defense is long, the expen.ses 
will be Increa.sed. The length of the suit 
<lepends principally upon the delays 
which are granted to the parties "in 
order to draw conclusions or to make 
explanations. As the delays can be 
granted only by the judge, the impres- 
sion made on him by the defense is of 
great importance. Fsually. law suits 
before the kantongerecht take but .i 
few weeks, or a couple of months at the 
most: but there are exceptions! The 
expenses to be incurred are:

ReglsTratirn.— After the judgment, a 
registration tax of 2 per cent over the 
sum entailed must be paid. Before the 
judgment can take effect, it is neces- 
sary to serve a sealed and <ertilied copy 
of the judgment on the defendant. Thi« 
copy, called "grosse" or "expeditie." 
costs for judgment in cases where the 
defendant has not appeared, not more 
than 4.30 guilders ($1.72). The cost of 
serving this paper when the defendant 
reside^s at a place where a deurwaarder 
IS domiciled is seUK>m more than 6 
guilders (.r $2.40: but when the aid of a 
deurwaarder t.f a neighboring place 
must be called in. the costs are high r 
according to distance. 

-Arrest.— The cost of .seizure of thi« 
personal estate of the debtor is from 15 
to 20 guilders ($6 to $8). sometimes 
more— all depending upon whether a 
deurwaarder is domiciled at the place. 
The auction sale of the per.sonal |>rop- 
ci ty takes place under the supervision 
of court s.lidtors. After seizure of 
per.sonal piojjerty. the auction sale to 
take place is communicated to the pub- 
lic by bills iiosted in the streets and by 
.idvertisenunt in a local newspaper": 
an<i if there be no local newspaper, then 
in the paper of a neighboring town. The 
cost of bill posting Is generally not 
more than 10 guilders ($4), while the 
A)st of the advertisement varies with 
the difTereiu newspapers. A custodian 
is appointed immediately after the sei- 
zure of the property (personal): some- 
times the defendant himself is appoint- 
ed, but in many cases this is not ad- 
vi.sable. The custodian receives, in ac- 
cordance with the customs of the place, 
from 1 to l.r.O guilders (40 to 60 cents) 
per day. The expenses of the judicial 
auction sale are from 15 to 25 guilders 
($6 to $10). 

In suits brought before the arrondis- 
ment rechtsbank, the manner of suing 
is more complicated: the conclusions 
are written, and postponements are 
frequently given. The expenses of pro- 
ceeding depend entirely upon the course 
th suit taks upon the defense. Nonap- 
pearance of the defendant makes the 
suit very short.

I'nited States Consul Thomas E. 
Keenan. at Odessa, also a Minnesota 
man. has just written the state de- 
partment an account of the failure of 
crops in Southern Russia. Of course, 
grain dealers in Duluth and other ship- 
ping points in the Northwest will be 
interested in this report. It is as fol- 
lows: 

'Reports received at Odessa from 
private and fither sources leave but 
little room for doubt as to the un- 
favorable condition of the Ru.=?3ian 
grain and hay crops. The past win- 
ter was unusually mild, and there was 
very little snow or frost. The spring 
season, up to the present, has been al- 
most entirely without rain, and the 
same may be said of the winter sea- 
.son, practically no rain having fallen 
here since last November. From the 
winter we pass almost at once ii.io 
summer weather here In the south and 
during the present year the change has 
lieen unusually rapid, and the drought 
has dried up the grasses to such an ex- 
tent that tho country surrounding 
Odessa is parched and yellow. There 
will be little or no hay for feeding pur- 
poses this year. This failure is gen- 
eral in the country bordering on the 
lack sea and Sea of Azof and, in a le^-s 
degree, in the provinces of Poltava and 
Kharkof. Cattle, sheep and horses are 
even nov.- being moved to localities 
where feed can he found for them 

'The rye crop, it is feared, owing ti 
lack of rain, will prove a complete fail- 
ure in the regions mentioned above Vn

favorable aspect. Winter wheat o.v- 
ing to the mild winter, has grown very 
lank and looks promising. To my mind 
It seems t<. stand too thick and too hi-'li 
for the sea.«on of the year. WhaT 1 
mean is that a shorter stalk and longc: 
head woul.i be more satisfactory as it 
looks as if there would be pleiity of 
straw and very little wheat. Siirin"-- 
.sown grains. including wheat wv 
much in want of rain, and, unless tlicv 
receive it copiously within the next two 
w.;eks. the outlook this year lor Ru.«sia 
will be very po(.r indeed. Owlii:." to

INTERVIEW WITH DREYFUS. 

What the Prisoner Has to Say of 
His Prison. 

M. Dariu.s. the procurateur generale 
of French Guiana, in accordance with 
insttuctions received from the Cour de 
Cassation, which is deliberating on the 
Dreyfus case, held a longer interview 
than usual with the ex-captain on the 
He du Diable the other morning. The 
instructions from the court by cables 
cost the government 6000 francs. Afffr 
M. Darius had returned lo Cayenne he 
was seen by the correspondent of th^' 
Daily Telegraph of London, and wliile 
not betraying the various depositions of 
the ptisoner, he told the correspondent 
many interesting things concerning tht; 
first interview of some weeiis back. 
The apartnii-nt that Dreyfus occupies 
measures IH feet long by 12 feet broad 
It is well lighted and well ventilated, 
and is provided with every tiling tlun 
might be considered lu-L'essary. Says M. 
Darius: 

"Dreyfus was standing with his back 
to the door wheit I entered, followed by 
M. Deniel. The prisoner did not turn 
around. Then the governor of the peni- 
tentiary called out in a voice of author- 
ity. "DreyfusI" The prisoner looked at 
us inquiringly; apparently he was not 
in the best of healili, althougii not ex- 
actly ill. I began the interview by in- 
forming him of the mission with which 
I was intrusted. 'It is well,' he replied, 
•but I will only speak with you alone, 
and not until that gentleman shall have 
left. I have no desire to have my acts 
and my words distorted for the second 
time.' M. Deniel prudently retired. 
Professional secrecy forbids me to re- 
port the declaration which Dreyfus 
made to me, but I can say that his 
first words were as follows: "At last, 
then, I shall be able to explain myself.' 
The ex-captain refused, however, to re- 
ply in writing to the questions put by 
the cour de cassation." M. Darius was 
seated and Dreyfus stood. The prisoner 
spoke for two hours, walking up and 
down the apartment. He gave the most 
complete explanations, made statements 
the accuracy of which could be easily 
tested, and mentioned names of some 
military officers who have not, so far. 
figured in the case. When Dreyfus had 
finished speaking M. Darius asked if the 
prisoner had any request to make re- 
garding the manner in which he was 
treated. "I have nothing tt) ask for ex- 
cept Justice," he replied. M. Darius, 
pointing to the pailsade which sur- 
rounds the cabin, asked Dreyfus if this 
inclosure inconvenienced him. "By no 
means." the prisoner replied, "it is of 
great service to me because it prevents 
my eyes being dazzled by the scintilla- 
tions of the sun upon the sea." Tiie 
interview ended with the.se words.

A beet sugar factory is in operation 
at Minneapolis and is said to be very 
successful. Whether its success finan- 
cially is due to the sugar bounty paid 
by the state is a point upon which The 
Herald has no information, but there 
does not appear to be any sound reason 
why this industry should not succeed 
in this state as well as in others that do 
n >t pay a bounty. Xor is there any 
g.xid reason why Minnesota should not 
have several more sugar foctories. one 
located in or near Duluth. It has been 
proven that sugar beats of splendid 
quality can be raised in this section. 

The manufacture of sugar from beets 
in the I'nited States has reached sur- 
prising magnitude, and the business 1.3 
only in the infancy of its development, 
and it will be many years before the 
supply is equal to the demand. Five 
factories are now in progress of erec- 
tion in Michigan alone. The following 
'figures have recently been published by 
Uhe best statistical authority in the 
ountry giving the estimated product of 
beet sugar by states this season:

The July number of the North 
American Review contains an article on 
the Cuban situation, written by a hi--h 
officer of the American army of oc.-uki- 
tion in Cuba, that is certain to create a 
profound impression. After quoting our 
solemn pledge that "the Fnited States 
hereby disclaims any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion or control over said islands except 
tor the pacification thereof, and assert<« 
Its determination when that is accom- 
plished to leave the government and 
the control of the island to its people." 
he goes on to make a startling presenta- 
tion of facts, of which these are the 
most significant: 

•There can be no doubt that the paci- 
fication' of the island is now accom- 
plished. City for city, the towns of 
Cuba are more peaceful and orderly 
than those of the United States. There 
n^ver was a more docile, quiet t.eople. 
All the reports of 'bandits' are zealously 
forwarded to the United States, and 
half of them are lies." 

The Cubans can and will give them- 
selves as good a government as have 
the petty republics of Souh and Central 
America. They are impatient to under- 
take the management of their own 
affairs. 

The irritation of the Cubans against 
the Americans and American military 
rule is daily increasing and will in- 
evitably presently find vent in a revolt 

To drift on, to delay evacuation, 
means "a strugle with a tremendou:s 
problem under disheartening conditions 
i.ving to help the people in the face of 
daily increasing opposition, ingratitu.le 
irritation, su.spicion. It means a post- 
ponement of the settlement of problems 
'■"nnec-ted with the material prosperity 
<; the island. It means a failure to ful- 
tiil a solemn pledge." 

If these statements are true, and th-- 
Keview says they are made by an officer 
of prominence and thoroughly reliable 
the situation in Cuba is indeed danger- 
ous, ami President McKiniey cannottlo 
•H>eedily take steps to carry into effect 
the pledge made by the United Stat 
when Spain was notified 
the island.

ratididacy for a seconil term. The Mc- 
Kinley sentiment in Minnesota, ac- 
cording to inside information Dick re- 
ceives, does not Indicate the Republi- 
cans will have a walkover at the polls 
a year from next November. Othi-r 
reports coming here show that Repub- 
lican sentiment is strong in favor of 
Judge Collins as the candidate of that 
pafty for governor next year.

Helgium's reduction in her purchases 
in 1899. compared with 1S98, is also 
along lines similar to those of the 
I'nited Kingdom and France, while the 
slight reduction in the sales to Spain is 
readily accounted for by ihe intenui)- 
tion of commeri-e betwec?! the two 
countries wJiich occurred in the early 
part of the fiscal year of ' i«vt9, but 
which is being resumed upon the for- 
mer l)asis, the May imports fiom and 
exjjorts to Spain being largely in 1 x- 
cess of tho.se of the correspo:uling 
month of last year. In all other 
European countries. Including Ger- 
many, where a reduction was expected 
in certain quarters, t^.. total figures 
thus far available show an increase 
and, as already indi<at.Ml, the reduc- 
tions where suih have occurred are 
largely in agricultural products, of 
which the increased home supply in 
foreign countries has been suHicieiit to 
cau.se both a n-duction in the deinaiid 
upon the I'nited States and the prices 
paid for that demanded.

A study of the details of exports from 
the I'nited States during the H.scal year 
just ended shows that every part of lh<^ 
world has evinced an Increased desire 
for American products. Europe is th • 
only part of the world that has failed :o 
increase the amount of money paid to 
us for our products, and this is .solely 
due to the plentiful supply of bread- 
stuffs in that part of the world in 1«'J9 
as compared with 1S98, and the conse- 
quent decrease in price paid per bushel, 
thus making a slight reduction in «)ur 
cash receipts from that part of the 
world. To Asia, to Africa, to South 
America, to Mexico, to Canada and lo 
the Hawaiian islands and Oceanica our 
sales have increased in quantity and 
value as compaied with the phenomeiial 
year 1898, the only grand division from 
which our receipts have been smaHei- 
this year than last being Europe, and 
even there the reduction is confined to 
the four countries. I'nited Kingdom. 
Prance. Belgium and Si>ain, and. as 
already indicated, is due to the fact that 
a large home supply of breadstuffs has 
reduced their payments to us for this 
class of our products. 

To British North America the exports 
in the fiscal year 1S99 will be in round 
numbers $90,000,000 as against $.85,000.- 
000 last year; to Mexico the exports will 
be about $2.'),000.000 as against $21.20.1.000 
last year; to Cuba the exports will be 
about $18,000,000 against $8,260,000 last 
year; to Porto Rico the t<»tal will be 
$2..")00.000 against $1,.'.00.000 in 1898, and to 
the entire West Indies group the total 
exports of the year will be $3,'., 000.000 in 
round numbers, against $26,439,000 last 
year. South America, to which our 
sales in the past have not shown as 
rapid an increase as those to other pari.^ 
of the world, shows a slight gain in 189;* 
and will reach a total of over $35,000,000, 
against 33.821,000 last year. To Asia the 
exports of the year will be about $4',.- 
000.000, as against $44,844,000 last year; 
China shows an increase of over 33 per 
cent and Hong Kong about an equal in- 
crease, while Japan, which purchased 
enormous quantities of raw cotton and 
various manufactured gocxls from us 
last year, has somewhat decreased hci 
purchases in tho.se lines, so that the 
total to Japan during the year will show 
a reduction of over $3,000,000 compared 
with 1898. but an increase of $3,000,000 
cf)mpared with 1897. Oceanica shows 
remarkable gains, the total for the year 
being likely to exceed $30,000,000, against 
$21,991,000 last year, and to Africa the 
exports of the year are In excess of 
those of any preceding year. 

Eurorx', as already indicated, is the 
only grafid division which has reduced 
the amount of money sent to the 
i'nited States for our products and this 
reduction is confined to the four coun- 
tries. United Kingdom. France, Bel- 
gium and Spain. The value of ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom for '^he 
year will be more than $25,000,000 be- 
low that of last year, while the reduc- 
tion in the value of our exports to 
France will be more than $20,000,000, to 
Belgium about $4,000,000. and to Spain 
about $2,000,000. This reduction oc- 
curs almost entirely In food products, 
and especially breadstuffs. A year ;igo, 
owing to the shortage in breadstuiTs in 
all other parts of the world, we were 
selling wheat at $1 a bushel, while >-.ow 
with good crops in Europe and else- 
where the export price of wheat is out 
about three-fourths that of a year ago

NEWMAN DEAD. 

Venerable Bishop of the 

Methodist Church Gives 

Up the Struggle. 

Saratoga, N. Y.. July .-..— Hishop John 
P. Newman of the Methodist Episcopal 
church is dead. 



John Philip Newman was born in New 
York city Sept. 1. 1826. He was edu- 
cated at Cozenova seminary. New York, 
studied theology and became a minister 
of the Methodist Episcopal church in 
1849. He spent the years 1860-1 travel- 
ing in Europe, Palestine and Egypt and 
in university study abroad. He was 
sent in 1864 to New Orleans to labor in 
behalf of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in the South. He was called in 
1869 to Washington, D. C, where he or- 
ganized and became the pastor of the 
Metropolitan Memorial Methodis* 
church. From 1869 to 1874 he was chap- 
lain of the senate. In the latter year 
he was appointed inspector of United 
States consuls in Asia and he again 
visited the Holy l^and. On his return 
he was again appointed to Metropolitan 
church, and after serving three years 
was appointed to Central church. New 
York, where he remained three years. 
In the winter of 1882 he accepted a 
unanimous invitation to become pastor 
of Madison Avenue Congiegational 
church. New York city, where he served 
two years, when he resigned. He then 
visited California, and aftei- ministering 
to Gen. Grant in his last illness, was a 
third time appointed to the Metropoli- 
tan church. Washington. Dr. Newman 
has been thrice elected to the general 
conference of his denomination, serving 
as a commissioner in 1876 to adjust the 
relations of the Methodist chuich. North 
and South, and in 1881 went to England 
as a delegate to the Methodist ecumen- 
ical council. In 1888 he was elected 
bishop. He was the author of •'From 
Dan to Beersheba." "Habylon and 
Nineveh," "Christianity Triumiihant," 
"Evenings With the Prophets on Lost 
Empires" and "America for Ameri- 
c-ans."

Houston. Tex., July '>. — A correspond- 
ent has just returned from a voyage 
through the Mooded districts. The dis- 
aster is so appaling that description is 
not possible. After this flood will come 
sickness undoubtedly, and what a week 
ago was the fairest part of Texas i.s 
now almost a God-forsaken wilderness. 
The waters of the Brazos have for six 
days covered its valley to a depth of 
from 6 to 30 feet. Where a week ago 
there was on every hand fields of cotton 
and corn, and thousands of acres of 
watermelons and cantaloupes, today 
there Is slimy mud over all the vegeta- 
tion, the carcasses of cows, mules, pigs. 
dugs and cats. mayhap humans, for 
many are missing. 

Our party left Hryan at sunrise yes- 
t«nday morning, .going to the Navasota 
bottoms and to a point about three miles 
from Mllllcati. Here we encountered 
t very where an overllow from the Nava- 
sota, which spread out fully two miles 
on either side of the Houston & Texas 
Central track. Everything is under 
water from 2 to 17 feet. It looked on all 
sides like a great lake, and the water 
was so high that for a vast area it c )m- 
pletely submerged the telegraph and 
lilephone poles along the line. In truth 
portions of the Navasota bottoms are 
even now a perfect sea. extending four 
or five miles wide at certain points. 

I saw hundreds of houses there totally 
pubmerged, and as many more were 
swept from their foundations and de- 
stroyed. The planters of the bottoms 
are still moving their help and what- 
ever is left of their stock to plajes wher.- 
they can be cared for. They are all 
n )bly helping each other and taking 
rt f uge wherever they can. some of them 
seeking safety on house tops. 

All the planters stated that the out- 
side world has no conception of tht 
fli:ods or losses Incurred l>y the destruc- 
tion of crops, stock and l)uildinss. 
Nearly every planter has built boats 
and sent them through the flooded dis- 
tricts to render assistance to the people 
and, if possible, save some of their 
drowning stock. 

The Hood district has a length of over 
50U miles, a breadth of probably fifty 
miles, and in all this vast space damage 
Incalculable has been dune. 

The lu.«s to life will never be fully 
known, perhaps; the bottoms were 
thickly settled, mostly with negro ten- | 
ant farmers: among these has been the 
greatest loss of life. 

To show the damage done the follow- 
ing estimates have been made by men 
who are in a posijlon to know: Lives 
lost from 100 to 30ft; loss fo farmers, in- 
cluding < rops as well as livestock, from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000; damage to rail- 
roads and to country bridges, $2,000,000 
to $4,000,000. TheAe estimates are tak.^n 
on the whole area. It is known thai 
more than sixt> people have met their 
death; that many bodies have been re- 
covered; it is not believed that all of 
tii'-ni will ever be recovered.

If. on the other 
hand, it is as a iirotecior of gambling 
houses that you intervene, permit me to 
tell you that Dreyfus himself would dis- 
pense with your services."

The supreme court of the Straits 
Settlement has granted an injunction 
against the publishers, Messrs. Kelly 
and Walsh, limited. The court linds 
that the story of the interview is fal.se 
and libelous and the further publi.^h- 
ing thereof is prohibited by order of 
the court. This injunction is valid 
throughout the Straits Settlements.

The termination of the three years' 
receivership of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad has very naturally been made 
the subject of many articles, because of 
the happy results that have attended it. 
The road has been completely rehabili- 
tated by the receivers and put <>n a 
prosperous basis, and it is said lliat 
its earnings for 1898 indicate an ability 
to pay an annual dividend of 4 per cent 
«)n its preferred and something on its 
common stock. The company .:tarts 
anew without a floating debt and with 
a substantial capital. All of which is 
highly creditable to the receivers, 
Messrs. Cowen and Murray, and stamps 
them as great railway managers. 

The succe.ssful termination of this re- 
ceivership has suggested to the Chi- 
cago Journal another aspect of the 
railway question than the mere protec- 
tion of private interests. If it is pos- 
sible for officers of a court succe.ssfully 
to manage and control a great railway 
as this one has been managed and c;>n- 
irolled, and, despite its disorganized 
condition and the fierce coinpetition of 
powerful rivals, to put it in the way 
of becoming a profitable enterprise 
again, it cannot successfully be main- 
tained any longer that" the government 
ownership of railways would necessarily 
be a failure. The courts are part of 
the government. The receivers are of- 
Icers of the courts. If part of the 
government, through its ofllcers, can 
successfully administer the affairs of a 
railway system, it would seem to be 
demonstrated that the whole govern- 
ment can, especially if it had the pov.er 
to conduct railways as government 
monopolies, safe from competition and 
released from the obligation of pay- 
ing dividends on water. "The Balti- 
more & Ohio receivership," says the 
Journal, "is a strong case for the even- 
tual ownership and control by the gov- 
ernment of all the railways in this 
country. It is no longer good sense to 
say the government shouldn't because 
it can't." 

The Journal may be regarded by 
many people as too optimistic. The 
fact that this receivership was suc- 
cessful does not settle the question of 
government ownership being also a 
succe.ss. How many receiverships havr 
been failures and have left railroads in 
hopelssly bad shape? And how can it 
be predicted that congress would not 
hand over the management of gov>rn- 
ment roads to politicians who would 
fill all the positions with their political 
friends and workers to the detriment 
of the service? If a public sentiment

the creation or maintenance of trusts. 
Neither of these statements is correct, 
and the claim that a protective tariff 
does not generate trusts is founded upon 
a false assumption of fact. 

Recently a protectionist organ sent a 
stalT correspondent to Kngland to wrilc 
up the trusts in that country and to 
show that they are numerous there. 
This corre8i)ondent, after arduous efl'ort, 
iias succeeded in discovering that there 
is an English company which has a 
monopoly of the manufacture of gun- 
powder, and that Jtnfither company 
makes nearly all the Iron bedsteads 
used in that country. So far as this 
enterprising correspondent has been 
able to discover after much roaming 
and inquiry this is about the extent of 
the trust business in England. The rea- 
son why trusts are so numerous in tiii.-? 
country and are practically unknown 
in Englan<l is easy to find. There being 
no protective tariff in iOngland. th / 
door is open to foreign competition, and 
con.sequontly there is no inducement for 
the formation of trusts. This truth was 
recognized by John Sherman when in 
the .senate he proposed that free trade 
should be declared for any article the 
manufacture and sale of which is con- 
trolled by a trust, and is also admitted 
by the leading Republican paper of thv 
Xorthwest, the St. Paul Picmeer Press, 
which recently advanced the Sherman 
plan as the best means to curb the 
power of the trusts which have raised 
prices to consumers. 

The Philadelphia Record says: "The 
absurdity of the assertion that trusts 
are rife in England is exposed by the 
consideration that under existing condi- 
tions such a system cannot prevail in 
that country. No sooner should a com- 
bination in any branch of ordinary Eng- 
lish industry undertake to raise prices 
than imports would pour in from 
Fiance, Germany, Belgium, Switzer- 
land and the I'nited States to redress 
the balance in favor of consumers. The 
English markets would overflow with 
goods 'made in Germany' in the absence 
of a tariff dike to keep them out. In 
protection countries, on the other hand, 
the trusts are sheltered from foreign 
competition by high duties, and they 
raise prices to despoil home consumers. 
This is manifestly impossible in free 
trade England, save in exceptional con- 
ditions favorable to the development of 
some special industry in which there is 
no foreign competition. 

"To say that free trade and industrial 
trusts, or monopolies, cannot co-exist in 
the same country is merely to state a 
universal economic law. Free competi- 
tion and trade combinations are cont'-a- 
dictions in terms, and those who go 
about to discover an occasional trust in 
England are only trying to prove that 
there are exceptions to the law of com- 
mercial freedom. We have seen with 
what facility the sugar trust, the tin 
plate trust, the glucose trust, the glass 
trust and numberless like combinations, 
whose name is legion, have raised prices 
against .American consumers behind the 
tariff wall. Is any one so wanting in 
fairness or in the mental ability to trace 
cause and effect as to pretend that such 
monopolies could exist In free trade 
England, or in any other free trade 
country, with the industrial and com- 
mercial world to compete against 
them?" 

There is no doubt that Mr. Havemeyer 
spoke the truth when he told the indus- 
trial commission a few days ago that 
the protective tariff is the mother of all 
trusts. Unless the Republican party, 
which has a majority in both branches 
of the congress that will assemble next 
fall, enacts legislation to deprive trusts 
of the benefits which they enjoy from 
the present tariff law, its platform dec- 
larations against trusts will be properly 
regarded by the people as unworthy of 
confidence and intended only to hood- 
wink the voters.

The insular limitations of Great Bri- 
tain and the sharp line of dlscriniin- 
ation drawn through families by the 
law of primogeniture is giving this 
kind of training a larger value as the 
populatiiui increases and the oppor- 
tunities for younger sons become com- 
liaratively fewer. Nothing of this sort 
has as yet been needed in this country, 
but if our foreign dependencies con- 
tinue to increa.se we shall have to es- 
tablish an institution of this character. 
I'erhaps it would be well tt» start one 
at once, and as .)ur "colonies" are now 
under the control of the war dep.irl- 
ment, the tht>ught naturally arises if it 
Would not be a good idea for i'resideiit 
McKinley to have the college start nl at 
(»nce and put Alger at the head of it. 
I'.y this means, he would be taken out 
of the cabinet and yet he w«)uld not 
leave the war department "under fire." 
And then he has for years h;id a yearl- 
ing to enjoy the title of inesideiit—as 
the head of the colonial college he 
Would be entitled to that distinction. 
No doubt when I'resident McKiiiKy 
reads this suggestion by The Herald he 
will hasten to adopt it.

There is also a varied system of in- 
struction in the different kinds of farm- 
ing that correspond to the natural con- 
ditions of the particular locations con- 
templated. Thus, one may qualify for 
Manitoba by studying wheat raising;

THE SPANISH PRISONERS. 

Aguinaldo and the Spaniards Reach 
an Agreement. 

Manilla. July ,"..— Th-- negotiations be- 
tween the Spanish ofliceis and Aguin- 
aldo at Tarlac concerning the Spanish 
prisoners in the hands of the Filipinos 

have resulted in a partial agreement. 
According to unoflicial reports the in- 
surgents have promised to release the 
sick soldiers, who number several hun- 
dred, and the civil ufHcials, iiut they in- 
tend to keep the friars, expecting that 
the Chun h will finally pay a heavy 
ransom. 

It is reported that the civilian prison- 
ers are being concentrated at Tarlac 
.Hnd Aparri. as well as some of the 
other ports recently opened, from which 
they could be shipped to Manilla. The 
Spaniards assert that the Filipinos are 
impressing all the military prisoners 
into engineering, hospital and clerical 
work. 

Today the Bennington will take Pro- 
fessor Schurman, president of the 
American commission, from the PhiliiJ- 
pines to Hong Kong, from which ))laco 
he will sail for Japan to pay a shr.r 
visit there before leaving for the 
I'nited States. 

Admiral Dewey, Col, Denby, Profes.sor 
Worcester and Professor Schurman will 
meet in Washington during the autuinr. 
to compile a report of the commission's 
labors. The commission recently investi- 
gated the question of currency and tlv 
Chinese i)roblem as it presents itself 
here. A large number of business men 
wish to continue on a silver basis. There 
are a few, however, who favor a gold 
basiy or the adoption of the Japanese 
system. 

Many in the Philippines are anxious 
to exclude the Chinese. On the other 
hand many large manufacturers prefer 
to employ Chinese labor, on the ground 
of efficiency, though no doubt the mat- 
ter of cheapness influences their opin- 
ion. 

There was a great celebration of the 
Fourth here with fireworks, bands, 
speeches and decorations ever.vwhere, 
all nationalities participating. The for- 
eign ships and consulates, including the 
Spanish, raised their colors in ci)njunc- 
tion with the Stars and Stripes. The 
flagship fired a national salute at noon.

Sons of the 
American Revolution, Montana Pi.>- 
neers' society, a battery of artillery, the 
Helena fire department, Helena military 
band, numerous lodges. Governor Smith 
and staff, the capitol commission and 
architects and builders, and stale, 
county and city officials. 

Governor Smith delivered an address 
touching the new building and then 
J.'seph K. Toole, the first governor of 
Montana, and orator of the day, spoke. 
(Jrand Master Charles W. Pomeroy then 
proceeded with the laying of the cor- 
ner stone, as iJiescribed in the Masonic 
ritual. The trowel used contained all 
the metals found in Montana.

The prelim- 
inary steps were taken yesterday af- 
ternoon and today when Capt. James 
Davidson, of Hay City, and T. F. New- 
man and W. A. Collier, of Cleveland, 
appraised tugs and other property of 
the White Line Towinpr company and 

the Inman company. This afternoon 
the three vesseltnen coniduded Uieir 
work and left for Chicago ^)n liie 
< >maha. 

They will go to either Cleveland or 
J^ori Huri>n. where they will meet witn 
other prominent ship owners wlio ate 
in the combine anil then the party uili 
look oVer the tug property at the Sou 
and at Milwaukee. Just what lornis 
have been agreed on for the tran.^f^r- 
ring of the local tug lines has been kept 
in confidence by the interested parties. 
It is said that the Singer and Inman 
lines ale much desired by the vessel 
owners* combine. These two lines are 
said to be among the best on the lakes 
and while in several instances the com- 
pany is l)uying up concerns where con- 
siderable repairing and rebuilding will 
be necessary in order to have the tug 
service all over the lakes up to the 
standard desired l»y the new coml)irie, 
the two Duluth lines are all right and 
if they pass under the control of the 
t;reat Lakes Towing company there will 
i>e few. if any. of the present fleet ».ast 
out or rebuilt. 

Capt. Davidson and his associa:es 
spent yesterday afternoon looking over 
the property of the two lines and this 
morning finished the work of inspection 
and w«rked over the details of the deal 
with the owners. Capt. Davidson said 
this morning that the combine was a 
certainty and the success of the project 
is assured He .said that the vesselmen 
had already raised suficient mon^y to 
push it to a succe.ssful finish, even if 
they were compelled to build a fleet at 
every port of importance on the lakes. 
■"What we cannot buy, we will l)uild." 
said he, "but of course we would mucii 
rather buy these plants outright. The 
ve.<;sel men are willing to pay a fair 
price for all fleets, but of the tug.-^ we 
have looked ovei' we have found some of 
them will be useless to us in their pres- 
ent condition." 

Capt. Davidson looks to see the pres- 
ent $1 rate on ore from Duluth. Super- 
ior and Two Ha bors hold for th^? re- 
mainder of the .season, though he thinks 
that the rate on wheat may even go up 
higher. He .says that there is now a 
great demand for ore in the East, and 
the furnaces must have it. The iron 
manufacturers are making a great ,Jeal 
of money and feel able to pay the rates 
asked to keep the vessels in the ore 
trade. Capt. Davidson said that in case 
the Duluth lines joined the combine 
there would be but one office here and 
there would be no advance in the rates 
It is thought that few tugs will do the 
^vo^k and the office force will b*- le- 
duced one-half.

the division of statistics. Some three 
weeks ago a pamphlet on goat keeping 
prepared by thetaptain. was distributed 
by the agricultural department. The 
pamphlet called the attention of far- 
mers and gardeners to the enormous de- 
mand for the products of the goat 'l\ ■ 
extremeLv limited supply of these 'ani- 
mals in the I nited States, and the great 
profit to be derived from keeping goa^s 
along with other live stock. In response 
to this circular inquiries are daily being 
received by the department from men 
all f.ver the country who want further 
information. To some extent farmers 
have already heeded the advice and 
limited supplies of goats have been pur- 
chased by way of experiment. 

In his recent pamphlet Capt. Barnes 
calls attention merely to the profit that 
may be derived from the pursuit of a 
neglected industry. He intends to en- 
c<iuiage goat herding and goat breeding 
as a regular occupation of the American 
agriculturist, and another pamphlet is 
soon to follow, in which the methods of 
keeping goats will be explained in de- 
tail. In the pamphlet just issued Capt 
Barnes calls attention in the first place 
to the enormous increase in importa- 
tions of goat skins. In 1864, when goa< 
skins were first separately classified.

This means the slaugh- 
ter of over 16.000.000 goats and kids per 
year. 

-Practically all the goat skins enter- 
ing into the commerce and manufacture 
of the I'nited States are imported," the 
writer continues. Only among the peo- 
ple of Spanish and Mexican descent has 
there been any appreciable interest in 
goat herding. In the suburbs of cities 
the stray goats are kept for their milk 
and in Virginia there has always been a 
limited supply of the.se animals. In 
parts of the West some lively butting 
billies are also kept with herds of sheep 
as a protection against dogs, wolves and 
coyotes. 

The writer gives three useful objects 
of goat keeping: first, for the production 
of the skins, kid leather being exten- 
sively used all over the world; second 
for the use of the hair or wool espe- 
cially the mohair of the Angora cross 
breeds, and third, for the consumption 
of dairy products. The goat meat is also 
mentioned as a desirable product of thia 
animal. Some animals are kept for one 
some for another purpose: in others thJ 
value as a milk-producing and a wool- 
giving animal is considered. Wherever 
.skins are the principal product sought 
for. common goats are the most num- 
erous, this being, in fact, the principal 
branch of the entire industry. Select 
common stock, similar in quality to 
the dairy stock of cattle, is chosen for 
the animals which give the milk, and 
certain strains, possessing high milking 
qualities, are particularly favored 
Among these are the breeds of Switzer- 
land, France and Malta. 

In the latter country all the milk 
used by the native population is sup- 
plied by goats, each animal yielding 
from one to two quarts, sometimes 
more, in a day. Goat milk is also highlv 
prized in the United States, but, strange 
to say. it can hardly be said to be on 
the market. Wherever goats are milked 
the product is nearly always used for 
home consumption. Once in a while a 
physician will prescribe goat's milk for 
a patient, and in that case strenuou.s 
efforts are made to find a supply of the 
vjiluable article, though as a rule it is 
aifflcult to obtain. Capt. Barnes believes 
that if someone in the vicinity of anv 
fair-sized city should undertake to raise 
milch goats and would bring the milk \<. 
market, he could sell it very readily 
perhaps at as high a price as 25 cents a 
quart. While the trade-in go-it skin-? 
IS already established, and the quesiioi. 
IS merely whether they shall oe ;mport- 
ed from Europe and Asia or produced 
for home consumiition. the busine.ss in 
goat milk v.ould need to be newly estab- 
lished. In Germany and Switzerlaml 
the goat milk is commonly consumed, 
and in England its u.se has increased 
considerably within the last few years 

Relative to the value of the goat as a 
fieece-producing animal Capt. Barnes 
speaks in the highest terms of the An- 
gora goat, whose mohair is winniu" 
greater and greater favor in the mar- 
kets of the world. About five pounds of 
fine, long, silky hair are furnished an- 
nually by each goat, and this is exten- 
sively used in the manufacture of clothf; 
the goods being of fine quality and very 
durable as well. The pure Angora goat 
has its home in Turkey. From there a 
limited number of the family have oc- 
casionally been exported, although th,^ 
sick man's government is thoroughly 
averse to the loss of the superior breed. 
When a male Angora goat is crossed 
with the common short-haired goat, i 
fieece of good texture is generally ob- 
tained after the first or second cross, so 
that if the process of cross-breeding is 
continued. Angoras are to all practical 
purposes obtained after a short tinio. 
In this way the breed has been spread 
throughout the world, and at the pres- 
ent time it is estimated that there arc 
fully 200,000 Angoras even In this goat- 
less country of the United States. 

The presence of these cross-breeds in- 
dicates that the goat industry as re- 
gards fieece production has already be- 
gun on a fair scale.and Capt. Barnes cites 
a number of letters by men through- 
out the United States who express their 
satisfaction with the profit they have 
received from their Angoras at com- 
paratively small cost. These fine breeds 
it appears, can be raised in any section 
of the country except in the swampv 
districts. The warmth of Florida and 
the cold of Montana are alike congenial 
to their natures. In hilly countries and 
dry climates they thrive the best, but 
in the bush plains, as those of the state 
of Iowa, they also prosper very well. •

sumption of milk, and the use of mo- 
hoir— and having shown by the figures 
on imports how great the demand for 
the first of thes? has come to be Capt 
Barnes adduces idditional reasons to in- 
fiuence the American farmers to under- 
take the raising of goats. For one he 
points to the very limited expense con- 
nected with the keeping of the horned 
billies. The goat, he says, is a ve-y 
hardy animal and requires almost tu> 
care, nothing more than a little shelter 
It feeds on the roughest kind of grasses 
V^eeds, in fact, are its favorites, and 
therefore a piece of pasture land which 
has lieen gone o.er by cattle and sheep 
still presents plenty of food for the 
goats. The latter may also be sent over 
the ground first, and will pick off the 
weeds, leaving the tender grasses for 
other animals. 

Capt. Barnes speaks at length of the 
unimproved lane which is lying idle in 
enormous tracts in the West and to a 
great extent, in almost every Eastern 

!n ; .^!^''K'' '*' ''®"^y o*" vegetation on 
all of this, he says, to feed the herds cf 
goats. As they can be purchased at an 
average price of $2 per head and then 
allowed to multiply, consuming almost 
no valuable food. Capt. Barnes points 
out that the gross profit derived from 
the sale of skins, milk and mohair 
would be practically a net profit Th.^ 
cost of the labo- is al.so very small a 
single herdsman being able to take care 
of an entire fiock. Interesting statistics 
are given showirg that the surplus un- 
skilled labor in various sections of the 
country runs in direct proportion to the 
untilled land.s. This argument, to judge 
by letters recei-. ed by the agricultural 
department, has had its effect upon the 
South, where tie farmers would be 
glad to find work for some of the Idle 
negroes. 

While the cheaimess of the goat is the 
primary consideration, positive advan- 
tages are also to be derived from th.- 
trespass of goats upon any soil. In th'- 
first place, every herding animal acts a- 
a natural fertiliz?r. and the goat itself 
possesses the further advantage of 
l^eing a natural destroyer of weeds 
Turned loose on :he hay field, the goa' 
%vill succeed in destroying nearly all the 
obnoxious weeds .vithin the first season 
leaving nothing but good, substantial 
grasses. Finally, the male goat can 
serve the purpose to which it has been 
put in a few insta ices-that of guardian 
for the more tin" id sheep. A .score or 
two of goats witli a herd of sheep will 
scare away the average dog or coyote 
and even the wol-es may sometimes bo 
frightened away, 'or a butting billy will 
fight, and fight hard, on all occasions 

Before concluding his pamphlet. Capt 
Barnes submits some statistics on the 
number of goats to be found in different 
countries in the world. in all the 
I nited States there are but 500.000 of 
which fully two-fifths are the fa'ncv 
Angoras.

Claims That Trusts Are Not 

Due to the Protective 

Tariff.

Washington. July 5.— (Special to Thf 
Herald.) — The appropriation aei for the 
department of agriiulture for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1899. made pro- 
vision for the collection "from agricul- 
tural colleges, agricultural experiment 
statii>ns and other sources, including 
the »'mploynunt of praitical agents, of 
\aluable information and data on the 
subject of irrigation, and publishing the 
same in bulletin form." Congress at its 
last session increased the appropriation 
for this work, authorizing the secretary 
of agiiculture 'to investigate and re- 
I t>rt upon the laws and institutions re- 
lating to irrigation and upon the use of 
iirigation waters in agriculture than 
those in common use." 

The office of experiment stations, to 
which the work thus proviiled for w is 
assigned by the secretary of agricul- 
ture, has. after consultation with ex- 
periment station oftliers and irrigation 
engineers familiar with the conditions 
uf the irrigated regions, un leitaken to 
organize investigations on the tollowins 
»{«^neral lines: (1) The collectifjn and 
publication of information regarding the 
laws and institutions of the irrigated 
legion in their relation to agriculture, 
find (2) the publication of available in- 
formation regarding the use of irriga- 
tion waters in agriculture as shown by 
actual experience of farmers and by ex- 
perimental investigations. EIW(jod 
Alead. formerly state engineer of Wy- 
oming, who has had a long and suc- 
cessful experience as irrigation en- 
gineer and administrator of irrigation 
Inws. and i>: familiar with ti;c agricul- 
tural t'ondltlons of the arid regions, was 
given immediate direction of the work, 
with headciuarters at Cheyenne, Wy- 
t)ming. 

In recognition of the special facilities 
possessed by the experiment stations for 
investigating irrigation matters, as well 
as the \alue of the work already done 
by stime of them, the act of longress 
above referred to authorizes these insti- 
tutions to co-operate with the secretary 
of agriculture. In pursuance of the plan 
of Work adopted, the representative of 
the department has made a study of 
the laws and institutions of a p<»rtion 
of the Irrigated region, and the results 
thus far obtained will shortly lie pub- 
lished in bulletin form. The first of 
these bulletins will discuss the laws 
Hkieh control the diversion and the usl' 
for irrigation of the waters of the Mis- 
souri river and its tributaries, embrac- 
ing the states of Colorado, Kansas, 
Montana. Nebraska, North Dakota. 
South Dakota and Wyoming and the 
Northwest territories of Canada. The 
second bulletin will give abstracts of 
the laws for acquiring title to water in 
the same region, with the legal forms ir^ 
use

Representative Tawney, who spent 
the last week in Washington, in speak- 
ing of the testimony given by Have- 
nieyer. of the sugar ti'ust. before the in- 
dustrial commission recently, denounc.-'s 
that "great" magnate in most emphatic 
terms. Of course he talks as an extreme 
protectionist. Mr. Tawney was the only 
member of the ways anil means com- 
mittee who happened to be in Wash- 
ington at the time Mr. Havemeyer gave 
his testimony before the industrial com- 
mission and voiced the statement that 
"protection is the mother of all trust.-<." 
In speaking of Havemeyer's outburst 
Mr. Tawnev said: 

■ Mr. 'Taveineye- talked lik • a crazy 
man. His railings against protection 
(annot influence the opinion of a sane 
man in this country who will for a 
moment read and consider the testi- 
mony given by the trust president be- 
fore the industrial commission. He said 
that protection is the mother of all 
trusts. If that is true, then the original 
and most colossal trust organization wi- 
have in this country was born without 
a maternal i>arent. The Standard Oil 
trust does not reap benefits from the 
protective system, yet it controls the 
oil market. Mr. Havemeyer says thai, 
the sugar duties are not as protective 
as they should be, yet it is 
the boast of the sugar trust 
that it controls the output of 
refined sugar. In one sentence of 
his comments Mr. Havemeyer says 10 
per cent of protection is enough for any 
Industry in this country: then he fol- 
lows this statement with a plea for ad- 
ditional protection for th- sugar refin- 
ing industiy. which now has nearer 40 
per cent the advantage over foreign re- 
finers, considering the one-eighth dif 
ferential. 

"What Mr. Havemeyer wants Is free 
raw sugar, in order that the beet sugar 
Industry may be crushed out in its in- 
fancy. If that is done, and a good stiff 
differential maintained, the sugar trust 
would be in clover. That Is precisely 
what the protectionists m congress de 
dined to give the sugar retlners. 

"It is only necessary." continued Mr. 
Tawney, "to refer to the thousands of 
independent manufacturers and pro- 
ducers in all parts of the couTitry. who 
w ere luined by the Wilson-Qorman act. 
to the proposition by Mr. Havemeyer 
that a straight 10 per cent rate of cus- 
toms duties on all grades of imports is 
sufTicient to keep out foreign competi- 
tion, and the Havemeyer testimonj" 
would be completely repudiated. His 
statement would be repudiated even by 
the framers of the last Democratic 
tariff act. Thousands of low-tariff 
Democrats who are engaged in pro- 
ductive enterprises, and who only ask 
for such moderate but adequate pro- 
tection as will cover the difference be- 
tween rates of wages in this country 
and in Europe, know that the Have- 
meyer statement is uttel-ly silly and 
wttrthless."

The Insular Commission Is Prepar- 
ing: a New Code. 

Wa.shingtiin, July r>. — Since tne order 
of the president continuing the legal ex- 
istence tif the insular t'omrnission the 
nifmiiers have been preparing a code of 
laws to take the jdace of the Sp.inisli 
statutes in Porto Uico. The best legal 
advii-e the commlsioners have been able 
to obtain supports the commissioners' 
own view that such a new corle can be 
legally adopted by the military govern- 
ment i)f the island with the sanction of 
the president, and without awaiting the 
a ti'ti i.f congress.

It Is considered prf)l)able. that a larjje 
part at least of the new <'0<le of laws be- 
ing formulated by tiie jommlssion will be 
adopte<l and put in force before the meet- 
ing of C4ingress.

The result has 
been that the cash or subsidiary change 
coin is now worth much mon- than its 
face value in silver. In fact. 'the Chinese 
government is paying l.:;.'> taels for the 
copper and zinc out of whicfi is minted 
tnough cash to make one tael in the ag- 
gregate. The consul says that the pres- 
ent great scarcity in cojiper will cause 
the issue of silver subsidiary coinage.

Russia, 
which a year ago was the only country 
without Christian lOndeavor, has no^v 
been invaded by the movement, and we 
hear of our society almost within the 
czar's household. 

"Our efforts in behalf of universal 
peace and international arbitration 
have met great success. It has received 
the hearty approval of many of tiie 
greatest men in Europe as well as 
America. 

"The spirit of brotherhood, of nation.il 
and interdenominational fellowship, of 
seeking after God and not the things 
that peitain to offlci- and station, will. T 
believe, characterize this eighteenth 
annual c(mvention. and I pray God that 
his spirit may i>ervade every futu.e 
gathering of Christian Endeavorers and 
the whole mo\ement in all its phases 
and forms of work the world over."

SDLPHUR IN SICILY. 
Consul Hungartner. writes from Ca- 
tania that the method generally used in 
Sicily for the reduction of sulphur ore 
is very primitive. The kiln is built into 
the ground to a depth o^^ six to nine feet, 
the walls being of mawjnry and cylin- 
drical in form, with a sloping floor of 
stone and gypsum. When the cal- 
carone, or kiln, is filled, the ore at the 
bottom is in large pieces, so that there 
may be no impediment to the "oli-1 ' 
(Sicilian term for molten sulphur) run- 
ning out. and the pieces of ore become 
gradually smaller until ti'ie top of the 
calcarone is reached. Th.e ore is then 
heaped up in the form of a. large cone, 
and is covered with turf, sand and 
refuse from former fusions, in order io 
prevent loss and protect it somewhat 
from the elements. During the flllin.g 
process several air slutfts are placed 
into the ore. by means of which the flr ? 
is communicated thereto, and through 
combustion of the mineral Itself tlie 
whole mass melts, this process lasting 
from ten to twenty days. A small hole 
is made at the lowest po.'nt of the wall, 
through which the liquidized sulphur 
runs, and is taken off Into square 
wooden forms, containing- from 130 to 
170 pounds of sulphur. Tnis is contin- 
ued day by day until all tlie sulphur is 
extracted. The capacity of the kilns 
varies from 7000 to 52,500 c^ubic feet, ami 
on(» fusion of a large calcarone la.'sts 
three months. One great disadvantat'* 
of this system is the dama.?e to vegeta- 
tion by sulphur fumes. The calcarone 
is allowed by law to be in operation 
only from June 28 to Dec. 31. 



SANITATION IN JAPAJ^. 
The Japanese town of JeukcJian vas 
recently discovered to be in an unsan- 
itary condition, consequent upon which 
frequent epidemics occurred, says the 
New York Tribune. The Japanese of- 
ficials selected a spot in the neighbor- 
hood that could be well drained. Streets 
;uid public places were laid out upon it. 
liuilclings were erected and the entire 
inhabitants of the city of Jettkchaii. 
numbering 40,000. were removed to the 
new site. As the buildings were slight 
wooden structures the scheme was 
juacticable. '^

Has But a Miserable Ex- 
istence.

That men. in these times, should build 
fortifications In Kansas, garrison them 
with armed men and appeal t<) the courts 
lor orders to prevent other men from 
comin.g on their property sec-ms impossi- 
ble. 

Kansas as a stale is known as a great 
agricultural community, where men own 
tlu-lr homes and follow the pursuits of 
Iteaceful law-abiding citizens, not herded 
together, but free to go and come as they 
I>lease, with no restrictions on their ac- 
tions excevit those necessary to i)revent 
crime. As a state Kansas does not realize 
that the same conditions which prevail in 
Feiinsylvanla and West \'lrKinla. almost 
the same conditions that are found in 
some parts of Europe, exist within its own 
borders, savs the Kansas Cit.v Star, 'i'he 
coal mining districts of Southeastern 
Kansas furnishes them. 

The i)rincipal coal mining district of 
Kansas Ls a narrow strip of country that 
begins near the northeast corner td' (Vaw- 
fi>rcl county, about 100 miles south of Kan- 
sas City, and runs southwest to the edge 
of Cherokee county. The vein is about 
forty-four Inches thick and sixty feel un- 
der tlie ground. It is nowhere very wide 
and the coal bc^ls really worth working 
are nc)t more than (Uc> miles In width in 
aiiv part of the district. The best mines 
are near Pittsburg and Weir City. It is 
estimated that in ten or fifteen years .so 
much of the coal will have been taken 
out that the territory will not longer be 
wholly prolilable. Mining will continue 
much longer, but the Kansas City mar- 
ket will get lis chief supply of fuel from 
other sources. Just now it buys Kansas 
coal almost exclusively. 

in this territory are .V.(iO miners with 
their families. Their number Is constant- 
Iv increasing as the demand for Kansas 
coal urows. The recent importations of 
negroes, to take the place of white min- 
ers, does not promise much improvement 
in the conditions that exist there. Most 
of the men now In the district are of for- 
eign birth, though there is a sprinkling ot 
Anurican-born citizens In every mining 
camp in the district, and In some of them 
the American-born predominate In num- 
bers. , , 
The places In which they live are calleil 
camps, not because they are temixirary 
places, for the t)iiildinKS are permanent, 
but to the miners most of the houses are 
merelv shelters from the weather. Half 
the mining villages in the district are not 
homes. The housc-s are places to stay in 
and children grow to be men and women 
in them, with no Idea of home or respon- 
sibility, no attachment to the soil or to 
the giivernment under whic-h they live. 
Thev learn to brood over the troubles ol 
the life- they lead and to blame the corn- 
pan v tirst and I he government next for 
permitting tiiem to exist. In some there 
grows up a stubborn rebellious spirit of 
detiance. in others a feeling of "don't 
care ■ that helps to cultivate habits of 
wastefulness and Its natural ally, drunk- 
enness. 

ICverv mining camp that Is large has in 
.schotd house, but this is used jointly with 
the farmers" children. The children of the 
farmers have, usually, much better op- 
portunllv of learning, more time to attend 
school, ihan the children of the miners. 
There are more children to each family on 
the farms of Kansas than In the mining 
camps. This Is the opinion of teachers 
and others who know tne children of th;- 
district.

At night when 
the men come out of 

the mine black with dust there is an army 
of bovs that come up with them. Black 
and clirtv their small shoulders hang fo:- 
w^ard iust as th*> shoulders of the old min- 
ers seem to set forward, the residt of 
their underKrouiid wc»rk. ' 

The Kansas miner earns enough to live 
In comiiaraiive comfort and save money. 
He earns more than the section hand on 
the railroad and lives worse. 

This riuestlon w.is under discussion last 
week In the office of one of the "Big 
Four" mining companies when the pay 
ndls were brought out and page after 
l)age exhibited and examined. There wer.^ 
loUK rows of miners' names with the 
amount paid in wages set opposite. Thc-y 
showed that, in winter and spring, about 
one man in ten received %\W or more in a 
month. I'su illv that man had a son wh > 
went into the mine with him and helped 
hlra to pick the coal after it had been 
shot down. Of course the fact that th.- 
books show that a miner had $100 comin-j: 
to him does not prove that he got $1(10 in 
cash. There would be an entry "John 
Davis $113 " and just below "John Brown. 
$:;8 00 " The difference, it was 

explained, was that one was an ex- 
pert miner and was working every day in 
good coal: the other was not an expert 
and did not work every day or had struck 
a bad r>lace In the mine. There were a-* 
many entries showing more than %^M in 
the month as there were showing less, but 
the wld" differences in the amounts 
named were largely accounted for by the 
irregularities In the coal. There are r(»ugn 
places In the mines and a man who can 
earn $4 or $"> one day many not earn >J 
cejits the- next day with an equal amount 
of work Taken as a whole the miners 
who work all day. twenty-five days in a 
ironth. earn wages that average better 
than $:: a day. Two brothers bought a 
firm recently In Crawford county, and 
paid $SiKMl for It. money I hey had earned 
In eight years in the mines. Ca.ses of that 
sort are as rare as sunstrokes In Norway, 
but the fact that they do exLst makes th* 
condition of the average miner s family 
seem more remarkable. 

The system which has ground the miner 
down, 'until he considers himself llUle 
more than a serf and has his neighbor s 
indorsemmt of that opinion. Is the anxiety 
of the oom'Minles to make every dollar 
thev can out Of the miner. They have a 
thousand ways of doing It. The systems 
that have fjrown up have reached such a 
state of perfection that not more than a 
third of the wages paid to miners in th.. 
district is naid In cash. The .schemes 
came from 'the East and were adopted 
here when Kansas coal began to find a 
market In Kansas City. An operator will 
explain it this way: Freight rates and 
the actual amounts paid for mining de- 
termine where a town or city shall buy 
Us coal. An advance In the payments made 
to Kansas miners would reduce the dis- 
tance coal can be hauled and sold In com- 
petition with the coal from Iowa and Illi- 
nois As a business proposition the oper- 
ators must reduce the actual cost of min- 
ing to the minimum and the methods 
adopted for accomplishing that end are 
ingenious vlewe<l from the operators 
standpoint, barbarous as seen by the 
miner. Some mines are more liberal than 
others. In all of them the miner Is loser. 
THE COMPANY'S POWDER RBVENl'K

I'lemliiK has no city Kovernment. , no 
church, no tre"s. excerpt a few that w<-iv 
on Ihe ground whe'ii the' town was laid off. 
\'ery few miners raise gardens. The mc-ii 
sit around and curse the company. There 
Is nothing permanent that belonjrs to 
them and they care nothing for the ap- 
pearance of the places 111 whic-h they li\e. 
Here- and there a miiie-r has built a little 
aelditioii to the company house in which 
lie ll\e'S. lait families of seven or eight 
ehildren live in three small nxmis. The 
women be-come dise-ouraged and some id' 
the houses look as though they had not 
been cleaned In a year. Oc-caslimal favo.-s 
from the company find no apparent ap- 
I>reclatlon and the whole sjiirit of the 
town is one of rebellion. 

Api)arenil.v there iVi no other Influem-e ri'- 
sponsible for these difference's except the 
difference- In pcdlcy. The unceriainty of 
tenure, a miner never knows ihai be- will 
live In a house' more th;iii thlriy elays at 
a time', and he* does not I'are what may 
become of it and he soon I'omes to vli'W 
the eotflenls. his own property, in ihe 
same light. Fleming is not worse than 
any other mining camii where the sam" 
jMdicy pri'vails. There is not a finer miii<' 
with more complete appliances for (piick 
handling of coal and the safe'ly of the- 
men in the whole district. The little fa- 
vors ihat can l>e given without violating 
the iiollcy of the company are freely 
given by the men in charge, but the policy 
Is a lixed ejne. 

.Ml the companies have the comp.iny 
houses and there are 45iJU miners families 
living in these little houses in the dis- 
trict. 

Where they have no cham-e to buy 
homes they live as they can. AfU'r pa.v 
cliiy it is "hard tcj get the men back lo 
work. Many of them are drunk. Having 
no m<dl\e' for saving money, they waste 
it. They know ihe\- can draw scrip for 
subsistence until the next pay day ami 
beyond that most of them hav<' no 
thought of the future. 

These same miners come to blame' the 
company not oiily for its faults, but for 
their own acts of improvidence. The e-om- 
Iiany is so big and us power is so oft«-n 
exhibited that It comes to bejooki-il upon 
as an enemy. Here there is no eo-o|>e*ra- 
tlon between employer anel e-mploje-d. 
The confllet Ix'tween capital anil labor is 
something real. Miners say: "Ten years 
ago thi' company was poor and so were 
we. Now the e-ompany is rich aiiel we arc^ 
poorer." They say this in nearly e'Veiy 
camp, but the expression is always ";he 
company." The very ce.mplele'iiess of ihe. 
platis owneil b\' the companies incites hos- 
ti.ity. The pi-rfect arrangement of the- h'lK 
Missouri Pacific idaiit al l-'lenilnK makes 
the min>-f contrast the lompany's condi- 
tion with his own and curses it for its 
Slleiess. 

So inarktxl was the difference between 
home owners and tenants, whc're the' 
whole town was made up of tenanls .iiid 
no one liad a home, that the Central Coal 
and Coke' iompan\. when it built the min- 
ing town of Bonanza. .\rk.. lixeil a sched- 
ule of houses on paymeiiis and s.ild 
houses to every man who W'lulil bay. The 
Bonanza mine is about the' i>nly oiie' thai 
is now running in Arkansas. R. H. Keith, 
l)resident of the company, sa.vs he' pur- 
posely charge-d hiKh prices for le'iii of 
houses to force the' miners to buy. His 
e'.xperieiic"' has be'eii that in a camp wh< re- 
men have heimes it is hard to start a 
strike'. On the other hand, it is also hard- 
er to settle ejiie. The latter fact was in 
the minds of the men who advocated 
compan.\ houses. 

In time of strike the miners lake odd 
wa>s to light the companies. At Scamnioii 
there are se'veral non-union miners who 
have been working for one or aiiiTTner of 
the "Big Four" since the- present striki- 
anel beiycotl began. The union men annoy 
them on the streets anil they seek she-lter 
in their homes. The wives of union min- 
ers ignore' the' wives of the non-union ni'-ii 
and pass them on the street without 
speaking. TlU' barbers refuse to shave- 
the "scabs" because they are afraid of 
a boycott. They can't ive'ii buy beer. 
The "bartenders in the- joints turn their 
backs to them when thi-y offer tlii-ir 
money. The merchants would iirobaV)ly 
do the same only fejr the fac-i that the 
c-ompany stores furnish them everything 
they need. A luiycolt Is as brutal as an 
eviction and both are mi-lhods that are 
e-einsidered necessary In times of strike*. 

The next few days will see large addi- 
tions to the number of negroes brougiu 
from the Sejulh lo work In the Kansas 
mines. Early In the week a train io.id 
will be placed In the Central Co;il and 
Coke company's stockade at Scammon. 
.An lllustratlejn shows the stockade around 
the shafthejuse as seen from the road. 
There was not sufficient room for this 
stockade to include the camp for the 
negrejes because it is in the center of a 
small triangle bordered by two railroads 
and a wagon road. The company owns 
land all around the triangle and has an 
alrshaft coming from the mine in a pas- 
ture a eiuarter of a mile away. The pas- 
ture was stock.'ided and every ojmpaiiy 
house in the neighborhood has been 
moved inside since' the- strike. A ro.cel 
from the mini' to the camp stockade was 
also built. Miners can ko into the ground 
al the shafthenise and come out at the 
alrshaft by climbing a winding stairway. 
This M:ives an underground connection be- 
tween the two place's. With a comp;iny 
boarding house and c-ompany store inside 
the c-amp stockade a miner might live 
within the two stockades a lifetime and 
lied suffi-r for any necessities of life. The 
preparations show that this company pro- 
poses to make the fight a "permanent one 
if necessary, although it tried hard to 
get a si'ttlement with the miners before 
the strike liegan. It was the lasi e>f the 
"BiK Four'" to stop nej»otiatl<ins. the Mis- 
seiuri Pae-itic- having joined with It until 
the last me-e'ting. The other "Big Four" 
companies made little i-ffe>rt te> comprom- 
ise. 

The negroes who came into the district 
in 1S93 made, as a rule, bad citizens. Some 
were etuie-t and are now good miners, but 
the eithers kept the criminal elockeis of 
the' courts In both counties crowded for 
the first two or three years and finally 
scattered. The people of Scammon say 
they will not make trouble unless the- 
negroes try lo live In the town. Then 
the-v will drive ihem out. no matter what 
it may cost. When the negroes were 
brought to the district in 1>*!*3 there was a 
committee appointed to see that none- of 
them locate-d In the town, and it per- 
formed its work so satisfac-torlly that the 
experiment will be tried again.

New York, July 6.— The transport Mc- 
Clelland arrived today from Santiago and 
was detained at (|uaranline. Her surgeon 
reports that three of the passengers have 
yellow fever. Two of these are cabin pas- 
sengers. One is Miss Clendennin, daugh- 
ter of the surgeon in charge at Santiago, 
whose death from jellow fever was re- 
ported yesterday. Miss Clendennin told 
the surgeon of the transport that she had 
not seen Iter father for some time prior 
to sailing, but two days after the trans- 
port left Santiago she was stricken with 
ilie disease, which is mild in character. 
She is improving. 

Health Officer Doty says that two of 
the patients have t.vpical cases of vellow 
fever. The other case has not developed 
enough to determine dciinitelv whether 
it Is .vellow fever. The two patients known 
to have yellow fever are Miss I.,. C. Clen- 
dennin and a Mr. I>ackry. Miss Clen- 
dennin is accompanied bv her sister. Dr. 
Doty says he will transfer the sick to 
Swinburne Island.

The preparatory signal was fired at 
12:53, and the starting gun was heard 
at about 12:58. Defender crossed the 
line at 12:58 and Columbia at 12:59:30, 
both yachts on the port tack. The race 
WIS sailed on a triangular course ten 
rniles to each leg.

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It 



Is a Matter of Much 
Satisfaction to the 
Administration. 



New York, July e.— A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: The 
departure of President Schurman will 
leave at Manilla three members of the 
<ommission — Maj. Gen. Otis, Professor 
Worcester and Col. Denby. It will be 
the duty of the two last named to con- 
tinue the work of establishing home 
rule within the lines held by the ad- 
ministration troops, in the hope that the 
txamp'.e will be followed by Filipinos 
outside of the lines when they are 
shown the beneficent purposes of this 
government. Profes.sor Worcester and 
Col. Denby will also aid Gen. Otis in 
the comlutt of any peace negotiatio.-is 
which may follow future operatlon.s of 
the American troons. 

The authorities are much gratified r.t 
the conditions Mv. Schurman reports 
having found at other points. It is evi- 
dent from what the officials say that 
Mr. Schurman believes that the sup- 
pression of Aguinaldo's insurrection 
means the establishment of peace 
throughout the archipelago. He is con- 
fident that many of the people through- 
out the southern i.'ilands do not openlv 
express themselves in favor of an 
American protectorate solely because ..f 
their fear of Aguinaldo and his Tagal 
tirmy. 

Mr. Schurman speaks well of the sul- 
tan of Sulu, and it Is evident that he 
feels thai there is no danger of trouble 
from him in case the I'nited States ob- 
serves the treaties which exist between 
him and the Spanish government. Mr. 
Schurman makes a number of recom- 
mendations regarding home rule for 
some of the southern islanders, and they 
will probably be adopted by the presi- 
dent. 

The conditions in Negros were found 
to be of a highly satisfactory character 
ny Mr. Schurman. and home rule v.ill 
undoubtedly be given immediately to 
the people of that island, although some 
modifications in the plan of government 
they submitted to the president of the 
commissi, in were necessary before thev 
received his approval.

The strength of regiments, ofRcerf" 
and enlisted men will be as provid'>d for 
by sections 4 and 12 of the act jf cou- 
gre.<s. approved March 2, 1899. 

The regiments to be organized in the 
t nited States will be designatfd 
rwenty-si.\th. Twent\ -seventh. Twen- 
ty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth 
Thirty-lirst. Thirty-second, Thirty- 
third, Thirty-fourth and Thirty-nf»h 
regiments of infantry. United States 
volunters. 

The commissioned officers to be ap- 
pointed for each of these regimenis, ine 
field and staff officers, including metli- 
cal officers, and captain.s of companies, 
will be asembled at regimental rendez- 
vous here after lieing designated f jr th»' 
purpose of theoretical and practical in- 
struction in organization, military ad- 
ministration, drill regulations, dis- 
cipline, hygiene, camp sanitation, etc. 
L>aily instruction in the nomenclature, 
care and assembly 01' parts of the ritle 
and target practice will be a special 
feature of instruction of both officers 
and men. 

Applicants for commissions, except 
officers of the regular army, Avil be re- 
quired to pass a satisfactory e.xamina'- 
tion as to a.ge, moral, mental and physi- 
cal capacity to command troops, and 
must have had service during the 
Spanish-American waj*. 
The recruiting service of the regular 
army will be charged with recruiting 
from the country at large men for ser- 
vice in these volunteer regiments whosi 
enlistments will he made for the period 
ending June 30, 1901, unless sooner dis- 
charged, and without restrictions as to 
citizenship or educational qualifications, 
but in all other respects under the -c.nic 
rules and regulations as are prescrib«»tl 
foi recruiting the regular service. Ex- 
cept in special cases only unmarried 
men will be enlisted for these regi- 
ments. 

In view of the probable severe service 
of these regiments and the climatic 
conditions to which they may be sub- 
jected, the physical qualifications of 
bcih officers and enlisted men is of first 
importance. Only those fully qualirted 
will be appointed or enlisted.

THEIR HANDS UNCLEAN. 

Sensational Charge Made Against 
Former Railroad Management. 

Kansas City. July 6. -Seiisutional 
charges against the former management 
of the Kan.sas City. Pittsburg & t5ulf 
railroad were made In the federal court 
here yesterday. Soon after the railroad 
went into the hands of receivers the 
Kansas City Suburban Hell Railway 
company filed a claim for $132,000. claim- 
ing this amount for the use of its ter- 
minals by the Gulf road. 

The Missouri. Kansas & Texas Trust 
company also filed a claim for $22.o0o 
for money claimed to have been ad- 
vanced to the Gulf road. 

In the answers filed Receivers For- 
dyce and Withers not only ask that pay- 
ment of these claims be refused, but 
charge that the corporations presenting 
them are only two of several that have 
been feeding upon the Pittsburg & Gulf 
The receivers state that the Missouri 
Kan.sas and Texas Trust company or- 
ganized the Kansas Citv & Northern 
[Connecting railroad the Omaha & St. 
i Louis Railroad company, the Omaha, 
Kansas City & Eastern Railroad com- 
pany, the Central Improvement com- 
pany, the Belt Line company and other 
companies, all of which were so officered 
that a majority of the directors in one 
company was a majority of the direc- 
t<irs of the others. These lines north of 
Kansas City, the receivers allege, were 
organized for the real purpose of en- 
abling the trust company to fioat securi- 
ties at a large profit to itself. 

The directors who controlled these 
various companies controlled the Pitts- 
burg & Gulf suflicient to pay all debts 
and salaries, but the charge that the 
officers of the trust company being in 
control of the road. "<'aused Us income 
to be diverted from time to time so as 
to use it for the benefit of the trust com- 
pany and other allied companies." 

The receivers say: "The trust com- 
pany docs not (omo into court with 
clean hands and should not be permitted 
to reoiver on the accounts presented."

necessities— and some things neglected 
now that should be attended to more 
closely. Under the latter heading is the 
way in which Superior and other streets 
are cleaned. The Superior street pave- 
ment is, as a.geneval rule, disgracefully 
dirty. This is primarily the fault of 
those who have the contract for keeping 
it clean, and, secondly, the fault of the 
l>oard of public works, which should 
see that the contractors properly per- 
form the work. Dirt. mud. pieces of 
paper and other debris encumber the 
street, and the little sweeping that it 
receives does not remove the unsightly 
stuflf. Would it not be a good idea to 
give the street a thorough cleaning. 
iVfeh it with water from the city hy- 
drants, and then insl.st that it be kept 
clean? 

Many of the gutters throughout the 
city are in bad condition. For instance 
the gutters in the streets and avenues 
around the court house have practi- 
cally disappeared. The heavy rains 
have washed them out. and the result is 
very unsightly, to say the least. T^ie 
gutters, in other portions of the city .\s 
well as the point Indicated should be re- 
paired and restored. And the sidewalks 
need attention. How large a section i>f 
the sidewalks on Superior and adjoinl .^ 
streets is In good condition? Very lltt! . 
The present walks, wherever in b.id 
shape, should be replaced without d' - 
lay, and many in the residence sectk. s 
n\io should l)e put in better shape. Tiie 
upper side of Superior street, bstwe n 
Eighth and Thirteenth avenues ea*^!, 
which hundreds of people tra\el o\ -r 
daily, furnishes a fair specimen of tl;p 
poor apologies for sidewalks that shot.; I 
receive attention. All these polnt.'^ - 
dirty pavements, poor and worn-nut 
sidewalks, washed out gutters— are 
noticed by our visitors, and they do n it 
raise the reputation of the city or bene- 
lit it in any way. On tijo contrary they 
are calculated to produce a very unfav- 
orable impression of Duluth, and to be- 
get the belief that it is a slow, non- 
progressive and moribund community. 
As previously stated, the city offlciai., 
under whose direction these matters 
come are not deserving of blame. They 
have not had the money to keep up all 
ihe needed repairs and make improve-

ic.ents where required, and they have 
done the best they could with the limit- 
ed amount of funds at their comma nci. 
The city is now in condition to atts^nd 
to some of these matters that have been 
too long neglected. The heavy pay- 
ments of taxes and assessments this 
year will put the treasury in better 
shape, and part of the money thus re- 
ceived should be devoted to putting the 
streets in good condition. There is r.o 
necessity to Inaugurate at once a largt 
scheme of general Improvement. The 
work can be done gradually, but It 



from 1875 to 1880 at £29.000.000. Then 
came Mr. Fawcett's regime at the post- 
ofTlce. The savings bank appealed to 
him as an institution which helped the 
laboring classes to help themselves, and 
he became its apostle. He brought the 
bank within the reach of children by 
providing the penny stamp slip, and 
thus enabling the schoolboy to make up 
the minimum deposit of a shilling by 
pennies put by from time to time. At 
the other end of the scale he enabled 
the depositor who was approaching the 
maximum to buy consols through the 
bank and thus to recommence his de- 
posits of cash. And by his power of 
popular exposition he made all who 
were Interested in practicing or en- 
couraging thrift familiar with the ad- 
vantages of the bank. The result soon 
became apparent In the accounts. The 
deposits rose to an average of forty-two 
millions between 1881 and 1885, and In 
1SS»0 they had ri.sen to sixty-seven mil- 
lions. 

But during the last decade the busi- 
ness of the bank has made perhaps the 
most gigantic strides, for at the end of 
1897 the deposits reached the astonish- 
ing sum of nearly £116.000,000, and by 
this time they have doubtless exceeded 
£120.000.000. In an old report of the 
postmaster general's there Is a fore- 
cast that for some time the annual In- 
crease In the savings bank business 
would be from 130,000 to 140,000 in the 
number of depositors, and about £1.- 
500,000 in the amount of the deposits. 
Between 1896 and 1897 the number of de- 
positors increased by 577.000, and the 
amount deposited by nearly eight mil- 
lions. The vast sum held by the bank 
Is made up of a great multitude of smail 
savings; there are more than 7.000,000 
of depositors, and the average sum 
standing to their account only slightly 
exceeds £16. One In every five persons 
in England and Wales has an account 
In the bank. In Scotland the bank has 
never been so popular, not because the 
population is less thrifty, but because 
the ordinary banks invite the dejiosit of 
small sums; both there and in Ireland 
one In every fourteen persons is a de- 
positor,

It is now the aim of 
the people of Duluth— or should be— to 
encourage this belief, to attract in thl.s 
way the attention of capitalists to the 
opiKirtunitles hero presented for Invest- 
ment in enterprises that will be suc- 
cesful. Plence it is desirable that the 
city shall present an Inviting appear- 
ance—that it shall bear evidence of a. 
progressive spirit, of the existence of a 
civic pride that delights in clean, well 
kept streets. We have natural advant- 
ages without numl>er, we have many 
things of interest to show the visitors, 
but how can we expect to make a good 
impression unless the city's streets have 
a well kept appearance? It Is time. In 
The Heralds opinion, that the people of 
Duluth awoke to the necessity of im- 
proving the condition of our streets and 
avenues, and that the municipal au- 
thorities took action along that Hue. 

The Herald has no dispfjsltion to cen- 
sure any public body or any official for 
the existing conditions. They could 
hardly have been avoided. For some 
time past the city has been cramped for 
funds. Money was scarce in the city 
treasury, and it was necessary to re- 
strict expenditure and practice the most 
rigid economy. Nor would The Herald 
advise that there be any deviation from 
the policy of economy that has resulted 
in putting the city's finances in a much 
better condition. Extravagance should 
still Ije frowned upon. No unnecessary 
expenditures should be made. But the 
time has arrived when, it seems to The 
Herald, there should be a change 
In the policy governing the maintenance 
of our streets. There are improvements 
that must be made— that are absolute 



at the points which most generally ome 
under the notice of visitors. Side w.i Iks 
should be repaired wherever they are 
worth repairing, and when they are too 
dilapidated new walks should be or- 
dered. But first and foremost, let Su- 
perior street be kept clean. This can 
lie accomplished at once. If nothing e'sc 
can, because we are now paying for 
having It done, and all that is necessary- 
is for the board of public works to in- 
sist that the contractors perform their 
work properly.

The greatest promoter of thrift among 
the masses in the whole world has been 
the British postoffice savings bank. It 
has 7.000.000 depositors and more than 
$600,000,000 of funds, and its record is 
one of marvelous growth. Founded only 
thirty-eight years ago. It has attained 
enormous proportions. The good that 
it has accomplished can hardly be esti- 
mated. The millions of depositors, who 
are nearly all working people in moder- 
ate circumstances, and the immense 
fund that represents their savings tell 
one part of the story. The money thus 
laid aside for a rainy day will be a 
blessing for millions of people. The 
habit of thrift thus inculcated Is another 
benefit that the postoffice bank has con- 
ferred. Its value cannot be calculated 
in dollars and cents alone, or, perhaps 
It should be said, In pounds, shillings 
and pence. 

The great growth of the institution 
has compelled the management to take 
possession of a tract of land five acr^s 
In area in the outskirts of Ltmdon. 
where enormous buildings for its accoi - 
modation are now being erected. It 
may sieem peculiar to some people th .t 
a location in the outskirts of the British 
metropolis should be chosen, but there 
Is n<j good reason for maintaining the 
headquarters of the bank in the hea -t 
of London.

bank— In fact, there is no bank manag-- 
ment in the ordinary sense of the term. 
P'or the receipt of money the bank h-.s 
an office In every town and village .;i 
the kingdom: there are now over 12.00 ■. 
The withdrawal of money is a leisurely 
affair and must be conducted by co - 
respondence; consequently the dire t 
relations of the head office with the 
public are of the slightest character. 
The business of that office is to keep 
accounts— for it has been a distinguish- 
ing feature of the bank from the flr.^t 
that all accounts should be kept in Lon- 
don, and every payment made frf»m 
there— to issue warrants for the repay- 
ment of deposits, and to conduct a vol- 
uminous correspondence. 

A London correspondent of the New 
York Sun. writing about the laying uf 
the cornerstone of the new buildings, 
furnishes some interesting statistics re- 
garding the growth of this institution 
which appears marvelous when it is 
considered that first 3 per cent and dur- 
ing recent years 2^! per cent Interest has 
been sufficient inducement to draw into 
its coffers the pennies and shillings of 
all classes in the fabulous aggregate 
mentioned above.

An exchange states a truth that is 
not sufficiently recognized when it .^ays 
that it is the duty of every citizen to 
take an Interest in politics, not as an 
offlceseeker. but as an intelligent and 
conscientious student of issues which 
involve the policy and welfare of the 
country. The man who has nothing 
to do with politics has no right to com- 
plain if the government is not wisely 
conducted. If there are faults of leg- 
islation and administration he is partly 
to blame for them. In an admirable ad- 
dress at the university of Michigan a 
few days ago Profes.sor Nich(jlas M. 
Butler .said on the subject of "Tnc 
Education of Public Opinion:" 

"There Is no trench in which the in- 
dividual citizen may hide, no bomo- 
proof to which the weapons of respon- 
sibility will not follow him. Are you 
politically alert? Arc you politically 
honest? If not, you are a bad citizen, 
and a corrupter, however Innocent, of 
public opinion. If so, the sta.ndird 
which you set is a high one, worthy of 
imitation by your neighbor. You are 
doing something to educate public 
opinion." 

Professor Butler thus recognizes the 
true standard of citizenship, honesty of 
political convictions and courage in as- 
serting those convictions. If the time 
should ever come when the average 
citizen falls to take an interest in 
politics, the government will be In real 
danger. It is the duty of every citi- 
zen who has the welfare of the country 
at heart to become actively interested in 
formulating the policy of his political 
party and choosing the men to carry 
that policy into effect. The man who 
boasts that he takesTno interest in poli- 
tics thereby admits that he Is not a 
good citizen. He is unworthy of the 
blessings of a free government. If all 
the people would devote a portion of 
their time, as they should, to politics, 
there would be less ground for com- 
plaint for political dishonesty, cor- 
rupt legislation and Inefficient .i^ov- 
ernment. The corrupt and incapablcs 
would soon be driven out of power, ami 
political life would be purified and ele- 
vated.

There is an undertone of strength in 
Duluth real estate, and judging from 
developments of the past month, and 
more especially of the past ten days, 
the realty dealers believe the activity 
will continue more or less steadily 
through the summer. 

Home-seekers, whose activity quieted 
down somewhat about a month ago, are 
back in the field again, and some in- 
teresting transactions are ripening, 
l^sually real estate drops out of sight 
about the middle of the summer, but 
the present year will be an exception. 
There are many on the search for homes 
and outside capital is again looking to 
Duluth as a safe place for investment. 
Architects and contractors are count- 
ing on a fall trade that will compare 
favorably with the unprecedented ac- 
tivity of Duluth's early history. 

Just now there are Improvements 
going on all over the city— improve- 
ments that were permitted to lapse for 
four or five years— that show which way 
the wind is blowing. Most of the build- 
ings and improvements now under way 
were planned and contracted last fall, 
but it will probably be a month yet be- 
fore the bulk of new work is well under 
way. And to help the general outlook 
along it is freely jiredicted that there 
will be a slight decrea.se in the prices of 
building materials. 

The feature of the present situation 
is the immense demand for dwellings 
of a cheaper class. This is not for 
speculative puri>o.ses. but it is a demand 
of working people for homes of their 
own. This is one of the healtliiest indi- 
cations of the jiresent market. 

A year ago Duluth real estate was 
offered at a sai riffic(> and there were 
no takers. Today It is offered at what 
it is worth and there is plenty of inone\ 
seeking investment. Last month the 
real estate transfers footed up to $3.- 
47!).494.S;», running from eight to twenty 
transfers a day. A year ago a little 
more than half this business was re- 
corded. On June 10 last the transfers 
amounted to $176,543.62. while ten days 
later $151,224.67 was involved. 

But there is one thing that puzzles 
would-be purchasers. Last summer 
they were offered property at a verv 
low figure. They did not take it, biU 
with the vast improvement in Duluth's 
commercial affairs they became more- 
confident and decided to take un what 
was offered them a year ago. In this 
they are doomed to certain disappoint- 
ment, for if the property is still on the 
market it is at a much more suljstantial 
figure. 

Realty men are not the only people 
that are enjoying this return of ac- 
tivity. The improvements all over the 
city are affecting various lines of busi- 
ness. Paint dealers and painters have 
enjoyed a brisk spring business, which 
has cimtinued thus fai- and promises to 
continue till fall. This is mostly on 
homes that have been allowed to go un- 
repaired for several j-eais. In papering, 
painting and with similar improve- 
ments it is estimated that $200,000 has 
or will be expended in Duluth homes 
before the present contracts expire.

Everyone Would Be Glad to See 
Court House Go. 

"It was amusing lo nie, " said a Imsi- 
ness man yesterday, "to see the ill- 
concealed glee of those who saw the 
Anneke fire Monday afternoon and who 
imagined that it was the court iiouse 
that was burning. This glee came 
from two different feelings. One was 
the delight in spectacular effects which 
sends the crowds to a big fire, for it is 
generally agreed that the court house 
will make a great spectacle when it 
once gets started. The other is the 
hope of seeing a new court house built. 
It is very likely that then- will he no 
court house l>uilt until the old one is 
out of the way. and there has been so 
much kicking aluiut taxes during the 
hard times that the county of.icers will 
hesitate a long time before they incur 
any new expense, especially such an 
expense as the construction of a new 
court house would mean. 

"At the same time, the court house is 
an eye sore and a discredit to such a 
big county and such an im|>ortant one. 
and there is hardly a citizen who would 
not be pleased if it had burned down so 
that it would be necessary to build a 
new one. The new one would be ,iown 
town, of course, because the present 
site is needlessly out of the way. The 
ground is held only temporarily by the 
county, and it is county projM.rty only 
.so long as it is used as court house 
grounds. The county will ultimately 
have to purchase a new site down town 
and Ijuild a new court house upon it, 
and the sooner this l>ecomes necessary 
the better pleastMl everyone will be, 
even the taxpayers who will have to 
stand a share of the ext>ense."

YELLOW JACIUN HAVANA. 

Two New Cases of the Disease Have 
Been Reported. 

Havana. July fi. — Twn new cases of 
yellow fever have been reported today. 
One of the patients is an old Spanish 
woman who has been in Cuba for two 
years, and with her the disease is in a 
mild form. The other case is that of an 
Ameii -an. whose symptoms are still 
doubtful, although it is believed by 
Surgeon Maj. Davis and other physi- 
cians to be yellow fever. Both < ascs 
Were discovered in a part of the citv 
but little frequented by Americans. 
Surgeon Maj. Davis does not believe 
there is much danger that the disease- 
will spread. He says that at this time 
of the year there are always a few 
cases of the fever. Every effort will be 
made to prevent its increase. 

Gen. Ludlow is satisfied that it Is im- 
possible as yet to keep yellow fever out 
of Havana, and especially such district;;

Deputy Sheriff Swearinger, at Sea- 
ley, telephoned at noon: "There is no 
improvement in this section of the 
flood district. If anything the .-;itu- 
.ition is growing worse. No relief "ooats 
have yet reached here from Houston or 
Galveston. Sealey and nt*ighboring 
towns have about exhausted their io- 
.sources for relief. 

A negro family was drowned todav 
near here. Several other lives have been 
lost since last night, especially among 
the refugees on the mound near Old 
San Felii)e. A number of negroes iiave 
fallen exhausted from tree tops after 
hanging there three days and nights 
and were drowned.

eONSAULUS SPEAKS. 

He Delivers a Sermon at the En- 
deavor Meeting. 

Detroit. July 6.— Ten minutes of medi- 
tation and prayer followed the presi- 
dent's address at the Endeavor con- 
vention. With bowed heads and closed 
eyes, the great congregation sang soft- 
ly old familiar hymns, alternating with 
prayers led by Rev. Dr. Floyd VV. 
Tomklns, of Phlladelplya. A moment 
of silent prayer followed, closing with 
congregational recital of the Lord's 
[ifayer. 

The sermon was preached by Rev. 
Dr. Frank VV. dunsaulus, of Chicago, 
from the text 'And an inscription was 
written and placed upon the cross, .my- 
ing in letters of Greek, Hebrew and 
Latin: 'This is the king of the Jews.'— 
St. Mark 20-24." 

Dr. Gunsaulus dwell on the sigr.iii- 
cance of the fact that Pontius I'iiate 
considered it necessary at the time of 
the cruciflxiun to inscribe the title of 
Christ in three languages. "We must 
exhalt day by day and hour by hour. ' 
.said he, "this Christ, this King of 
kings, and Lord of lords, who dragged 
the Greek, pulled the Roman and c<n:i- 
pelled the Hebrew to write on his cross, 
whether it was in irony or sober fact, 
that he was king of the Jews. The 
Greek language is the language of the 
human will. Superlative intelligence, 
profound emotion. resistless will— a 
combination of all these is necessary to 
express with any degree of adequacy 
the great fact of the atonement. Som-' 
of you in this audience are Romans, 
some are Greeks, but most of you nave 
more of the Hebrew in your natures, 
more of the human heart and human 
emotion. It Is the hour for the Chrio- 
tian p:ndeavor society to take the lan- 
guage of the Helirew and write :n 
the name of intellect, the name of re-

DO HOT SITWRRECTLY, 

Why So Many Americans are Dys- 
peptics. 

Schools for physical culture are now 
olaimlng that we as a nation do n a 
know how to sit correctly. Amei leans, 
they say. pay less attention to the 
.lypiene of attitude in sitting than do 
other nations, and the consequence is 
that we are degenerating Into a nation 
r dy.spepticp. 

In France and in Germany schj:l 
; hildren get a regular course of instruc- 
licn as tn the correct attitude to h<^ 
adopted in sitting, and in those coun- 
rles stomach troubles are far less 
prevalent than In countries where m 
pre-. au:i(;ns are taken to teach children 
:o sit v.iih(ut relaxing themselvvs. 

A relaxed position in sitting, it is said, 
causes the stomach to be crowded out of 
position. After a time the misplace- 
ment becomes chionic. When the 
:nr,mach is prolap.sed the food cannot 
readily find its way out of it. and being 
•etained there longer than it should be, 
ondeigt's fermentation, and putrefac- 
tion prciesses are set up whereby the 
-system is n(;t only robbed of the 
nutrient elements necessary for the 
proper nourishment of the blood and re- 
pair ti.ssues. but, through the conver- 
sion 01 the f i,)d into ptomaines and 
• ther i)i,isoni)tis .cubsianccs, the whole 
!«<d> is contaminated. 

On those grounds physicians who 
teach physical culture a.ssert that it is 
!:i I the i.e water that we drink, nor the 
1 <ia water, nor the amount of smoking 
hat men folk in<lulge in. tha*: c-^.u.-es 
us to be a nati(-n of dyspeptics, but the 
lad jicsturts that we adopt when sit- 
ting. A correct attitude in sitting re- 
luires proper height and width of seat. 
1 desk 01 table of the proper height 
when desk work is required, and a pro- 
."^rtionalc amount ::f care upon the part 
' f the pupil to sit upon his scat in a 
iiroper position. The height of the chair 
ycu sit in while writing and that of the 
desk you write at are matters of th-" 
greatest importance. The seat of the 
■hail should be exactly one-quarter of 
:• cur height from the floor. Thus, If you 
are five feet high, the chair should " be 
Mteen inches. The width of the seat 
should exactly equal its height, and it 
-should slope backward three-quarters 
■f an Inch to the foot. The back should 
lie a trifle higher than the seat, and 
sloped slightly, but not too much, 
.finally, your desk should be two-thirds 
as high again as the seat of your chair. 
Thus, if .\our seat is eighteen inches, 
the desk should be thirty inches in 
lieight. 

The relation of the person lo the seat 
:shf uld be such that while the hips ai 1 
shoulders tcuch the back of the seat, 
the other portions of the back remain 
'dear. The center of the back cannot 
touch the back of the seat without re- 
laxation of the muscles and resulting 
flatness of the chest, and perhaps of the 
stomach, provided, cf course, the .seat 
back has a backward curvature.

Chi< ago, July C— I5y a great display 
of coolness and expert precision, fire- 
men today prevented a panic among 
SOO people, of whom 150 were women, 
employed in the factory of the Illinois 
Can compan,v. The building was of 
six stories. Flames broke out in the 
third story.

When it was evident that 
he was getting decidedly the worst of it 
(jl.irdlncr dashed Into the house .md 
slammed the door behind him and so ci.i 
off the enemy's j)ursuit. This story may 
seem incredible, liut the. scene was wit- 
nessed l>y half a dozen persons. 

Dogs possess the fa<-ult.v of memory to 
a remarkable degree. This Is not the mere 
instinct of locality, common to cats, Ijut 
an intelligent recollection of places, jier- 
sons and events recalled by a clear and 
utuloubted association. Collett, a clever, 
attenuated, wolfish animal, was taken 
into the house of a lady, who ft>d and 
sheltered him during the i>rotracleil ci>ld 
of a scvi>re winter. He couhl never afler- 
w.trd be driven awa.v. and liis rescuer was 
the especial object of his devotion. He was 
once se\crcly poisoned bv drinking water 
in which hellebore had Ih( n dissolved and 
which was being used for sprinkling rose 
bushes infcsteil with plant lice. After 
drinking the poison he ran Into the gar- 
den, where he fell, apparentlv dving. His 
mistress went to him. carried him Into 
the house and aat beside him, uduiluiater-

ing doses of milk and whisky, which he 
swallowed like an obeilient child. 

He recovered in a few days and seemed 
to have not^ only a perfect realization «if 
his narrow escape, but also of the friend- 
ly and timel.N help by which his life had 
l>eeii saved. His mi.stress was occupied 
with work which kept b.iv at her desk the 
remainder of the week. All that lime Col- 
lett lay stretched at her feet sighing now 
and th«»n in we.itlness. longing for his !k> 
customed walks and for the comi)anU)n- 
ship of tiie few of his own kind with whom 
be had been (Ml frlendl,\ terms.

Then she recognized 
h'm. It was Caesai. He had lome home 
after w<'eks of traveling through fields 
anti woods, towns and villages, and, 
strangest of all, crossing the Mlsslssipid 
ill salety. Home was the loadstone that 
guided him safely and unerringl.v to the 
end of his journey.. Touched by bis 
fidelity his mistress wept over him and it 
need hardly be said that he was fed atai 
cared for and lived to the close <»f his 
long and honorable car^-er under the roof 
of the master from whom he refused to 
be parted. 

With the faculty of memory dogs ac- 
quire at least a limited knowledge id 
human .speech; how limited nr extensive 
this knowledge is will, perhaps, never be 
ascertained. A Scotch terrier. Toodles, 
knew perfectly well the words "■mamma." 
"Chica." the iiet name of his little mis- 
tress, "Brun," the name of a Newfouiai- 
land dog belonging to a neighbor, and 
"Rags," the name of his mother. He 
was sent to stay with relatives of his 
mistress while the family were away for 
their summer holida.v. \\'hen any of the 
latnil'ar names were mentioned he manl*- 
fested the greatest easerness and delight, 
whining and barkiiii.; and turning his 
head first on one side and tlun on the 
other, until he was lold that they were 
gone. <'ollct, the waif already mentioned, 
had still more pronounced Intelligence 
in this direction. He was fiercely and 
uncontrolably jealous, .and his heart was 
broken if his mlstres.^ so much as looked 
at another dog. He v.^ry soon learned the 
word "dog" and it roused him lo fury. 
The family were fond of taking advan- 
tage of his infirmity, at the same time 
testing his kneenness of hearing. Fre- 
(piently. when he lay sleeping <m the rug 
bt'fore the fire, some one woual sa\-, with- 
out altering tiie lone ir raising the vcdce, 
as if the remark wer- a part of the con- 
versation being carried on: 
"I see a much handsenner dog than you." 
It never failed to si nd him lo the win- 
dow like a whirlwind, where he would 
stand on his hind legs, his paws on the 
sill, bristling and barking outrageously. 
If a dog really hai>pened to pass he 
I'hoked and swallowed, nearly strangling 
in his jealous rage, and It was some time 
before he could be qiiited or consoled. 

A collie. Roger, who belonged to a Ken- 
tucky gentleman, also gave remarkable 
jiroof of understanding conversation. His 
master and his guest.- were sitting on the 
veranda after the niiddav dinner and 
Royer lay stretched out on the lawn near- 
by. One of the visiters commented tqioii 
the dog's good points, his fine markings 
and other evidences of breeding. 

"And he is as clever as he is hand- 
some," said his master. Every evening 
he goes to the i)astiire and brings up the 
cows. He never needs any one to re- 
mind him of his duty and he never neg- 
lects it." 

During the eulogy Itoge? lay apparentlv 
sound asleep. No one paid any further 
attention to him iind the conver.satloii 
turned upon other subjects. Suddenlv a 
commotion was heard— the jingling oY a 
bell, a joyous barking, .indthire before 
the gate, stood the whole heard of Ali.er- 
neys, roused from their noon siesta an I 
driven home at that unwonted hour bv 
the overzealous Roger, thirsting for stiil 
greater praise. But alas for Hie vanitv 
of canine expectations! 

"What do mean?' his master 
shouti'd, knowing that the dog must be 
loundly rebuked. "Vou ra.scal! Take 
those cows back to the pasture Instantly.

Dazed and as much astonished 
as the <ows could be. he rounded up the 
heard, the.v faced about and went sol- 
emnly down the lane again and liack to 
Ihi' oasiiire, the too-ofiicjoiis Roger tini- 
ing his feet to (he ding-doiig, cling-clam; 
of the leader's IxdI. 

Mr. S., a gentleman living in Kdii,- 
burgh, had a noble Nefoundland named 
Jjcu who ajBo gave very BUiprlsiug evi- 



dence of understanding what was said 
In his hearing. He was In the habit of 
accoml>an.^ ing his master In his daily 
walk, an Indulgence which he enjoyed to 
the utmost. One morning, having been 
ilela.ved. Mr. S. concluded to leave Ben 
at home. Tlie law required that al! dogs 
taken into the streets should be muz- 
zled. As Mr. S. stepped into the hall Ben 
came bounding and leaping after him, 
having made his way into the house from 
his kennel in the garden. He wagged 
his tail and begged as eloquently as a 
dog could beg not to be left behind. His 
master said: 

"No, Ben, you cannot go this morning. 
Vou haven't your muzzle on." 

'the dog darted away, ran downstairs 
Into thi' kitchen and returned in a Hash 
with the muzzle in his mouth. The muz- 
zle was adjusted. 

The power of imitation with an ability 
to rea.^jon nas oiten been observed in 
(logs, aiiu sucn instances are iretiuentiy 
vtiy amusing. Caiu. a. nau a biacK-anu- 
tan terrier mat had been lauglii to mi 
up beside his masters cnair at a table 
and Deg lor loou. A very large white and 
yellow mongrel had followed Capt. B. 
oonit , having losl lus master, some far- 
mer, wno had returned to the country 
wunout him. The dog, wno was nanieii 
Rin.g, having a taste of town iile, wouui 
iie\er return to tne farm. He had great 
airecllon tor the terrier, whom he ad- 
mireU extravaganll.v, and- he. soon oo- 
served that wnenever tlie little dog sat 
up he was immeiUateiy ted. Ring one oay 
astonished the household by raising him- 
self on his haunches, his huge jiaws 
dangling in front of him. a clumsy imi- 
tation of the terrier. .'1 lie feat was al- 
te:ided with such unmistakable bashful- 
ness that his master shouted with 
laughi"!- at thi- ridiculous spectacle, a 
mocking mirth of whicit Ring was well 
aware. But he got a choice morsel of 
beefsteak as his reward, and be never 
ceased to beg after that first amusing 
and successful attempt. 

R:iig had other idiosyncrasies, as might 
be expected from this evidence of su- 
perior Intelligence. For one thing, he 
conceived a great affection for a cierg.s- 
man living in the neighborhood. Mr. G. 
made frequent visits to parishes in ad- 
jolnin.t? towns and this often necessitati-d 
travel by late trains.

(.J. by a peculiar bark. When she oi>ciied 
the "door she would greet him with: 
"(Jood dog; it is all right. " Having dis- 
charged his duties according to his canine 
Ideas of duty. Ring then sought his ken- 
nel In the adjoining garden. 

But this feat w.is surpassed by a hlgh- 
bered pug, Sqidre, who lie.onged lo Prof. 
W. in Terre Haute. Ind. This dog bad 
man.v semi-human characteristics, almost 
like those of a child. He had a rag dob 
with which he played for hours at a 
lime and which he kept in his basket. 
He played at hide and seek, coming to 
ills mistress, standing ai her knee and 
letting her hold her hand over his eves 
until a ball or some other plaything was 
hidden. He remained quiet and exjiect- 
ant until he was told to find it. when he 
rushed awa.v to be.gin the search. Ho 
jieered and snuffed in the corners, under 
the sofa cushions. Into the mistress's 
work Vjaskel. until the hidden article was 
found. But there was something far 
trans<'eniiing instinct in one trick which 
he taught himself. The family was ac- 
customed to sit In the library of even- 
ing.<. e.ich with a book, magazine or 
newspaper.

He evidently noticed it 
an'l delei mined to find hims»df what sort 
of enjoyment there was in reading as an 
occitii.-itlon. The ncwspaijers were kt pi 
in a small rack that stood upon the Moor 
and one evening, to the amazement of 
the family, the dog walked to the rack, 
took out a paper, carried it to his mis- 
tress' feet and then lay down upon it. 
and this he continued lo do, having oute 
taught himself the trick. whenev<r the 
faniil.v. absorbed in readiiig, forgot him. 
•Mrs. v.. in Hampslead, had a verv de- 
lightful and fascinating Russian poodle. 
Carlo. The die^ was deeply attached to 
the family and, while on apparentl>' good 
terms with her. was very jealous of the 
cat. He struggled against this weak- 
ness, which he sc'jmed to realize was un- 
ijecoming a dog of his high station, but 
the Inlirmlly crojiped out continually. 
He was too hoiiorabli' to aijpropriaie the 
cat's belongings, to purloin her food or 
usuri) lur cushion, but he Hrm.ly insisted 
tipon an equitable division of privileges. 
One morning his mistress observed iiim 
gazing tixidly at the door of the linen 
closet and uttering stiflled barks. Open- 
ing the door she found Mme. I'uss seated 
bolt upright U|>on a pile of clean sheets.

but nothing was s;: id to the cat. The dog 
jumped down upon the rug. stood a mo- 
meiU, then gave Ids mistress a kiok of 
reproach, leaped up ap-ain. seized the c.U 
lirmly by the nap of the lu ek. but with- 
out hurting her, aid jumped with her to 
the Iloor. 

"Vou have ordered me down." his 
glance seemed to tay, "and she shall not 
slay either."

Yet This Man WJien He Expired Died 
From Pneumonia. 

Louis Bremer, a Fourth street black- 
sniiih, lived sevend years with a .section 
of a needle in his iieart. He's dead now, 
but he didn't die lecause of the needle. 
In fact he didn'i die from hejjt dis- 
ease at all. but f 0:11 what the di).:torf 
diagnosed as purulent pneumonia, say:- 
the .San P>ancl.soc Examiner. 

Think of that, all ye millions wh > 
shiver and shudder at fe:'.r of heait 
disease! If the h iman heart can stand 
being punctured jy a big needle, and 
nni , nly that, but keep tight h >ld of an 
inch of the steel, that section of man's 
anatomy isn't so tender a thin.g as mrisl 
people believe. H »art disease is the pet 
if the hypochrondrlac. A belief in the 
weakness of one's heart Induces mel- 
ancholia. It's n( wonder. The feel- 
ing that you are Mkely to drf)p dead a; 
any minute is noi calculated to lns;^irc 
gayety. 

But the late Mr. Bremer, 
steel-ballasted he;. it, was not 
.sad and sorowful during life, 
sick, poor man— ^ ilk foi- man 
with a chronic intlammallon 
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practitioner is the proprietor of the 
other half of that neeille. It is certainly 
none al the c-uhty hospital. The 
patient, when admitted there on Marci*. 
], was .Kuffei'in.g from iironch ^-pneu- 
rncnla, and gangrene of the left lunj;. 
and was treated only for that s.^riou- 
crmplication. He was given the usua' 
a))proved treatment, and no ".aspirai- 
Ing" operation was undertaken, he 
died on March 22. Only when D: . 
Ophuels. the pathologist of Cooper Med- 
ical college, made tlie autopsy was ih • 
strange burden of the patient discov- 
ered. 

The man whose heart is n ;w making 
all surgeons wondei- b.ad no suspicion 
of the .steel within him. No doubt th 
doctor who performed tiic b))eralion \\a~ 
a trille dazed when he looked at the 
stump >:f the neetlle that he withdrew. 
But he didn't say a word to the patient 
— which was thoughtful. The doct -i 
doubtless had n i Idea that he had pen- 
etrated the patient's mo.-^t vital organ. 
And as fishin.g for that lost needle iitlnt 
would ha\e invited surgbal complica- 
tions, the wise doctor j>resumably saw 
fit to merely bwk pleasant i-nd keeii 
mum. Otherwise th<- patient might 
have hail ner\ous prostration.

By the ac Ion nf a vacuum the 
hollow needle dexerously takes up and 
carries awa.v an.v soluide mutti.-r In Its 
c^iurse. Evidently from the po.=itl)n of 
the piece (;f needle, as found duiing the 
autopsy, it was frrced in from the left 
side. It was force 1 consideralily farther 
than vsas Intended, or else the heart was 
not where the cha ts said It ought to be, 
for It pierced the leart. 

I saw the heart the other day. It ro- 
poFes in a jar in alcoholic solution in the 
grewsome chambe • cf horrors at the 
county hospital. The surgeons out ther-^ 
take pride in the specimen. It make-- 
up a case unhear 1 of in "the books." 
and l»y reason of surgical inquiries con- 
cerning it the cour ty hospital Is galnln.g 
wide fame. All serfs of papers and 
learned treatl.ses are being provoked. 
All .sorts of theories of the how and the 
why are being formulated for the teach- 
ing of men who are as ambitious to 
learn of hearts as is the suinmer girl at 
.Santa Cruz. 

This heart if of normal size and wai- 
of normal conditi<:n. The black tip of 
the needle can be plainly seen and felt 
It passed througl the left \entricle. 
through the septui.i or musculai- fiber in 
the heart's centei. entering the right 
ventricle, but remi.ined Imbedded In the 
septum. Evidentl,- the puncture wound 
healed rapidly after the withdrawal of 
the greater portloi of the needle. There 
are no Indications that the lodging of 
this foreign subst£ ace in the center of 
the heait was at ended by Infiamnia- 
tion. The prompt cl.ising and healing 
of the puncture prevented hemorrhage, 
else death woulil surely have iesult:'d. 

All this and mu< h more Dr. .Sussdorf. 
resident superintendent at the hospital, 
courteously explained, but jmliteiy de- 
clined to discu.ss tile matter in any de- 
tail from a purel;- r'rofessional stand- 
point. He has no cnowledge as to what

Duluth Dealers Do Not Expect 

Coal to Advance In 

Price. 

It is reported that the anthracite coal 
combine has in contemplation another 
iidvance in hard coal prices. Whether 
the report is trueor not the Duluth deal- 
t IS have not iteen informed of such a de- 
cision on the part of the combine, but 
are inclined to believe thai the price of 
hard coal here will hold firm at last 
nmter's prices, and that there will be a 
jJTord supply. 

Recently the members ^it the anthra- 
cite combine decided on an advance ..f 
::.T cents a ton, but the Lehigh ValN^y 
.tnd several other companies did not fall 
■n with the a.lvance. It is .«!aid, how- 
ever, that these companies will n.tve tn 
"bey the mandate of the combine in its 
( ampaigrn to make millions of d'llar-; of 
profit before the year closes. 

It is estimated that the collieries con- 
trolled by the combine will turn out not 
less than 11.000.000 tons of anthracite be- 
tween now and Sept. 1. and this will 
promptly be sold to supply the winter 
trade, but on the output there will be a 
Piotit of $i',:.'0o.000. This output would 
indi.ate a good supply for the North- 
we.st on the docks here at the close of 
navigation, and the conditims under 
whuh the coa! is mined would indicate 
a firm though not a necessarily high 
price for coal here- this winter. 

The vessel situation in the coal trade 
looks more p.- omising now than a few 
weeks ago. Theiv are m-re boars «c.ek- 
ing coal tonnage at 45 cents than there 
"as at 40 cents, and unless the grain 
and «jre rates make it more profitable 
for vessels to come up light than to 
carry coal the docks should be well 
stocked by the time cold weather comes 
on.

His Skeleton Regiments From 

Remaining Volunteers 

Very Bony Indeed. 



New York. July 7.— The work of re- 
cruiting men to till up the regiments in 
the Philippines to the maximum of IJS 
men to a lonipany is soin^ on in New ' 
York, the main station for this city 
and this part nf the country being at 
Third avenue and Ninth street and in 
charge of Maj. Whitney. who aas 
been detailed from the Sixth infantry 
ftir this service. All recruits from sta- 
tions around about, such as Providence. 
Bridgeport. DanvilU'. Yonkers and lik- 
places come to this main station for 
their etjuipment. except arms. It is 
estimated that the quota rc<iuircd is 
being tilled at the rate of from 1000 i" 
1200 a week. 

Were it not for the extremely rigid 
physical examination enforced l>y ihe 
war department it would be possiido to 
do work much more rapidly, but the 
authorities at Washington. <iwing to 
the climatii' anil other conditions whir-ii 
these troojis will be called upnn to fac■,^ 
insist on the regulation physical re- 
quirements heing tilled to the letter. As 
an instance, at this main station ai>out 
eighteen men a day are being en- 
listed, but with modifications in the 
physical retiuirements this num'oer 
fould he easily increased to thirty. 

On Thursday a company of sixty was 
gent til San Francisi-o to l>e forwarded 
Vo Manilla and from now on men will 
l>e sent forward as rapidly as possiiile. 
{While the recruiting stations !iave 

tieen opened at various points through- 
, >ut all the Eastern states, the large 
'jiiaj<>r!t> of the men required are being 
/furnished by New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. Most of these will go to the in- 
(fantry. although for all the other iirms 
of the service men are being recruited 
as well. No particular instructions 
have been received from Washingitm 
lately, except to get all the infa;ury 
recruits possible up to July 10. and 
this is taken to mean that on that aate 
the recruiting for the volunteer force is 
likely to begin. 

More men than the dispatches indi- 
cated will prot»ably be required. It is 
known that not so many of the volun- 
teers now at Manilla can be counted on 
for re-enlistment as was previously 
suppp.^ed. At lirst Gen. Otis thought he 
could make up three regiments from 
those willing to re-enlist from the 
volunteer forces about to return home, 
but later information develops that he 
has organized only two skeleton tfgi- 
ments and the term skelet<»n. in some 
quarters, is taken to mean that only 
the officers and a very few of the men 
have consented to remain. It is not be- 
lieved that the authorities at Wash- 
ington will agree to (Jen. Otis' plan of 
filling the ranks of these regiments 
with friendly natives as too little is 
known of the characteristics of the na- 
tives to guarantee the success of L-uch 
a scheme.

STAMP ACT RULING. 

One Relates to Sleeper Tickets, 
Another to Gas Companies. 

Washington. July 7. — The acting com- 
missioner of internal revenue has re- 
affirmed the decision of his oflice to the 
effect that the revenue stamp required 

to be affixed to berth or seat checks 
when tickets are not pitirchased by the 
passenger prior to his entering the car. 
Acting Commissioner of the internal 
revenue bureau has decided that natural 
or artificial gas companies are subject 
to the gross receipts tax under the war 
revenue act, and that in the case of arti- 
ficial gas the returns made by the com- 
pany should include sales of tar, 
ammonia, coke, etc. It is held, how- 
ever, that the words "pipe line" in the 
act does not refer to gas mains and 
pipes through which gas is distributed 
fiireclly to the consumer, but to the sys- 
tem of transporting oil or other products 
from place to place through pipes in- 
stead of in tanks, barrels, etc., trans- 
ported by rail or other conveyance. 



BECKER F OUND GUILTY. 

Chicago Butcher Who Murdered 
His Wife Will Hang. 

Chicago, July 7.— August Becker, the 
stock yards butcher, was today found 
guilty of the murder of his tirst wife. His 
punishment was fixed at death. The jury 
was out only a short time. Becker showed 
apparent indifference. The father of 
Btcker's second wife. George Sutterleiii. 
accused bv Becl:er of lieing the murderer, 
did not attend the closing scene. Sutler- 
lein's daughter. Beckers second wife, 
was also absent. 

Mrs. Rachael Becker disappeared last 
January and two weeks later Becker mar- 
ried 17-year-old Ida Sutterlein. When 
Becker was arrested he confessed to hav- 
ing killed his lirst wife in a lit of rage. 
In order to disijose of the ixidy he said 
he cut it up and boiled it piece J).v piece. 
While on trial he denied all this and 
claimed his father-in-law, Sutterlein, did 
the killing. 



St. Paul, July 7.— Charles R. Z.=?c"hau, 
former teller of the German- American 
National bank, St. Paul, who was com- 
mitted to the stale penitentiary at 
Stillwater by Judge Lewis, in June, 
l.SS*7, for mi.sappropriatiiig funds if the 
bank, aggregating about $11,000, has 
made application to the state l)oarJ tif 
pardons for a pardon. His application 
will be heard among thirty-flve others 
at the quarterly meeting of the board 
next Monday afternoon at the stale 
capitol. 

A dozen and three years ago there 
lived in the quiet little town of Itich- 
mond, Minn., in Wimma county, a 
father and mother and their four child- 
ren—three daughters and an only son. 
The boy was then I'l years <jld. His 
name was Jesse Neville. His father 
was not only the richest man in that 
wh(de section of the country, but one of 
the most respected citizens. 

In the summer of ISS.-,. on the Fourth 
of July, young Jesse NeviUe went to 
Winona to spend the day. While un- 
der the inlluence of intoxicants he fell 
in with a comi>anion. who got into a 
row with a saloimkeeper named Xels 
Paulson. The saloonkeeper hit Ne- 
villes coinpanion" with a beer m.illet 
and was about to hit him again, wiien 
young Neville interfered in his friend's 
behalf. The saloonkeeper rushed at 
Neville with the uplifted mallet and 
th»' young man whipped a revolver out 
of his pocket and tired. Paulson was 
killed. 

Young Neville returned home and 
gave himself up to the sheriff of the 
county. He was convii ted of murder by 
Patrick Fitzpatriek. then Ounty at- 
torney of Winona county, now a mem- 
ber of the state senate. The judge ue- 
fore whom he was prosecuted was 
Charles M. Start, now chief jufstiv'p of 
the supreme court and a member of 
the board of pardons, to whom Neville 
applies, not for a pardon, but for a 
commutation of his sentence to twentj' 
years. 

Since young Neville was arrested his 
father has spent his fortune trying to 
secure his release. Now he is dead. His 
three sisters tramped the length and 
irgadth of Winona county to get sig- 
natures for his pardon, which previous 
governors did not grant. In this work 
for their lirother all three of his sis- 
ters sacrificed their lives, two dying of 
consumption and one of pneumonia, 
due to colds cojitracted through ex- 
posure while traveling in all kinds of 
weather from house to house to get 
signers for their petitions. Of the 
whole family there is left only the .aged 
mother, who sits alone in the vine-' 
grown cottage which is all that is left 
her in the quaint city of Richmond, 
and prays for the day that will oring 
back to her the son who has spent the 
best years of his life behind the c'ay 
stone walls of Stillwater prison.

Daniel Ward Kennedy, sentenced from 
St. Louis county. June 4, 1897, to .«.tate 
prison for ten years for uttering a 
forged instrument.

THE SPANISH PRISONERS. 

Successful Commissioners Return 
From ths Insurgent Lines. 

Manilla, July 7.— The Spanish commis- 
sioners who went to Tarlac for a confer- 
ence wiih Aguinaldo regarding the sur- 
render of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Filipinos, returned here last 
night. Chairman Del Rio of the commis- 
sion said the release of all the prisoners 
had been practically arranged for. but It 
will be necessary to consult the Spanish 
government before an agreement could 
be ralilied. He declined to give the terms 
of the arrangement or to say whether 
they contemplated a ransom. He as- 
serted, however, that Againaldo had al- 
ready issued a decree for the release of 
the civilian officials an the sick soldiers. 
The commissioners, with the remnant of 
the Spanish g.-irrison of Baler, on the 
(■last coast of Luzon, and a number of 
civilian prisoners, were escorted by l-Mli- 
pino soldiers from Tarl.ac to the Ameri- 
can outposts at San l-"ernando and came 
to Manilla by the nljfht train. 

The heroes of the /ong defense of Bait r. 
where the Spaniard.*! resisted an insurgent 
siege for more than a. year, formed a 
picturestiue band. Tdeut. Martin, the 
only surviving officer, marched them 
through the streets. There are ouly 
twenty-two and most of them are mere 
boys, in faded blue cotton uniforms and 
red shirts. They are barefooted. A 
crowd of Spanish men and women em- 
braced them, weeping and shouting their 
praises. They tell a remarkable stoiy. 
It appears that the captain stjveral times 
proposed to sin-render, but the soldiers re- 
fused.

where being cheered and feted.

J^Jj"- Ooebel was born in Pennsylvania 
thirty-eight years ago and removed 
when a child of 4 years with his parents 
to Covington, Ky.. where he has lived 
ever since. He received his schoolinir 
m the public schools of Covington and 
then read law with ex-Oovernor John 
G. Stevenson. He showed such marked 
ability that Governor Stevenson made 
him his law partner, and this partner- 
ship was continued until the death of 
the governor, who made Mr. Goebel 
his executor without bond. He left a 
large estate and the young attorney ad- 
ministered it in the most satisfactory 
manner. 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasurv John 0. 
Carlisle was so inipresse.l with the 
ability of Mr. Ooebel that he formed a 
partnership with him after the death of 
Governor Atkinson, which lasted a num- 
ber of years and was onlv terminated 
•when the gifted Kentuckian was made 
secretary of the treasury of the I'nited 
States. 

With two such associates as Stevenson 
and Carlisle it was no wonder the young 
attorney ro.se rapidly in the law, and it 
was not long until he commanded i 
practice of $25,000 a year. He seemed to 
make a specialty of cases against cor- 
porations, including railroads, and he 
was so successful in this that he soon 
found himself with more work than h" 
could well do. 

KILLED COL. SANFORD. 
He has always been a friend of the 
people, and this characteristic caused 
him to become engaged in a controversy 
which made it necessary for him to take 
a human life. He thought the bridge 
tolls across the Ohio river were too 
high and he introduced and had passed 
a bill through the Kentucky legislature 
reducing the tolls to 1 cent for a foot 
passenger.

Goebel replied in an 
unsigned article that fairly took the 
cuticle off the colonel. 

Goebel was soon informed that Col. 
Sanford had threatened to kill him on 
sight. He procured a pistol, and he and 
the colonel met a short time afterw.ird 
on the steps of the bank in which th'^ 
colonel was cashier. The colonel asked 
Mr. Goebel if he was the authjr of the 
article in which he was .so unmercifuUv 
attacked. Goebel. without the least 
show of emotion and with a calm voice, 
replied. "Yes." The colonel made a mo- 
tion as if to draw a weapon, but before 
he could get his hand on his pistol Goe- 
bel had shot him dead. He was acquit- 
ted on the examining trial, as there was 
abundant proof that he acted purely in 
self-defense. The anger of Sanfords 
friends has been renewed recently bv 
the unhappy circumstance of Col. San- 
ford's widow going crazy and being in- 
carcerated in a private asylum in this 
city. 

One of the first bills Goebel made a 
law after he went to the state senate 
■was that to make gambling a felony. 
He had seen the evil effects of gaming, 
and he believed the young men of the 
cated one brother and has assisted the 
bling and the inlluence of gamblers.

visited Ciisfield to imagine the commer- 
cial importance of the soft crab fishery, 
and the very large scale on which crab 
breeding Is conducted. Its growth has 
been phenomenal and largelv instru- 
mental In making this .section one of 
the wealthiest in the state of Maryland. 
Ih' people here can match dollars with 
any class of laboring folk in the Fnited 
States. Collecting the soft and "peeler" 
crabs is the main industry at this .sea- 
son, from May to September, inclusive 
and it affords profitable and easy work 
to thousands who would, perhaps, other- 
wise be unemployed. The soft crab, 
which is so abundant throughout th" 
Chesapeake bay is found on the Atlantic 
coast, from Massachusetts to Mexico, 
but at no place in the world has s-o 
mu.'h attentlim been given to its culti- 
vation as at Crisfield. The crab is the 
Reau P.rummel of crustaceans, and in- 
deed no living creature gives .so much 
attention to his wearing apparel. C0171- 
parcd with him in this resard the "x- 
tiemest dude leads a careless and easy 
life. If he were a member of the 
human family his tailor's bills would 
Consume his entire earnings. From the 
time he leaves the shell he pa.sses 
through more frequent transfornntious 
than probably any other member of the 
animal kingdom. On emerging from 
the egg he looks somewhat like an Im- 
po.ssible combination of those omnipres- 
ent products of New Jersey, the fiea 
and the mosquito, or to speak nmre 
definitely he has a fiat, irregular body, 
with a long proboscis, a longer tail, long 
swimming appendages, with spine cov- 
ered, toe-like branches at the ends, and 
small eyes, not attached to stalks, as in 
later life, but fixed fiat upon the he.-d. 
All these pecularities are compressed 
V ithin a small space, and in this stage 
he swims around mostly at the surface 
of the water. At an earlv age he be- 
gins to shed his skin, and having ac- 
complished this feat a few time-?, he has 
increased in size, his eves have ap- 
peared on stalks, legs like those of 
shrimps have developed, and nippers 
have been added to the pair of fronf 
legs. The tail and proboscis have 
nearly if not entirely disappeared, and 
he begins to grow at a rapid rate. 

E'elng nearly ready to begin business 
as a crab, he abandons swimming as a 
profession and takes to the bottom 
goes foraging along the shores, or at- 
taches himself to floating seaweed He 
literally grows by shedding. As fast as 
his garments become too small f )r him 
he casts them off and appears in a 
larger suit. After he reaches the edioie 
size he sheds once a month, and men 
who make a business of hunting him 
say there is no regular time for shed- 
ding. After he attains his full g-.'owth 
he ceases to shed, and indications are 
not wanting that he reaches a ripe <.id 
age, as .specimens have been taken with 
full grown barnacles and ovsters at- 
tached to their shells. When a crab is 
abcut to shed he seeks shallow water 
and secretes himself in the r.>ns of the 
grasses or under bunches of sedge so as 
to 1)1- as nuK h as possible out of the way 
of large H.«h, whiih are very fond ..f 
liim at this sla.ije of his career. When 
ready to shed, the old shell separates 
nearly all around the bodv at the base 
cf the legs, and the crab withdraws it- 
self. After shedding he is the "soft- 
.'^hell" crab, so suitable for frying and 
so dear to the palate of the epi-ure A 
crab approaching the shedding pro- 
cess- is variously known among fi.sher- 
men as a "peeler," "shedder," or 
"buster." "comer," "long-comer," or 
"short-comer." A "peeler" or "buster" 
IS one whose shell has begun to crack 
while a "comer," "hmg-comer," or 
"short-comer" is preparing to moult 
and the shell is loosening, but has not 
y(-t split. It is a matter of considerable 
importance with the fishermen to be 
able to determine whether a crab has 
or has not recently completed the slii-d- 
ding process. Unless the crustacean is 
taken in hand immediately after moult- 
ing, it quickly becomes a hard-shell or 
hard-crab, passing through the stages 
known as "paper-shell" and "buckler " 
anu as such not possessing the market 
value of a soft crab, or one that h-as not 
undergone moulting. 

It was with the belief that crabs 
could be handled and raised with profit 
by impounding them that caused the 
gentlemen named to enter the business 
They had studied the habits of the crab 
and knew that he must be "plucked" at 
exactly the right time or he was not 
suited for the market. From the three 
or four floats first used has grown an 
industry which covers hundreds of 
acres of marsh land and water anJ 
thousands of floats. The farm or pound 
Is enclosed by a board fencing, which 
serves as a breakwater, this being 
necessary, as high waves would break 
over and swamp them. The young crabs 
are placed in floats, made of light 
planks and scantling, with plain board 
bottoms and latticed sides. The floats 
are generally 20 feet long, 3 to 5 feet 
wide and 16 inches deep. They have n 
capacity of from 300 to 400 crabs. These 
floats are visited in boats during the 
day, and the crabs that have shed since 
the last visit are taken out and carried 
to the packing house for shipment. Ex- 
perienced men can tell almost to th^ 
minute when a crab is in condition for 
shipping after shedding. 

Five hundred per cent more care is 
necessary in preparing soft crabs for 
shipment than is exercised in shipments 
of eggs. There is nothing so difflcult to 
handle properly for .safe dellverv and 
experienced soft crab packers receive 
$15 to $22 per week. Crabs are classed 
as "culls," "medium" and "prime," and 
the crates in which they are nacked for 
shipment are 4 feet long and from IVi 
to 2 feet deep, provided with trays in 
which the crabs are placed between 
layers of shaved ice and sea weed or 
grass. The weight of a niece of Ice as 
large as an ordinary marble on the head 
of a crab will cause death in 



the crabs are placed obliquely in trays 
.so that the moisture may -not run from 
their mouths, and In this way with a 
sufficiency of Ice and sea weed, they 
can be safely shipped a long distance. 
Crates are made to accommodate from 
eight to twelve dozen crabs, according 
to their size. Owing to the care used 
in preparation for shipment the death 
rate Is very small, and the splendid 
steamboat and railroad facilities for 
shipment lessen the mortality very 

Phlla- 
de phia. Baltimore and Boston are the 
principal markets, but Chicago. St. 
Louis and oth.-r large Western cities re- 
ceive heavy shipments. Every year the 
market is being extended, and .so great 
is the demand now that dealers find it 
almost Impossible to supply it. This 
scarcity of crabs is due almost entirely 
to the extreme cold weather of last 
winter. At the lowest estimate the 
blizzard cut <ilT the crab crop fully on.- 
third, and msiny dealers say one-half 
A few weeks after the blizzard the tide 
and winds < overed the shores and 
marshes with dead crabs. The crab is 
very susceptible to extremes of tem- 
perature. At this sea.son they inhabit 
shallow water, but with the (on.ing (.f 
cold weather they seek deeper water and 
burrow in th» mud, entering a condition 
of lowered vilality until spring. 

The first shipments of anv importance 
from this .sect ,,n were made In ls>^-. when 
the value of il,e catch wa.s about $,S4.<Kj*J. 
In that year 110 persons were engat,'ed in 
the catch iithi not more than m> boat.s 
employed. Tlerc is no question but thai

The:-,- is now a factorv here 
which ha.s a apaclty of 800 cases "11 day, 
but the difficUty this season has been lo 
get a sufflcleicy to keep the factory un- 
der headway. The crabs are killed by be- 
ing placed in a large chest or boiler where 
they r.maJri ever night and the next dav 
the meiU is extracted by women and 
girls, fwent. cents per pallon is paid 
for picking he meat and an average 
swltt hand cai pick nine gallons per dav.

Most ,f the crab meat is packed 
In tin buckes and shipped in Ice, but 
even at that i( will keep only a few davs. 
Hard irabs do not require the care "in 
packing and shipping which soft crabs 
need. They are simpjly crowded Into 
large boxes and barrels, covered Wiih 
wooden strips op sack cloth, and .shippe.l 
to their destination, usuallv without the 
US' of ice 01 seaweed. The mortality 
amounts to nractirally nothing. Owiiik 
to their hardness they can also be sent 
longer distanes to many of the interior 
cities 01 the country. Tlie average ktoss 
price receivei is W) cents per hundred. 

I he crabbeis are a rouph and hardy set 
and are .ilwiya ready for a rough" and 
tumble tight when they have cause to 
believe that tiey are not getting a square

dealing and when once they" are con- 
vinced that ;ii effort has been made to 
cheat them ihey will have nothing fur- 
ther to do wih the party who is believed 
to be guilty.

We went into the 
jail, under he old court house and in 
charge of Sheriff Henry Grebe, and there 
JJttle Wolf liiy stretched out on the stone 
floor on his back apparently dead. Dr. 
Tilden, who at that time was a sort of 
court doctor, was summoned. Being of 
the old schojl of practice, following the 
three cardinal rules, which are, llrst, feel 
the pulse; second, look at the tongue;

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EDISON TELLS ABOUT 
THE AUTOMOBILE 
HE HAS DESIGNED. 



Will Run By Hectricity and WiU Be Sold 
for No More Than a Horse and Car- 
riage Costs. 




Thomas A. Edison is at work on an 
automobile, which, he says, will trans- 
rend in utility any machine of the sort 
that lias yet been produced. 

Of couj-se. being an Edison }M-oduc- 
tion, the new marvel will be run by 
eleotrii ity. 

Thoutrh the Wizard will not now make 
IHJblie the full plans of his latest crea- 
tion, he gave some of the details of it to 
a New York Journal reporter, who found 
him in his workshop. 

■■.My experiments are practically com- 
pleted. ' said .Mr. IMson. "and within a 
tew weeks we will have motor bi( ycles 
and tricycles on the roads hereabouts. 
I have been working on the mt>tor foi^ 
six months, and it now fultills all luy 
expectations. 

"The French naptha machines will not 
be in the same class with mine, and 
the inventors will hang their heads with 
disgust when the one which is now being 
completed is placed beside those ot 
French make. 

•■The mechanism of my machine is far 
more practical: it is greatly condensed, 
the clumsy appearance will be done 
away with and the whole affair will be 
lighter." 

"Will it take a person experienced in 
electricity to run your machine".'" asked 
the Journal man. 

"Not at all." exclaimed the great in- 
ventor. ■■Anybody can run it without 
the slightest danger. A child will be just 
as safe ctn the seat as he Is on a com- 
mon bic-ycle or tricycle." 

The controversy in regard to tlio 
speed of the French and .\mencan au- 
tomobiles and the proposed internation- 
al race had directed the attenticm of the 
great inventor to the problem of Icjug- 
distance traveling, ami he positively as- 
serts that when completed his machin--' 
will have a running capacity of from 
twelve to f(lurte^'n miles an hour, and 
that the motive power would last to 
tijavel !."><• mile« without recharging. 

y'.\s tlie demand increases," he con- 
tinued, ••and should mj- vehicles prove 
the success 1 anticipate, I will eitlier 
build a factory for their manufacture 
or sell out my right to some bicycle 
concern." 

THE FINI.SH OF THE HORSE. 
The veiy fact that Thomas .\. Kdisoa 
i.** getting out a horseless vehicle will 
attract attention to the new mode of 
progression, and will lay the spooks of 
'langer and difficulty that people who 
have not looked into the new vehicle 
worry so much about. 

He promises an electric runabout, 
such as a country doctor would use for 
from $:{00 to $400 dollars, hardly inore 
than a good single buggy and fair 
horse cost at present. He has cut the 
Weight of the machine down to a figure 
the reverse of alarming, and has carried 
the automatic principle so«far that the 
jTocess of running the vehicle is less 
difticult than driving a gentle horse. 
To 'jK- his own words: 
■The automobile will displace horses 
in a f'W years in every class of work. 
Our roads are now suitable for theii 
usage. Horses for families are only for 
the rich, and when a demand comes 
for the automobile they will be cheaper, 
and the expense of keeping them in 
Older will be about one-fifth that of 
keeping a horse." 

.\s to the cost. Mr. Edson said that 
when the general demand came the 
price of a two-seated vehicle would oe 
brought down to the cost of a good 
team of horses, and that a one-seat 
tuggy complete, he said, would b.- 
bought for from $300 to $400. 

Fdison, in discussing the proposed in- 
ternational race, said to the Journal 
t.'iat Charron could not bring^is French 
built machine over the roads from Chi- 
cag'> to New York. 

FRE.N'CH .MACHINES INFERIOR. 
•Why," continued .Mr. Edison, "the 
French machine would go to pieces on 
• ur roads, or at least on the roads 
which would have to be traveled over 
on the ourse, and the Frenchman 
would find that his machine, which is 
practicable on the nice smooth roads in 
France, would get stuck in the mud be- 
fore reaching its destination, or 
would be shaken to pieces by coming 
in contact with the bowlders in the 
roads. 

"What I know of our automobiles i.s 
that they are built in accordance with 
the roads over which they are made to 
run." 

•"it was true, up to a few months 
ago," said Edison, "that the French 
vehicles were far ahead of any manu- 
factured in America, but we are and 
have been making wide strides in the 
advancement of the automobiles during 
the past six months, and today are put- 
ting out a more practicable machin'* 
than the Frenchmen ever thought )f. 
or ever can put out. and in the next si.K 
months .America will be ahead of the 
world in the manufacture of the ma- 
chines, as American engineers are ex- 
excising their brains experimenting, and 
from present indications 90 per cent of 
the horses now in use will be replaced 
by this late invention in the next year 
and a half. 

"From what I read of Mr. Wintons 
machine, he has a good one, and before 
the race is finished the Frenchman will 
find himself and machine stuck in the 
mud along the road, while Mr. Winton, 
with his American ideas, will be speed- 
ing merrily along toward the Journal 
office." 

The reason Charron's machine can not 
compete on American roads has already 
been elaborately set forth in the Jour- 
nal. In the first place the weight is so 
great that it will sink the wheels to the 
hubs in the soft roadways. The wooden 
spoke.] wheels v. ill bog down in the sand 
and the mud and the dust flying into 
the unprotected bearings of the French 
machine will cause more trouble. 

Another fatal defect in ChatTon's 
vehicle, as far as traffic on ordinary 
country roads is concerned, is that the 
motor, the heaviest part of the auto- 
mobile, is forward, immediately above 
the front axle. 

Any farmer's boy, accustomed to the 
ruts and bowlders in the pike that leads 
to the market town, knows too much 
to put a heavy load in the front end of 
his wagon. Speed with a vehicle thus 
unbalanced is utterly out of the ques- 
tion, and anybody trying to make it -s, 
in road talk, "riding for a fall." 

Charron, if he attempted to ride at 
any such speed as he made when he ran 
the recent automobile race from Bor- 
deaux to Paris, would either upset or 
knock his vehicle to pieces. 
PROGRESS OF THE Al^TOMOBILE. 
With automobile cabs taking care of 
the street passenger traffic, private au- 
tomobile carriages thronging the boule- 
vards and park drive© — for the prohibi- 
ti«i)n against their appearance in the 



Central is only a passing phase of thf 
great change — and auto-trucks doin.g 
all the express and cartage work, the 
-Streets of New York live years hence 
will be very different from what they 
are now. 

One of the big brewing companies is 
considering the feasibility of retiring 
the magnificent Norman draught horses 
and Percherons that have dragged 
the huge beer wagons about tlie city, 
and substituting automoliiie trucks for 
them. 

A big contractor is figuring on the 
relative cost of locomotive c-arts is 
against the carts and horses he has to 
use now. 

An effort will be made shortly to sub- 
stitute another adaption of the automo- 
bile principle for the dump carts now in 
use by the city. 

There seems no branch or character 
ot tiaction for which the automobile is 
not clamoring for adoption. At the au- 
tomobile show now in progress at the 
Tiiileries Gardens, in Paris, there was a 
prize for a race among voiturettes by 
children. 

Any child old enough to drive a Shet- 
land pony is old enough to run one of 
the baby automobiles, and the children 
of several of the great families of the 
capital of France run their toy-like 
Voiturettes in the park every afternoon. 

Every clay sees a wider sjtread of the 
automobile in .\merica. .An automobile 
cab company is organizing in Chicago, 
where an auto-trtick company is already 
under wa:'. 




A HORSE BOUND UP. 

The Exciting Scene Witnessed on 
a Western Ranch. 

"Dill you ever see a hiMse round-Ill)'" 
queried the stc>cknian. ".\'o^? Well, youve 
missed the sight of your life. A cattle 
round-up aint in it with a horse round- 
ui», and I ought to know, for I've been in 
.some of the biggest of both kinds. A cat- 
lie rouiid-up is exciting enough, perhaps, 
with the saddling up, the drive, the ni^lit 
herd, the stampede and all thul, but it you 
want real action you want to see a liorse 
round-up. 1 guess it would be i>rtiiy 
hard t(j tiiid a Horse round-up nowadays, 
if horses are valuable ihe.v don't lei em 
loose like that and real wild ran.ge horses 
are hardlv wortli rounding up any more. 
When I was up in Montana in 's2 there 
was a horse round-uii on nearly every 
range. The Swedes and Norwegians were 
coming into Dakota and taking up the 
wheal lands. They had some money, but 
not very much. They had to have horses, 
but they couldn"i pay o\ er $75 or $10() a 
team, so they bought almost anytlilng in 
the shape of a horse that was broke 
enough to put a harness on. 

"Range horses were pretty cheap up in 
Mimtana then, though they were worth 
more than they are now. Some buyers 
used to put out a standing offer of $25 
a head for any likely looking wild aidmal 
over o yt-urs old. They'd coMect hundreds 
of these, take a bunch of horse wranglers 
and riders with them and drive overland 
to Dakota. The men would be breaking 
horses to ride and drive all the way down. 
Thev d go to some Dakota town and rent 
a cijrrai. Here they'd have a headquar- 
ters. They'd break horses day and night, 
and it wouldn't cost much for feed, be- 
cause Ihev'd herd the bunch out on the 
prairie. It used to be a great sight, this 
oreaking. but that isn't what 1 started to 
tell you about. 

"For ten years liefor<' this the ranch- 
ers had been laising horses in Northern 
Montana just like they raised cattle. That 
is. they'd let them run loose all year 
rcaind. in the summer they'd have a colt 
round-up. just like a calf round-up, only 
they'd pull it off toward fall, just before 
the i)eef gather. The horsemen would 
hold a meeting and agree upon the boun- 
daries of a big circle, say 200 miles across. 
P^ach one would furnish so many men 
and saddle horses and they'd start cm a 
certain day on the outside of this circle 
and drive all the horses the.v found in 
toward the center, where there was a big 
corral. This corrai had big wing.s built, 
one from it leading to the gate, because 
tlriving horses was a different thing from 
driving even the wildest kind of cattle. 

"The men as they rode from the out- 
side of the circle wc)uld start the bands 
of wild horses ttiward this corral. They'd 
start them as gently as they could, but 
the horses were as wild as deer and they'd 
run like the wind. Each day the horse 
wranglers woujd get nearer and nearer 
the corral. The circle would get smaller 
and smaller and it would begin to look 
as though all the horses in the world 
were grazing and running in those hills 
and valleys. After two or three days the 
wild stock would get more accustcjmed 
to seeing the horsemen and they were 
easier to drive. 

"By the time the circle was drawn with- 
in tlve or si.x miles of the corral things 
would get exciting. There would be dOO 
or "ixxi head of horses inside the line and 
it puzzled the ritlers to keep the lot from 
spreading. The bands which had been ac- 
c uslomed to run together would keep 
pretty well bunched, but the geldings 
would break away once in a while and 
hunt a tight with some stranger. It was 
quick work for the riders and took lots 
of saddle horses, for everyone rode at 
top speed all the time. 

"These horses were a pretty sight, with 
shaggy coats, long manes and tails sweep- 
ing the ground. Once in a while a range 
stallion would be found herding his fami- 
ly and offering battle to a man on horse- 
back. Sometimes we had to shoot them, 
they made so much trouble. Then came 
the cutting out of the mares and colts. 
The colts would be branded and they and 
their mothers driven outside of the circle, 
back to the range. Next came the cut- 
ting out of the 3, 4 and 5-year-old geld- 
ings, for sale to the buyers, who would 
drive them to Dakota. These were kept 
in the corral until the corral was full, 
then the bunch -would be started out, 
closely herded night and day by the horse 
wranglers. 

"It was an exciting time when oDO or 
600 wild geldings were let out of the cor- 
ral. The men would saddle their very 
best horses and range themselves on 
either side of the corral. The gate of the 
corral wa.s then opened. Out would come 
the horses, wild with fright and eager for 
liberty. All the wranglers could do was 
to ride at their sides and behind them, 
keeping the herd headed in the desired 
direction. There is nothing prettier on 
earth than a great band of horses in full 
flight. Their hoof-beats on the prairie 
sound like rolling thunder and the earth 
shakes when they pass. .\t the first 
burst they go like the wind and it takes 
a good rider and a good horse to keen 
anywhere near them. Their mane.s and 
tails are so long, their eyes are bright 
and keen and they are accustomed to 
racing across the broken countrv. They 
run for .several hours after leaving the 
corrai. Then they quiet down and the 
horse herders ride them around In a cir- 
cle, holding them until another bunch 
comes from the corral the next day. 

'■Sometimes 2i>W of these wild geldings 
would be gathered together before the 
start is made for Dakota and the herders 
had their hands full dav and night. It 
was all excitement, for men were roping 
and riding wild horses all the time to 
take the places of those which were 
played out on the drive. Behind the herd 
followed the 4-horse grub wagon, with the 
cook and camp outfit, but meals were 
mighty irregular and a man was lucky 
If he found his bed at night. 

"After a few days' driving the horsep 
would become quiet and the work wat? 
easier and by the time the herd hid

reached Devil's Lake, N. D.. some of the 

wildest were almost tame. There used 
to be a great deal of trouble about steal- 
ing horse s on these drives, for if the h<id 
hapiiened across a little lumeli of horses 
somewhere on the prairie the bunch was 
ver.v ajit to he .'ibsorhed by the drive aiul 
the rancher would never hear of it again. 
Some ran<-hers used to go to the roiuid-up 
just to see that none of their liors«'s were 
driven awa.v and others would follow the 
drive through their own ranges to keep 
their horses from joining the t-inigratlon 
to Itakola. Sometimes a few horse-own- 
ers would combine and hire a man just 
to fcdlow these drives and bring back 
stolen slock. There used to be a killing 
once in a while over some $25 c-ayuse, but 
not very often. They weren't worth 
enouRh. 

'These drives are not made nowadays, 
because there is no market for this kind 
of horses anywhere, in some parts%)^ th»- 
Northwest they do not even braod the 
colts. A herd of 20.<MtO head of these 
hor.^es were sold in Oregon a few years 
ago for $20,000, or $1 a head. They are 
disappearing. liowever. because tlie 
ranchers had to improve the stock to 
make it pa.v to care for it, and the aver- 
age range horse of toda.v is from 200 to 
i>»Ni pounds heavier than the range horse 
of twelve or fifteen years ago."

Central African Travels Hundred of 
Miles In a Trance. 

Here is a yarn that has been picked 
up l>y the Society For Physical Re- 
search. Dr. R. \V. Felkrti, who had ac- 
companied Emin Pasha on a tour 
through T'ganda and adjacent territory, 
is responsible for it, says the Philidel- 
phla Press. He says that some time 
last year his party had got back to 
Lado, about 1000 miles south of Khar- 
toum, and that he had been wthouti 
letters from Europe for a year. 2\a- 
turally. he was impatient for tidings. In 
that part of Africa he had often Lome 
across wizards, who pretended to trans- 
form themselves into lions or other 
animals at night, and to travel immen.se 
distances in this guise. They also as- 
sert that they accjuire information at 
such times altout stolen cattle and other 
lost property. Dr. Felkin says that, al- 
though he has no explanation to otter in 
regard to these alleged feats, he liad a 
chance to verify one of their stories. 

One morning after his arrival at Lado 
a man came to his tent, evidently in 
great excitement, and said that the lo- 
cal wizard, or "m'logo." had been roam- 
ing about the country the ni.ght before 
in the form of a jackal. During his 
rambles the "m'logo" had visited 
Meschera-el-Rek. fully 550 miles a.vay, 
lK3tween Lado and Khartoum. The 
wizard declared that two, steamers had 
just arrived at this point and nad 
brought mails. He also described min- 
utely the appearance of an English .jf- 
ficer accompanying the boats. 

Dr. Felkin ridiculed the story. But 
Emin Pasha took the thing more seri- 
ously. He directed that the wizard 
brought before him, and questioned 
fellow. 
•"Where did go last nigh.. ' 
"I was at Meschera-el-Rek." 
"What were you doing there?" 
"I went to see «ome friends." 
"What did you see?" 
"I saw two steamers arriving 
Khartoum." 

•'Oh, this is nqnsense! You could not 
possibly have b#en at Meschera-r.l- 
Rek." 

"I was there," the wizard replied em- 
phatically. "And with the steamers 
was an Engli.'^hman, a short man with 
a big beard." 

"Well, what was his mission?" 
"He says that the great pasha at 
Khartoum lifad sent him, and he has 
some paper.s for you. He is starting 
overland tohiorrow, bringing the pa- 
pers with him, and he will be ncre 
about thirt/- days from now." 

Dr. Felkin says that thirty-two days 
later the IjViglishtnan did arrive at Lado 
and that (he brought letters for the 
party. Th^ newcomer was Lupton Bey. 
Of the wjfeard. Dr. Felkin says that he 
is satisli£'(l that the man was .lever 
outside i'm native village in his life. 



F. S. Crum. of Newark, N. J., "as a 
matter of personal InterMt," he says, 
(ollected. classified and atalyzed all the 
suicides reported in the morning edition 
of the New York Sun during 1S9S. On the 
basis of his statistics he furnishes a very 
readable article on suicide?, which he lias 
put in the form of a communication to 
the Sun. in which he .sayy; 

Rejecting the doubtful < ises, there were 
MW dtjaths reported as suicides in the 
columns of the Sun during the year ]!^S^8. 
In fortv-seven of the lead iig cities of the 
Inited States 2;C!1 suicides were ofiieially 
leporied during 1S"9S. The sum of the poi*- 
ulations of these cities wis estimated to 
lie about lif.OOO.iHH). or approximately one- 
sixth the population of tli- ITnlted States. 
While, therefore, the SOS cases noticed in 
the Sun represent, perhaps not more than 
10 per cent of the total number of sui- 
cides in the I'nited States durhiK ItWS, 
the analysis of them is '( special Inter- 
est because the informatiin is more de- 
tailed than that usually f(nind in oth- 
clal reports. 

Of the MW suicides 621, i.r about 77 per 
rent were males, and 1S7, or 2:{ per cent 
Wire females. .Malrs gene-ally constitute 
from 70 to SO per cent of tiie suicides. 1'iie 
sex distribution of the suL'ides under ob- 
servation would, therefor-, seem to Indi- 
cate that they are fairly representative. 
The method by which self-destruclion 
was effected was noted ii almost every 
instance. This information was given for 
all of the female suicides and f<u- all but 
eleven of the male sulcidis. The classlli- 
eatlon of th(> SOS cases by .<ex and method 
is presented in the following table:

The method of siiU'ide most populai' 
with males was shmiting. while with fe- 
nial<'s poison was b.v far the most fl'e- 
ipient means of self-destruction. Svhiie 
40.3 per cent of the male suicides em- 
ployed firearms as a ni»thod of self- 
murder, only 6.4 i>er ci it of the fe- 
males resorted to that method. Poi- 



son was adopted by 55.1 per cent of the 
female suicides, and was second In popu- 
larity with the males 23.2 per cent of 
whom used that means to accomplish 
their purpose. Illuminating gas was mere 
popular with the females than with the 
males, as was also death by drowning and 
leaps. Deaths by hanging and by cuts 
and stabs were nearly twice as frequent 
among males as among females in pro- 
portion to the total number of suicides 
of each sex. 

Thirty-two of the thirty-seven deaths 
from cuts and stabs resulted from throat- 
cutting. Sixteen of these were reported 
as having cut their throats with razors. 
Three of the five women who cut their 
thi-oats used a razor, and it was not 
stated with what Instrument the other 
two committed the act. 

The poison most pc»pular as a me.ans of 
self-destruction was carbolic acid. Of 

the 144 male suicides by poison, &1, or 
tit. 2 per cent, drank caibolic acid, and 
this poison was even more popular with 
the females, of whc>m 76, or 73. s per cent 
of those dying by poison, drank this fatal 
liquid. Paris green, laudanum, morphine 
an<l strychnine enjoyed a fair degree of 
popularity. The remaining deaths by 
poison resulted from the use of various 
poisonous substanees. One woman ate 
spiders with fatal conse(iuences. A very 
desperate man prepared a j)oisonous drink 
by soaking 200 matches in water. H(jth 
of these persons were in prison, and hence 
the ingenious methods adojUed to ex- 
tinguish the spark of life. 

Statements as to the cause of suicide 
were generally unsatisfactory, and, a pos- 
sible cause was speciflcallv mentioned in 
only 3t»0 of the SOS ca.ses. These may 
be roughly grouped as follows:

Some very frivolous reasons were al- 
leged for suicide. One man hanged him- 
self in the stairway because his wife 
was too busy to read the Rlble to him on 
a particular occasion. A farmer cremated 
himself to spite his wife. A woman burned 
herself to death because she was dis- 
pleased with a henhouse built by her 
brother. Another woman took gas be- 
cause her husband very properly objected 
to her riding a bicycle at night unattend- 
ed. 

As regards the social condition or status 
of the suicides, the range was all me 
way from the "Bowery PeaciT' and the 
"Queen of the Tenderloin" to those rcviil- 
ving in the highest social circles. 

In conclusion I may add that besides 
the SOS successful suicides, there were 
notices in the Sun of 164 unsucces.sf.il at- 
tempts at self-murd'T dining 1S!«S. luaiv- 
ing a proportion of one nnsuecessrul to 
ever.v tlve successful .atti'mpts. Of the 
thwarted attempts, 103 were male.> au'i 
sixty-one were females. The mortality 
from suicide woultl. therefore, seem bv 
no means to measure the full strength 
of the tendency of a population to .sji- 
cide. *

Recently fortune he

JIO'.'.OOO. One-third of this he left to his 
wife, whose stage name is Emma 
Warde, one-t^ird to his itrother. James 
Jack, and th« other third was divided 
among relatives. He also made his 
brother, of whom he thought a great 
deal, sole manager of the Sam T. Jack 
theatrical entt-rprises, as executor of 
his will. This will had one provision 
that has attracted much attention. It 
leads: 

"It is my wish, first and foj-emost, 
that my brother James and my wife 
Kmma ijecomt husband and wife." 

Friends of tlie Jack fumily admired 
the simplicity of this arrangement. 
Never were two brothers on closer bonds 
of Intimacy than Sam and Jim Jack. No 
v.ife ever had a more devoted husband 
than Sam. Nothing lould be more 
natural than that Sam Jick, knowing of 
his approaching death, should try to 
.-ecure for his brother the good fortune 
he had himself enjoyed in tlie possession 
of a beautiful wife and a thriving busi- 
tiess, and should take the most direct 
riitthod to' unite the three. The same 
friends decided that no i.srespect to Mr. 
J:'ck's memory would l)e involved in a 
speedy marriage. 

A few days ago it leaked out there 
was difficulty over the remarkable 
clause in Mr. Jack's will. It was not to 
b' so simple a matter as it had seemed. 
Mrs. Jack declared tha; she did not in- 
tend to marry her brother-in-law. Not 
e\en in the light of her devotion to the 
memory of her huslianc could she con- 
sider it her duty to cairy out this pro- 
vision of an otherwise admirable will. 

At the same time it became known 
through friends of James C. Jack that 
he likewise lacked the glad impatience 
to c.^rry out his brother'f; wish that had 
been credited to him.

James C. Jack is desperately in love 
with a charming young woman in New 
York. Mrs. Sam Jack knows this. So 
did Sam Jack. The clause in his will was 
an attempt to break off this affair. Tt 
has resulted in cementing it. This is 
vouched for by an old friend of the 
Jack brothers, who said further: 

••Jim Jack met the young woman he 
hopes to marry in Nashville, where he 
was profe.ssor of languages in Vander- 
bilt university. Two years ago he grew 
tired of teaching. He lacked Sam Jack's 
money-getting talent, and had never 
got on very well. 

"About this time his brother offered 
him a position as his agent. Jim ac- 
cepted, partly because the young woman 
in whom he was interested lived in New- 



York. He went to Europe and to Ha- 
vana, where he partially arranged ti 
establish a new theater. He learned 
something of the burlesque btisin^sfi.

Sam and Jim Jack were suoli good 
friends that Sam intrusted Jim v.ith th" 
care of this child. The legacy of a third 
of his fortune was to Include provision 
for her. James Jack is goin? t.. Cdiiy 
I ut his brother's wish with the Utmost 
scrupulousness. . • 

Tlie child is to be brought from Chi- 
c.-igo by her mother. Mabel Hazleton, 
formerly a member of Mr. Jack's com- 
pany. James Jack will make arrange- 
ments for her education. He will adopt 
lier of his own free will. 

The child is attractive, and Jame.< 
Jack is determined that she shall want 
for nothing. His decision to adopt her 
is the solution of a very difficult situa- 
tion.

Its cost is 
in) criterion, and its future sellinff price 
extremely problematical. Thus all per- 
sonal property changes in value, and 
there can be no absolute, exact, 
equitable valuation put on it. It is also 
perishable. A man has $1000 in a bank, 
the bank fails and his $1000 ceases in an 
instant to be property. His house burns 
in the night and the property he thought 
he had in his furniture and in his 
pocketbook has disappeared forever. 
Kveryono knows the ability of personal 
jtroperty to conceal itself. A man may 
own hutidreds of thousands of dollais 
of i>eisonalty. yet if he is not a house- 
holder and has no fixed ab«)de, he i^ 
unreachable for purposes of taxation. 

"As, therefore," argues the News, "a 
proi)erty tax cannot be levied with even 
approximate equity, but must always 
be mainly based on guesswork, and as 
what is property s») gradually shades off 
into what is not property, and it is .so 
utterly impossible to draw the line with 
exactness, there should be no attempt 
to make so-called personal property a 
l>asis for taxation. There are two 
species of taxes which are not open to 
these objections, but which can bo 
levied with tolerable exactitude, these 
are a land tax and an income tax. The 
land tax ought not to cover improve- 
ments, because they are of the nature 
of personal property, are the result of 
enterprise, and deteriorate in value. 
The income tax ought to extend to all 
without limitation." 

There is much more that could be said 
in favor of the system of taxation thus 
advocated. But while it is true that 
personal property is not exactly and 
e(|Uitabl>- valued for purposes of taxa- 
tion, might it not be equally as difficult 
or even impossible to levy an income tax 
so that every person would be compelled 
to bear his just share of the taxation? 
Might not the result be that real pror.- 
erty would be more unjustly taxed than 
it is now. and the income tax lie paid 
chiefly by those of small or moderate 
incomes?

TAA'I.M^ i'KHSOXAL, M*ROi*ERTY. 

The impossibility of exactly estimat- 
ing the proper share of taxation thal 
personal property should bear is the 
subject of an interesting article in the 
Detroit News, which arrives at the con- 
clusion that this class of property 
should not be taxed. It advances the 
following four reasons why it is im- 
possible equitably and exactly to place 
the personal property of a community 
on the tax rolls: 

1. The ill-defined lines between what 
is property and what is not. 

2. The extremely uncertain value of 
all except real property. 

3. It*, perishability. 

4. lis ability readily to conceal Itself. 
As {'n illustration of the first of the 

abovo rci'scns, the News loints out that 
the market value of a property is 
usually estimated according to its earn, 
ing powers. If a brewery will pay S or 
10 per cent upo» $100,000 it is considered 
to be woi th that sum in the market, c r 
perhaps over more. Meanwhile a true 
inventory of the brewery plant, stock 
of material, money and credits may not 
exceed $50,000. Its earnings flow froiii 
the skill and push of its owners and 
managers. If it is assessed at its mar- 
ket price it is plain to see that it is skill 
and industry and enterprise that are 
being assessed. Are these personal 
property? If they are. contends th- 
News, then the skill and industry of iho 
lawyer who earns $10,000 a year should 
equitably he subject to taxation, and if 
the lawyer, then also the industry of 
every workingman. Thus it is apparenL 
that property imperceptibly shadea off 
into something which has value, but 
which is not proper; y. Where shall tne 
line be drawn? 

Then even where property is tangible, 
as machinery, stocks of goods and 
credits, its value is extremely change- 
able and uncertain. Wear is going on 
continually and there is little property 
that does not deteriorate day by day. 
Sometimes it goes down with a slumj:, 
as where machinery and fixtures cease 
to be needed or used. A stock of goods 
is of daily changing value, as things go 
out of style or the demand for them 
ceases. They may be inventoried today 
at their cost price; five years hence they 
may be given away as not worth the 
shelf room they occupy. A retail mer- 
chant sells a bill of goods and charges 
the amount to the purchaser on his 
books. The account is not paid on the 
10th of the month, nor yet on the 10th of 
the next month. Every succeeding 
month it becomes more and more doubt- 
ful, and at last the debtor dies insol- 
vent or goes through bankruptcy, or 
moves away, and the account is written

The Minneapolis Tribune, v.iiich pro- 
fessed to be greatly opposed to the trusts 
and indulged in extravagant praise of 
the anti-trust law i)assed at the last 
session of the Minnesota legislature, 
although eminent lawyers regarded it 
as a very weak and iiiefTicient piece of 
legislation, is now urging that the lav.- 
be nut enforced because it might "drive 
capital out of the state." This is the 
cry that is raised whenever any attempt 
is about to be made to protect the peo- 
ple from the exactions of trusts, finan- 
cial, commercial or industrial. They 
used this cry with considerable effect in 
the last presidential campaign, and they 
led many timid pe.iple to believe that 
the triumph of the Democratic ticket 
would scare capital, drive it out of the 
country and produce a frightful panic 
that would engulf everybody in ruin. It 
is evident that the same dodge is to be 
tried in the next campaign. But it will 
not work a second time, and the cry will 
be raised in vain. No one will be stam- 
peded liy it again. 

The trusts will have strong defenders 
in the campaign, and they will not lack 
"the, sinews of war." They are already 
at work, and in the changed attitude of 
the Minneapolis Tribune may be seen 
one of the results of their persuasion 
and influence. The Tribune is in favor 
of anti-trust laws. It believes they 
should be of the most stringent char- 
acter. But it does not want to see them 
enforced. Here is the song it is now 
singing, in view of the report that the 
attorney general would begin proceed- 
ings under the anti-trust law against 
the newly organized flour trust: 

"The injuries done in other communi- 
tie.-< by such extreme legislation should 
make the practical, sensible and enter- 
prising people of Minnesota extremely 
cautious about enforcing anti-trust 
legislation to the point of baring capital 
out of the state and curtailing competi- 
tion. A concern has recently come here 
from New York and has invested moro 
than $:i,000,000 in flouring mills, acquir- 
ing a capacity suflTicient to make it the 
third largest flour-manufacturing plant 
in the city. Some people object to this 
concern on the ground that it Is a trust, 
and it is understood that the attorney 
general of the state has been appealed 
to 'shoo' it away. The Tribune has no 
intention here and now of discus-!ing the 
question as to whether the Mclntyre 
comljination is a trust, or simply a cor- 
poration, or whether it is obnoxious to 
the legislature. But we desire to lay 
down the broad proposition that the in- 
vestment of capital in Minnesota indus- 
tries and the establishment of a strong 
concern here to compete with other 
strong concerns in the manufacture of 
flour, cannot be inimical either to our 
city or to the farmers of our state. If 
any concern, whether owned by home 
Or outside capital, violates the law, it 
should of course be prosecuted: but no 
.'special raid should be made on men be- 
cause they are introducing capital here 
from abroad." 

In other words, the Tribune considers 
the anti-trust law a good thing, but it is 
absolutely opposed to any attempt to 
enforce its provisions! 



anmng the Boers and made a clo.se study 
of the condition and the instituti >ns of 
their country, gives a comprehensive 
account of the events and the singular 
political arrangements in the Trans- 
vaal which have led to the friction be- 
tween the little Dutch republic and the 
liritish empire. The position of the 
I'itlanders, as described by Mr. Brooks. 
is certainly an unenviable one: 

"In the Transvaal itself the situation 
is almost too fantastic for serious pres- 
entation. The I'itlanders, seVen-eights 
of whom belong to the English-speak- 
ing race, outnumber the Boers by more 
than two to one. They own half the 
land and contribute ninetecn-tw-n- 
tieths of the public revenue. It is 
through their brains and energy chat 
the Transvaal has been raised from 
bankruptcy Into its present prosperity. 
They are citizens of the most progress- 
ive countries in the world, accus- 
tomed to .self-government and in- 
tolerant of any encroachments upon 
their liberty. * • The t'itlanders 
have an «'Ven greater share of the in- 
telligence of the country than of its 
wealth. Nevertheless they are kept in 
complete subjection to their bu.olic 
taskmasters. They are not allowed to 
Vote, except for a legislative chamber 
that cannot legislate: they have no 
Vote in the spending of the money 
taken from their po<>kets; they see mil- 
lions of dollars lavished on the secrit 
service and fortiflcations at Pretoria, 
while Johannesburg remains a pest hole; 
their language is proscribed in the 
schools and law courts of a city where 
not one man in 1000 sj)eaks anything 
but English: a clip-ped and barren dia- 
lect, as much beneath pure Dutch as 
Czechish is beneath Russian, is en- 
throned in its place, and their children 
ale forced to learn geography and his- 
tory from Dutch text books after pa.ss- 
ing the elementary standards— the 
president, with a directness that would 
have come home to the late Mr. Ding- 
ley, seeking to poularize his native 
taal by a lax of 100 jier cent upon for- 
eign books. 

"It is grotesque to think of English- 
men and Americans being treated in 
this fashion, and it is <iuite beyond 
imagination that they should rest pas- 
sive in such a house of bondage. The 
restrictions on franchise and education 
fall hardest not on the capitalists and 
large mine owners, who are mostly ab- 
sentees, but on the lawyers, doctors, 
business men and the working classes 
who have settled in the Kand district 
less as a speculation than to make it 
their home and earn a living and oring 
up their families. ♦ • * in other 
words, they have a country, and that 
country is the Transvaal, and as men 
who have taken up a permanent resi- 
dence in it, they demand, not unrea- 
sonably, that it should be made poiit- 
ically and socially endurable."

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A STATESMAN 

An Estimate of Pope Leo's 

Character By Justin 

McCarthy. 

One of Three Great European 

Statesmen of the 

Period. 



Pope Leo XIII is the last survivor of 
ihe great European statesmen of the 
century. LJuring recent years Gla.I- 
• stone, Bismarek and Pope Leo stoo'l 
high above all other living statesmen of 
Europe. A little further back we come 
to such men as Count Cavour and Thiers 
and Gulzot; further back still to such 
men as Canning. and then we are 
among the great names that belong to 
the earlier part of the century. In re- 
cent years, however. Gladstone, Bis- 
marck and Pope Leo stood alone, and 
now the last of the great trio is nearing 
his end. 

I desire to judge Leo Xril only as a 
statesman and not as an ecclesiastic, 
says Justin McCarthy in the New York 
Herald. . 

The inspiration of his whole career 
may be described as a passion of philan- 
thropy, to adopt the words which Glad- 
stone, in my own hearing, applied lo 
Daniel O'Connell: 'To improve the 
condition of the toiling classes all over 
the world, to mitigate the troubles of 
the overtasked, to abolish slavery in 
tvery form, white and black; to lighten 
the load of the heavily laden, to spread 
the gospel of peace among all nations." 
These were the great purposes of Leo'.^ 
career. It is doing no more than bare 
justice to the motives which seem al- 
\vays to have guided him when we say 
that his ambition was to make the life 
"f the pontiff a practical illustration of 
peace, goodwill and moral and intelleo- 
lual advancement among men. 

Le<i came to the throne of the papacy 
at a lime when the worldly foundations 
"f that throne seemed to be hopelessly 
shaken. The pope has had no temporal 
sovereignty left to him. and it must be 
<.wned that the sympathy of the civilized 
world went fur the most part with that 
united Italy to Avhose political union the 
j»apacy owed the loss of its temporal 
]>ossessions. 

Leo's predecessor. Plus IX, was a man 
of pure and exalted purpose, but he 
was almost altogether an ecclesiastic, 
and he had a few of the qualities of a 
statesman. He was not a man endowed 
v.lth the peculiar capacitj' which might 
hav,- enabled him to regain for the 
papacy that influence which the arising 
of new conditions and the spread of new 
ideas seemed at the time to have taken 
from it forever. 

Leo XIII appears to have from the be- 
ginning of his rule made up his mind 
that the position of the papacy was only 
to be recovered by a mastery of the new 
conditions. The pope has been a stu- 
dent from his earliest years. There i3 
a distinct suffusion of the poetic m his 
nature, which has found expression, in- 
deed, in the composition of many fine 
pieces of ftoetry, especially in Latin, 
but also has given him that which has 
been of a far greater importance to his 
career— that cjuality of dramatic in- 
stinct which enables a man to enter 
into the nature and feelings of other 



men, and without which there can be 
no really creative statesmanship. 

The pope has seen a good deal of life 
outside the papal city. He has been 
papal nuncio at Brussels, where he had 
the opportunity of conversing with 
statesmen from all countries. He visit- 
ed Paris. He visited London, and was 
presented to Queen Victoria. He seems 
to have very soon made up his mind 
that not much was t>) be gained for the 
inf.uence of the pai>acy by its setting 
itself into active antagonism to what 
might have been called the revolution- 
ary forces which, according to the 
pessimistic views of many of his felhnv 
churchmen, had taken possession of all 
the t^ablnets of Europe. 

When he became pope he set alvaut 
what he conceived to be the work of the 
papacy, just as if nothing had happened 
to interfere with its progress. He re- 
solved, apparently, to make the papacy 
an example to the Christian world in- 
stead i;f wasting his strength and hn 
influence by trying to contend agaln.^t 
the physical conditions which had left 
the pope but the Vatican and its gar- 
dens as his worldly domain. Of course 
he surrendered nothing of the claims of 
the papacy, and he refused, as his pre- 
decessor had done, to recognize the king 
of Italy's title to the owner.-^hlp or" 
Rome. But he spent little of his time in 
futile efforts to resi.st the physical mas- 
tery of the new conditions, and he made 
it his task above all things to prove that 
the moral influence of the papacy was 
not to be circumscribed by the limita- 
tions of the pope's earthly posse.sslon.*. 

It must be owned that during his 
time the progress made by United Italy 
has not altogether satisfied the hopes of 
all those who rejoiced over the expulsion 
of the Austrlans and the Bourbons and 
the aljolltlon of the petty sovereignties 
and the union of Italy under one crown. 
Italy has her destiny yet to make but 
for the present we have to see In her a 
country terribly overtaxed with a popu- 
lation crushed to an almost unexampled 
degree by the expenditure necessary to 
convert Italy into the semblance of a 
great European power. 

Pope Leo has seemed to say to all the 
world: "My business in life is the wel- 
fare of humanity. I am the apostle of 
peace and univer.sal brotherhood. I 
offer my mediation as an agent of peace 
and of brotherhood In all quarrels 
where the disputants are willing to re- 
ceive my counsel and my help." He ha-s 
had some hard battles to fight, and for 
all his sweet, genial and pacific nature 
he has fought out his battles to the end 
where compromise did not seem possible 
and by his principle of passive resist- 
ance he has generally contrived to come 
off victorious. 

All the world looked on with Interest 
vchlle he battled for what he believed to 
be the cause of religious liberty against 
no less an antagonist than Prince Bis- 
marck, the greatest statesman then 
living on the European continent. Bis- 
marck had loudly proclaimed that what- 
ever else he and his colleagues might do 
they "would not go to Canossa," allud- 
ing to the famous castle where Henry 
IV of Germany submitted to the pen- 
ance imposed on him by Gregory VII. 
But though Bismarck certainly did not 
go til Canossa, he was undoubtedly not 
the victor in the great Kulturkampf, or 
education battle, which was waged be- 
tween him and Pope Leo XIII. It Is 
perhaps only fair to say that the heart 
of the old Emperor William, Bismarck's 
master, was never thoroughly with his 
great minister in this attempt to niak. 
the authority of the state overrule the 
dictates of private con.=!cience. The ar- 
bitration of Pope Leo has been accepted 
more than once by disputing states 
which acknowledge no supremacy on 
the part of the pope but that given to 
him by the moral influence of his au- 
thority and his character. 

Leo has strongly recommended in 
several momentous instances the recog- 
nition of established facts in the prog- 
ress of nations. For example, he rec- 
ognized the French republic hh the 
established system in France, and used 



the whole force of his authority to in- 
duce French Catholics to accept the re- 
publican form of government and to 
make the best of it. He takes the 
clnsest and most active interest in all 
institutions, to whatever country they 
belong, which have anything to do with 
the true organization of labor and moral 
improvement, the personal indepen- 
dence and the domestic comfort of the 
working man. His was th<§ first voice 
raised in cordial response to the appeal 
of the czar for a conference of Euro- 
pean states to bring about a cessation in 
the increase of armaments and to estab- 
lish some basis for international arbitra- 
tion and put an end to the reign of 
war. 

The pope has become so popular 
among certain influential clases of Eng- 
lish Piotestants that at one time it 
seemed to many not altogether impos- 
sil)le that some terms of compromise 
might be found between the papacy ''nd 
the Established Church of England. The 
pope, however, could not compromise. 
Lord Halifax and his English colleagues 
could not venture to stretch their idea 
of compromise too far; and so the woild 
went on revolving upon its own axis 
just as before. 

Pope Leo always watches with a cKise 
and attentive eye every movement, jn,- 
litical. ."oclal and religious, that takes 
place in America. He has the fullest 
and deepest sympathy with the peaceful 
progress of the republic, and is espe- 
cially proud of the position which civic 
equality and religious freedom have 
enabled his co-rellglonlsts to take In the 
United States. Some of Pope Leo's re- 
cent days have been occupied in the 
consideration of certain tendencle.s 
which had been represented to hlni as 
making themselves apparent in Ameri- 
can Catholicism — tendencies which some 
of his advisers believed to indicate a 
growing form of religious independence 
not unlike that which is set down as 
Gallicism in Europe. 

It is Impossible for any impartial 
reader not to sympathize with the spirit 
which pervades the pope's enoyclical 
issued in last August — a protest against 
the extraordinary suppression of Cath- 
olic associations carried out by the 
Italian government. 

These suppressions, it will be rc;nem- 
bered, took place after the riots which 
had lately Vimken out throughout al- 
most all Ital.v, riots which impartial ob- 
servers for the most part believed to 
have been caused by the pressure of 
famine, the famine itself coming in 
great measure from the overtaxation 
which the expenditure on army and 
navy had brought about. 

The Italian government thought fit to 
see in t|iese riots the evidence of a 
papal coijspiracy against the monarchy, 
and it t.lerefore suppressed, by wliole- 
sale decree, more than 1600 Catholic as- 
sociatioi^s which were for the most part 
purely *ooial. economic or religious in 
their oPject.s. It Is likely enough that 
the rlois were at least In part promoted 
by republican, socialist and anarchistic 
agitat/irs, but, as everybody knows. 
Pope Leo has always used his influence 
for tUe discouragement of socialism and 
anar/hism In their various formr., and, 
vvhll/- he recognized the French republic 
just as he did the American republic 
and the republic of Switzerland, he can 
hajdly be suspected of any designs for 
th« setting up of a republic in Italy. 

The pope has recently had a long 
struggle against death, and seems to 
have taken a certain pride in the con- 
test. During the illness just ended ho 
was not for a day discouraged. He pos- 
sessed a cheerful faith that there was 
Ktill work for him to do as long as Pro- 
vidence should see fit to retain him on 
the earth among living men. His care- 
ful abstemious habits have, of course, 
had much to do with prolonging that 
physical vigor which enabled him to 
continue so unrelaxlng a worker at the 
age of 89.

Fate of Persons Who Pronounced 
Andrew Johnson Guilty. 

The hlRli court of inii)t:ichment though 
organized on March ,".. did not begin iia 
real work until March 13. For ten wet-ks 
those gathered in Wa.'^hington hung uposi 
every inciSent of the trial, says Llppin- 
coti's. Th« hou.se transacted little or no 
business, and the country at large was 
demoralized over this great procedure. 
Tickets of admission t.i the gallery, which 
were obtained only by special favor, were 
sold at high prices liy unscrupulous peo- 
l)Ie; but there was no help tor It. The 
newspapers printed graphic accounts of 
the daily occurrences, and the public .'ire 
was constantly fed with combustible IukI, 
The South was brokin and silent while 
these scenes were bfing enacted. It hau 
no representative in the senate and no 
real represntatlvs in th house. The day 
had not yet come wiii'n it could send ap 
its men to dellberat" upon the questions 
of government. Naturally. It sympathized 
witn the nresideni, while deprecating 
his aggressiveness and lack of tact. The 
North was divided u;»on the question, and 
in that fact lay the strengtn of the dt- 
lense. 

Looking over the names of the thirty- 
five men wlio voteci President Johnson 
••Guilty" on May 26, 1%\ and of tne nine- 
teen who saved him from the passions of 
that hour, I am strick with tne caprices 
which fortune and politics have played 
with them all. Of tie former, Henry B. 
Anthony, of ithode Island, remained in 
the senate until he died in 1S84. Simon 
Cameron, after nine .vears more of serv- 
ice, resigned to mak^ a place for his son 
Don. and died Ln 188» at the age of HO. A. 
G. Catell, of New Jtrsey. retired in 18a 
and died in 18JM. Zach Chandler, of Mich- 
igan, remained in the senate until he 
went into Grant's cabinet In 1S74. He was 
thc-n beaten for the s.Mia.te by one of those 
spasms which sometimes shakes the life 
out of the cleveresi of politicians, but 
came back in 1S79, ind died in harness. 
The political life of Cornelius Cole, of 
California, ended in 1873. John Conness. 
the other senator from California, retired 
in 1869, and settled in Medford, Mass. 
Henry \V. Corbett, o( Oregon left the sen- 
ate in 187X 

John Sherman hat been cabinet minis- 
ter, senator and candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination several times since 
lie voted ••guilty. " William Sprague, of 
Khode Island. retlretJ in 1875; the vicissi- 
tudes of his life boti social and commer- 
<'ial, have been many and serious, out 
public place knows lUm no more. William 
M. Stewart, of Nevada, dropped out of the 
senate in 1S75, and drifted back to the Pa- 
cific coast, but returned in 1887. Not long 
atter Ch-.-rles Sumner voted "guilty," 
Grant succeeded Anilrew Johnson as pres- 
ident. The great Massachusetts states- 
man quarreled with the great soldier, 
lost his place as chairman of the commit- 
tee on foreign relations to Simon Came- 
ron, entered the liberal Republican move- 
ment, which hoiated Horace Greeley as a 
candidate and died in 1874. John M. Thay- 
er, of Nebraska, left the senate In 1871 
and became governor of his state In 1886. 
His colleague, Thomas ^\'. Tipton, lol- 
lowed Schurz and Sumner into the Gree- 
ley movement and left the senate in is'u. 
Ben Wade, of Ohio, left the senate in 
\m). and died in 187S Waitman T. Wllley, 
of West Virginia, eaded his public career 
in 1871. George H. Williams, of Oregon, be- 
came Gen. Grant's attorney general, and 
later a railroad lawyer. Henry Wilson, of 
Massachusetts remained in the senate 
until he was elected vice president with 
Gen. Grant's secontl term, and died with 
the harness on.

MANY MEN WANTED 



There Are Numerous Oppor- 
tunities For Woric In the 
Various Lines. 



Within the past week wages for com- 
mon labor all over the Northwest have 
gone up to $2 per day, and while there 
are a few contractors that are still 
paying $1.75 they are very few, and 
they are meeting with some difTiculty 
in getting men enough to do their work. 
In every direction from Duluth there 
are chances to work at $2 per day find 
the men who are In town looking for 
work have so many places to pick from 
that they hardly know which to take. 
Foley Bros, are using men now on the 
Hibblng cut-oft for the Great North- 
ern, and about fifty to seventy-five per 
day have been going out from Duluth 
for several days. 

Over the Fourth of July there were a 
large number of men in town who 
knocked off work for a few days to 
spend the Fourth In Duluth, and since 
the holiday they have been going out 
again in large numbers. Tuesday and 
Wednesday it is estimated by G. S. 
Richards, of the National Employment 
agency, that 300 men were sent out in 
various directions. Men are wanted all 
over the iron ranges at $2 per day, at 
Hibliing, Mountain Iron, Biwabik, Ely, 
Virginia, Two Harbors and elsewhere, 
some of them for mining, some for 
stripping and others for railroad work. 

Many men are needed over in the 
copper country, and many are going in 
that diiection now. There is all klnd.^ of 
work there, railroad, right-of-way 
stripping, government work, and work 
in the mines. it is said that at ieasto 
r>()0 men could find work at Hanccck 
and Houghton. 

Employment agents .say that there 
are more men shifting about now ihat 
there is plenty of work at high prices 
than there ever was when wages were 
lower and jobs scarcer. Tht reason for 
this Is not hard to find. There are a 
large percentage of men among the 
classes that are used on these jobs that 
do not care to work longer than It takes 
them to get up a little "stake" on wnlch 
they can have a time. When $2 per Is 
offered it is easier to get together 
enough to accumulate a good jag, and 
besides there is no danger that they 
will be out of work any longer than 
they want to be when there are so many 
jobs offered. Then there Is another 
class of men that get tired of one kind 
of work and quit to look for another 
kind. 

There are two sides to every question, 
however, and this is no exception. 
While an employment agent was speak- 
ing of this to The Herald reporter 
there was a big, strapping fine-looking 
specimen of physical manhood .Uand- 
ing near, and when the agent had con- 
cluded he ventured to ofTer an opinion 
on the subject. 

"Yes," he said, "there is a good deal 
in that, too, but I want to tell you tiiat 
the grub they put up In some of these 
camps Is enough to make men want 
to look for another job. I Know there 
are too many of us that live only for 
the pleasure of accumulating jags, and 
that many of us live from hand to 
mouth in that fashion in utter dis- 
regard of the day when we shall be too 
old to work and when we will wish we 
had lived a little more with regard to 
that day. But the work is hard, ond 
in order to keep it up the men need 
proper nourishment, and you can't get 
it out of the grub they provide at .some 
of the camps. I am no quitter, my- 
self, and when I get a good job I like 
to freeze onto it. But I have Just left 
a job liecause of the grub. "There was 
not enough to live on, and what there 
was was of a kind that would make the 
army beef green with envy." 

In a short time, sometime about July 
15, the rates to the harvest fields of 
the Dakotas and Minnesota will go in- 
to effect, and there will be something 
of an exodus of laborers to the .vheat 
fields. This will draw largely on the 
labor supply in this section, and make 
it harder still for contractors to get the 
men they want. With wages here so 
good, however, it Is not likely that the 
rush to Dakota will be nearly so large 
as usual. Many of the men will want a 
change, however, and there are many 
of them that make it a point to go to 
the wheat fields every summer. They 
have been talking it over with the em- 
ployment agents for several weeks. It 
will be too early for the men to start 
until nearly Aug. 1, but they will go 
just the same whenever the rates go 
Into effect.

Minneapolis. July 7.— The Northwest- 
ern Miller this wet-k makes another at- 
tack on the proposed flour trust and at 
the same time severely criticises the 
sudden change in the attitude of the 
Journal. The Miller says: 

"The oily and sinuous Ballou. Mcln- 
tyre's minister plenipotentiary and en- 
voy extraordinary to Minneapolis, nas 
twined his fleshy arm around the wiU- 
ins nock of the editor of the Minneapo- 
lis Journal and confided in him as to 
the flour trust's benevolent intenti ms 
toward the niilline: trade in general, 
and the milling center in particular. In 
I'onsequence, this thnughtiul guardian 
of the puhlic's rights has experit'nrod 
a change of heart toward Jlclntyre and 
his scheme, and in its issue of July a 
publishes an editorial intended to re- 
assure the public and make smooth 
the way of the trust. About the same 
time it was semi-otflcially stated ihat 
the Journal wa.s to become the local "r- 
.i;an of M( Intyre and the various prom- 
inint citizens who are interesting ih.-ni- 
sclvcs in his behalf. It has certainly 
lost no time in proving its loyalty lo 
him. In an iiUervitw published in the 
same issue. Hallou graiiously prom- 
ises that .Minneapolis shall continue to 
lie a milling center, which is really -ood 
of him: says that not a barrel of flour 
made outside of it shall be branded 
'Minneapolis,' and that if more ca- 
pacity is needed the mills will be in- 
<reased in Minneapolis lather ihan 
elsewhere. All <if these, and more, 
plausible reassurances are given in or- 
der to make the Minneapolis people 
think that they drew a famous card 
Avhen they took the trust into their 
city. 

"In accordance with its rule, how- 
ever, the Mclntyre interesc • luple.s the 
usual threat with its fair promise. A 
vague statement is made that the .^anie 
linancial backing which is behinJ the 
Mclntyre deal intends to do W(»nd;ous 
things in the way of further inv.^st- 
nients in a different line in Minn-^apo- 
lis. but. as the Journal states, -this d. - 
pends largely upon the attitude of the 
state authorities toward the nulling 
company. If it is treated as a trust, 
the capita! mentioned is not lik.dy to 
enter into other lines of manufactures.' 
,In «)ther words, if the authorities of the 
state of Minnesota will not attempt to 
enforce its laws. Mclntyre and his 
friends will do something nice for 
Minneapolis: just what, is not stated 
Perhaps they will l.jcate their famous 
liquefied air plant there, of which the 
same Ballou has already spoken. If, 
however. Minnesota enforces its anti- 
trust laws, then the promised invest- 
ment will not materia'ize. This is th-= 
trust method with a venegeance There 
IS no doubt that the anti-trust law was 
passed for the purpose of preventing 
just such undertakings as tha.t of Mc- 
lntyre; but if a foreign corporation 
dares to enter the state, perfects and 
• •arriea out its plans in evident defiance 
of the law and then, th'Hisjh its agent, 
attempts to threaten and browbeat the 
states authorities into complance vith 
Us will. Truly Mclntvre and the 
I'rominent citizens associated with Lim 
are taking a high hand! 

"In relatic n to the richts of the peo- 
rle of the state, if th-' (nited Stat.-s 
Fli ur Milling company has done, and 
IS doing, nothin.g in defiance of the law. 
it ha? nothing to fear from an investiga- 
tion of its niethcds and principles: if it 
is inncc-nt it should not attempt to cn- 
er.-e tiie auth.;rities. but that it knows 
Its Weakness is shown by this barefaced, 
insolent attempt to stifle and forestall 
otficial inquiry. Its attitude is guard- 
edly and Covertly encouraged by the 
editorial in the Journal, which closes 
With the remarkable statement that 
It IS certainly not in the public inter- 
est to meet capital on its entrance Into 
the state with hostile threats, unless it 
IS clear that it contemplates .iction in 
violation of laws and adverse t.j public 
welfare.' We are not aware that anv 
threats of the sort have been mad'', 
unless it was in the colunms of the Jour- 
nal before Ballou twined his oily arm 
around its neck. It is the intention to 
fully test this law in relation to Mc- 
Inlyre's autocrati.: corporation. If it 
is not a trust in the meaning of the law. 
the courts of the state are competent to 
protect it: if it is a trust in the meaning 
of the law. and we think it is. then we 
believe the state authorities are strong 
enough to break it up in spite of Mc- 
lntyre, in spite of his associated promi- 
nent citizens, in spite of his newlv- 
ac'juired organ, and in spite of the 
pressure it, they and he can bring to 
bear. 

"Clearly. Ballou and the Journal have 
iinwittingiy done to thf citizens if the 
Slate of Minnesot.a a great service in 
thus showing a glimpse of the insolont 
and high-handed tactics the trust in- 
tends to pursue in order to a^i-implish 
Its ends. The large milling industry of 
the whole state will l)e somewhat 
startled at this amazing example of the 
braced-fai ed effrontery of the newly- 
arrived trust, and it may serve to sho'w 
Us members just what they are to ex- 
pejt when Mclntyre. the aml)itiou.-? 
Napole-n vf milling, tinallv finds him- 
self firmly in the saddle. The interview 
with nalli.u and the editorial in the 
Minneapolis Journal will do more for 
th- anti-floui-tru.^t cau.--e than any- 
thing which has yet happened. They 
show as nothing else can the true 
animus of this scheme. Millers who 
are in doubt as to what Mclntyre an<I 
his associates really mean, should read 
the Minneapolis Journal of July 3. If 
it dies not open their e\cs to the real 
truth, then they are blind indeed. The 
bare factt hat an influential daily paper 
can be induced to encourage a covert 
and sinister effort t.j prevent action on 
the part of the state's authorities, is 
alone sufficiently signifi^-ant of the flour 
trust's i>ower and Intention "

The quality ef the cards must b"* 
sulistantially that of the government 
postal cards, and weigh aliout 6 jiounds 
;: ounces to the thousand. 
■>'. The cards may be of any color. 
4. The cards must bear these words at 
the top of the address side: "Private 
Mailing Card— Authorized bv Act of 
Ctngress of May 19. 1S9S." (-'Postal 
(ard— Carte postale"). When prepared 
by printers or stationers for sale, they 
should also bear in the upper right-hand 
corner of the address side an oblong 
diagram with the Avords: "Place th-^ 
pestage stamp here:" and in the lower 
left-hand corner the following words 
should be printed: "This side is for the 
address." 

•">. The postage rate applicable to card.s 
for the Inited States, Canada and 
Mexico, is 1 cent. For other countries 
the rate is 2 cents. 

C. The face of the card Is reserved cx- 
ciu.'^ivcly fur pi;stage stamps, post- 
marks, and the address, which may be 
in writing. printin.er. by means of a 
stamp, or by an adhesive label of not 
more than three-fourths of an inch bv 
two inches in size.

New York. July 7.— The health officer 
of this port, Dr. Doty, and his assist- 
ant passed last night at Swineburne 
island in attendance upon the yellow 
fever patients who came here on board 
the United States transport McClellan 
from Santiago, Cuba. 

Of Miss Clendennin, whose fathei', 
Maj. Clendennin. medical officer in 
charge at Santiago, died of yellow 
fever, after departure of the McClel- 
land, Dr. Doty said: "Miss Clenden- 
nin is suffering with a mild attack of 
yellow fever and is improved this morn- 
ing, having a lower temperature. I 
have every hope that she will improve 
right along." 

The efficacy of the serum treatment 
is being tested on another patient. Os- 
car F. Lackey. Dr. Doty .said today: 
"Mr. Lackey was in very bad shape. 
His kidneys were heavily involved, with 
::15 per cent of precipitation. On arrival 
at the hospital I found that it was im- 
possible to give nourishment, a.s his 
stomach was very weak and refused to 
letain anything. Mis mind was lear, 
and his temperature very high. He was 
told at his request to l)e informed as to 
his condition that he was in a seri.ius 
plight and that I < ould not give liini 
any nourishment. I explained to nini 
the use of the yellow fever serum. He 
said: 'Doctor, do as you think iiesi..' 
"He was .given one injection under 
the skin at 11 o'clock last night, another 
at _' a. m., and a third at 7 a. m. Whil.- 
I can say nothing of the etTect of the 
=ierum, I can state the facts. When he 
arrived at Swinburne island his tem- 
perature was very high. This m jrning 
his temperature has fallen nearly 2 de- 
grees, and he is somewhat more com- 
fortable. 

"Fergusim and Tidmarsh. the two 
suspects, are improve<l. with their tem- 
perature nearly n.umal, and continue 
showing evidence that their illness is 
not. In all probability, caused by yellow 
fever. Dr. Fitzpatrick and I will" be in 
constant attendance on the patients at 
Swinburne island until the end. 1 have 
every hope that we will pull them 
through."

TWENTY INJURED.

Govern 
nient department re])orts usually rnak.- 
dry reading, even when the statistics 
show up heavy rainfalls and exies.-ivi 
dampness, but between the lines ol 
statistics of the report just completed 
there are many thinps of intei-ast that 
would naturally he overlooked, excei)t 
i).v iTiarine men and those connected 
with the bureau. 

For instance there were vast amounts 
ot property saved from danger oy 
warnings .sent out from the bui-^aii 
during the terrific storms on Lake Su 
penor Nov. 21. 22 and 2:5 of last year 
At n*)on on Nov. 20 the bureau sent out 
^varnlnKs of tbe approaching storm 
fully four hours before the northw-^ster 
touched the lake. The warning was 
given wide distribution and all vessel 
men were advised not to leave port 
The steamers Arthur Orr, Majes ic

daylight on Nov. 21. The Orr w:is 
wrecked at Baptism river on the north 
shore and the loss to the vessel and 
cargo was not less than $s,=;,000.

The first com- 
plaint charged Macauley with obtaining 
$Ut..l0 from the bank by false repre-' 
srntations. The present charge against 
him is forgery in the third degree. 

Mr. Macauley was still looking for 
bail today. V. O. Baldwin appeared as 
his attorney this morning, and A. H. 
Crassweller is assisting the state.
